LAIUJITRERS. 

“ That it haa l)e(Mi jiroveil before coni- 
mittcc.s of till* House of Comuioiis, 
thiit llie allo\v:uicc for the subsistence 
** ofalaliouring nian.includitig his earn- j 
“ iui^s, lias been, as lixcil by the magis- ] 
Irates in W iltshire, no more than one | 
pound and a quarter of bread and one 
“ liall’-penny in money per day for food 
“ and clothes, with nothing for drink, 
*' fuel, or bedding; that it has been 
“ proved before the suit! committees, 
that formerly the laboureis all brewed ^ 
“ their own beer, and that now they ! 
“ never do it; that formerly they ate 
meat, cheese, butter, and bread, and 
*' they now live almost wliolly on potu- 
toes, which they carry cold to the 
“ fields when at work there j that it has 
been jirovcd before the said comniit- 
tccs, tliat the honest, hard-working 
** labourer is not allowed more than 
“ about half as much food as is allowed 
*' the convicted felons in tiie jails and 
hulks j that it has been proved be- 
“ fore the said committees, that the 
** laboureis commit crimes in order to 
“ get fed and clothed as welj as the 
convicts arc fed and clothed 3 that the 
JMagistrates of Warwickshire have 
“ declared in resolutions at their Quarter 
“ Sessions, that the labourers commit 
“ crimes ia order to get into jail, the 
jail being a more happy place than 
“ their own homes ; that it has been 
“ proved before the, said committees, 
“ that the }'oung w’omcn are, now-jy- 
days, almost all pregnant before mar- 
riage, ow'ing to fathers and them- 
“,jjHjelves being too poor to pay the ex- 
**'pcnscs of the wedding; that it has 
“ liec-n proved before the said comniit- 
“ tees, that the‘labourers, liaving an 
“ assistant overseer for a driver, are 
“ compelled to draw carts and wagons 
like beasts of burden 3 anil that it has 
long been a general practice to jmt 
“ them up at auction, and to sell Uiem 
** forcertain lengths of time, usds th 
“ cu^om with regard to the negroes in 
“ the slave colonies : that all these 
thing-, have been proved to commit- 
*tces of tlic House of Commons.”

Labouhkrs’ Wages.— The Siirveinr ami 
Overseer «)f Great Waltham apiieared upon a 
summons to answer tlfc i-om],liiint i/f three 
labourers, named 'I'illy, Smi‘h, and l.riitrv, 
for not )'a}'i[iEt them siiHicient h>r ilior Idhom 
in the gravel-pits to procure, them tlu coiu- 
inoii necessaries of life. The case has Ix'cn 
several times before the Ilciiih. On' the iir-it 
occusiou ct -"mmous was issued against the 
defendants, who, on its hciiig seivt-d 
them, went to Air. ’*''dncl], ami ujxui their 
promising to tomply wi h his dircciioiis aiul 
reasonably iiierense the wages, the 
was dismissed without a hearing. 'I'lic Sui- 
vejor, however, instead oi coiiipl_\mg with 
Ml'. Tufnell’s order, thinkiiigthut as the swm- 
mons was dismissed he should not be i ailed 
on to answer for his curiduct, lelused to give 
the complainants any uuire for tlieii labour, 
and lliej again coming to eouijilimi to the 
Bench, a second suuimons wiis issued ; ii let¬ 
ter was tiho written by liie f hairui.iu to Mr. 
Tiifuell, iiifol'iiiing him ol Hie rtfn i‘lu->isil.lc 
\ conduct of (he Sun'cytrr. 'llic coinjilnuiaut 
“ w stated that they were cmplovcd to woik 
ill the gravel-pit bv the Surveyor, who re¬ 
fused to pay them more than d.v. od. ti-iitih 
each. They were all single men, and had to 
pay Is. each ior hidging and bd. lor waslnng, 
after whicii they had only ds. left for si vcn 
days' subsistence.

Now, it was proved by 
tlieir publhhcd scale, that the magis¬ 
trates of Dorsetshire allowed 2 s. 7 d. a 
week for a working man when bread tms 
lOd. the quartern, loaf (as it isnow)j'it,was 
proved before a Coinmittce of ihc flouse 
of Coimnons, on the evidence ofSENUTT 
(now a member for the county), that the 
magistrates of Wiltshire allowed n gal¬ 
lon loaf ami three-pence a week to each 
niemhor of a labourer’s family for food 
and clothing', that is, at this time, 2s. Id. 
for each, and nothing for drink, washing 
or lodging, or fuel or bedding. If, then, 
4 s. Od, a week to these Essex men was 
cruelty, what was the treiitment of the 
labourers of Dorsetshire and Wiltshire! 
If Gs a week is the “ lowest sum that a 
single nitm ought to have,' what was the 
treat in cut of the men in these Western 
counties I If it was crucify to give them 
a farthing less than 6s. a week, what 
was it to give a working man 2*. 7 d. 
wlu-n bread was at tlie same price ? It 
is said tliat William Packman, who, as 
we have .seen, was hanged on Penendbn 
DkatI f, on Christmas Eve, said to one 
of his old companions, who was crying: 
“ Never mind, Dick, you ’ll have your 
belly full now.” Though mere boys, 
these Packmans are sahl to have diet!

• The UDfortuaate young' man, Thomas 
Goodman, who was convicted of setting Am 
to the bam of Mr. Aldertun, at Battle, and 
sentmeed to death, has made a full confession 
of Im guilt, and attributes fais uutitnely end 
to thatwtwojif dciiuigegue, tf'ilUam VobheU, 
who, you may f«member, delivered a puhlie 
lecture at Bafilo some time ago. In which he 
tote] ills auditors that unless the /tamers would 
consent to pay betler wages to their labourers, 
the fires w'kich were then going- on in Kent 
might also taka place in this county, sod that 
the boundary beiwecn the coouties was but 
imaginary. It is a siugulnr fact that iu less 
than a fortnight after the delivery of this lec¬ 
ture, the Arst Ace—-bairiely, that whidt broke 
out on the night of tbO ,^d of Noveatber, took 
place iu the parish of Battle; and it is still 
more singular, that the property destmyed on 
that occasiou belonged to Mr. Charles Btneiy, 
Inudlord of the George lun, at Battle, who 
had refuM'd Cobbeit the use of his principal 
room for the purpose of delivering his lecture. 
The unFurtunate young nlgii, who is only IB 
years of age, confosscs that lie was so stirred 
up by the 'Words of Cobliett, that Am brain was 
nem-fy tumedi and that be was under the im¬ 
pression that nothing but the d«.struction of 
property by Are at night would effect that 
species of revelation, the necessity of which 
was to strongly enforced by the arch lecturer.

I dare say, that the " poor inhabitants 
of Surlingham” understood all this very 
well! I dare say that they saw that 
such a trick was to be despised; that 
they asked how the parson never came 
to make such an offer before i but, 
would they not ask also, why he did 
not give them some of the calves, lambs, 
woof, potatoes, turnips and corn, as well 
as the milh, eggs, pigs and fruit ? In: 
short, they would see, because they 
must see, that this was a work of spite, 
and not of charity. ■ 

But it is not this pitiful part of thc 
tithes that 1 want t6 see taken away 
from the*parsons and bishops: I want 
to see the whole taken away: the tithes, 
the church lands and all other property 
held by the clergy in virtue of their 
clerical functions and ofEces. I want 
to see it ail taken away by law. It 
was given to them by lawi it is held by 
law i and it may be taken away by law: 
that which the law has given the law 
may take away, otherwise we should 
be living in^ a strange state of things. 
Such an important measure is, however, 
not to. be adopted without regartl to the 
justice and necessity of it. Such a 
measure would take property from a 
great 'number of persons ; it would 
make inatliy low who are now high; 
it would compel to labour for their 
bread many who now do nothing and yet 
ive in luxury would compel many, , 
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who now ride in coaches, not only to 
walk on foot, hut to work in company 
with those whom they seem to look 
upon as made for tlieir pleasure and 
sport. Yet, such a measure ought not 
to be adopted in a hasty manner; due 
consideration ought to be had in the 
case; it ought, before adopted, to bi 
proved to be j%ut and necessary ; and 
as 1 am decidedly for the measure, ant 
wpuld cause it to be adopted ifX hat! 
tnc power, I look u||ai myself as’^l^nd 
to shoMr., that it is just anti necessary 
Legal 1 know it must be allowed t< 
be; but that which is legal may noi 
always be just. Some have denied 
that it would be legal; and, therefore, 
the legality shall be proved first. 

Now, my friends, I have to show 
you That it is legal, that it 
agreeable with the laws of our country 
to take this property from the parsons 
by act of parliament. 3 . I hav^e to 
show you, that it is just to do it. 3 . 
have to show you ths^t the measure is 
necessary to the prosperity, pence and 
safety of the nation. And,* my friends, 
if I prove all these tp you, it will be 
your bouiidan duty to lend your aid 
in causing this measure to he adopted, 
and (o be active and zealous, too, in 
lending that aid; for, as you will by- 
and-by see, it is, after all, the labouring 
people who suffer most from the tithes, 
and who, in fact, pay the whole of them 
in the end. 

FIRST, then, to show you that it 
is agreeable to the laws of the country 
to take away the tithes and other pro* 
perty commooly called Clmreh*property, 
I have only to state to you what has 
been done, iu this resect, in former 
times.

and then to be flung to the dogs, as the 
carcase of Jezebel was. If laws like 
these were to be passed, all the vvorUl 
would say that they were no laws at alt, 
and, of course, that they ought, not to 
be regarded as precedents. Hut, very 
different is the case here, as 1 am now 
about to prove. 

The whole of this property, par¬ 
sons’ tithes, lay tithes, college and bi¬ 
shops' estates, originally were held in 
trust by the Catholic Clergy, forcer- 
tain public purposes, of which*I shall 
speak under the next head.

INTRODUCTION. 

Sbetr/i of the Hnlory of JZngland, from the 

Protestant Heformation to the liegency of 

Geo. IV, 

I^That ebanj^e in the rcligfon of Entrland, 
whicn took place in the refgas of Ilenrv VIII., 
Edward VI., and Eli-/abeth, and wliich is 
ponerally called the Rkformation, has pro¬ 
duced, in process of time, a still prater, and 
a most fatal, change in the nature of the Eng¬ 
lish Government. Before that event, full 
oue-tliird part, and indeed more, of the real 
jlrdperty of the Cui.’sitry belonged to the 
church j that is to'say, it was held m trust by 
the clergy of different denoininatious, as 
bishops, priests, monks, iiiiiis, iVc., for the 
maiutenance of religion, and for tlie relief of 
the poor and the stranger. I'hese trustees 
were, therefore, in fact, the lords, or owners 
of something approaching to one-half of the 
whole of the houses and lands of England. 

3. From the very nature of the Catholic 
iistitiitiuns this state of things gave the coiu- 
iTion people great advantages, and in various 
I ways, especially as it preveiiteil them fro m 
I being borne down by the aristorrary. Whet 
there is an aristocracy who are heredita 
lawgivers, and are sustained by a law of pri - 
mogeniture, the communs, if left without 
some power to protect them against such 
aristocracy, must, in the nature of things, be, 
wliatever they may call themselves, the 6lave.s 
of that aristocracy. This protection, the com- 
inoDS, or ])eople, of England iouud in the 
Catholic church, which not only liad an iiiic- 
rest always opposed to the encroachments of 
the aristocracy, but which was, from the very 
nature of its institutions, the cause of a distri¬ 
bution of property favourable to the commons.

soever it suspected of designs hostile to it. Add 
these facts to the former, and then nothing 
further need be said with regard to the actors 
in, or the motives to, this '* (x/siftous Revolu¬ 
tion.” ' ' 

8. But though by the|e and similar 
means, and by a pretty fr^ ifse of the gallows 
and the scaffold, the aristocracy secured the 
estates fur this time, the thing ,was by no 
means settled thus.^ A war with Prance^be¬ 
came necessary “/or the preservation of the 
Protestant religion ” : that is to say, the^uiet 
possession. of the f church-estates. Xo carry 
on this war, and to bind the monied people to 
the new government, it was necessary to bor¬ 
row money f and hence arose jfmsdt, the 
lank, and the natioaal debtk ^1ies« brought 
i€ixes, and, so beavv as to croOile great dii«- 
contents. people fdit tlie||Ul<:lves loaded

of the mUiion and a .half which they had

10. By the Rrstof |bpi« \Miallessemllages 
ef the people out of doors were, in effect, put 
dowu. And why was {his ? Certainly pot 


because they were favourable to the govern'* 
meiit. But the Septennial htU can leave no 
doubt in the mind of any roau. One of the 
charges against the Stuahts was, that they 
had not called Pew parliaments frequently 
enough; and)that,thus, they had dejirived the 
people pf the power of changing their re- 
presentativea as often as might be necessary. 
The right of the people was to choose a new 
parliament every year. But those who in¬ 
troduced IViliiam did not restore this right ; 
Imt enacted that, in future, there should be 
a new parliament eveiy thiee years. Howe¬ 
ver, in 1715, they fopnd, that the people Lad 
still too much power; and in this year they, 
whom the people bad chosen for three years, 
made a law to authorise themselves to sit for 
four years longer ! Aye, and tlAt evei.v future 
parllpncnt should sit for yeven yean instead 
of three; though the declaratiuii ugaiust tlie 
Stuarts stated, that new parliaments ought 
to be frequently called,” aud that* this was 
an unalienable right of tbepeople of England. 

11. But, audacious as this was in itself, it 
was less audacious than the pretexts set forth, 
for the passing of the Isw. These were, that 
such frequent elections were attended with 
“ grievous expenses that they caused ” vio¬ 
lent and lasting heats and auiinosiiies and 
thitt they might, at this time, favour the 
views of, a ** restless and popish faction. 

in causing the deetruction of the peace and 
^ security of the government.” Now, if this 
bad been a mere Jaclion, why take away the 
rights of all the people, in order to counteract 
its rcstiessnessf Why,iu onier to keep down 
a mere faction, subvert the fuiidamcnlul Inw^ 
and usages of thccouutry, and violate, in this 
daring manner, the solemu compact so re¬ 
cently entered into between the crown and the 
people! 

12. It waf,.'tlien, under the auspices of the 
Biot act and of ^ Septennial nit that the 
HpuSe of Brunswick began iu reign in Eng¬ 
land} and, though Mr. Cannino will not, hy 
those who knew him, be deemed much of an 
mthprity upon the subject, he did say, iu the 
House of Commons, iu 1822, that if the peo- 
nlO of England could have had their will, the 
House of Brunswick would never have worn 
the CrOMrn of this kingdom. The dislike of 
the people was not, howevep, to the House of 
Brunswmk, but to |ha exercise of the power 
of. the aristocracy, who, ,by this last-men¬ 
tioned act, left hardly the semblance of power 
iu the baode of the people. I'be Members of 
tliat liouse-hare^la geoeealv conducted them* 
fglvM. with great modemtioo; but, m its- 
oeme ^layaithorcMykps gone on with its en- 
CtosuHdfUtuto, whicn, bewever, seem at last t» 
bp desBaed tacoupteraBt themselves.

Amd'or.jtlie keepiuf out of James and hi» 
family,* and • second for the preservation of

debts^ and diese brought taxes. The Ameri¬ 
can oolonies, now the United States, ail of 
wbieh, observe, had been settled by tlie Siu- 
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arts, befrait, in 1770, to prosit food for tax- 
atiou. The pdrliameut (the Septetmial par' 
liamcnt) passed Jaws to tax ttafem. Th( 
Aniericaos liad seen how their brethren in 
England had, by d^ees, ^t their property 
and tlicir liberty. They raised the .standard 
of “No TAXATION WITHOUT RBPRESeSTA* 
Tiov;" the bepteanial parliament raised the 
standard of “ Uncovditional SUBMisStON i’* 
the battle began j and bow it ended ftil the 
world knows. 

14. It was impossible for these two eland- 
ards to remain raised for seveu years, as the/ 
dul, without attracting the attention of tite 
world, and particuiarly of th^intelligeotaod 
brave people of France, especially u tbe latter 
bad to take a part in the conftict. The sue* 
cess of the Anieileans, In conkmctioifaJFith 
the armies of FraiAe, beckoned to ttie pKple 
of France to follow the bright exatnplef As 
it was absolutely impossible for Lafayette not 
to imbibe •the principles of Washingtocu so it 
was impassible tiiat tbe French should not 
imbibe the principles of tbe Ainericaos. And 
now it was that our aristocracy began (o see 
the etfocts of their septennial system rOCoU 
upon tlicinselvcs. The French people, who, 
as FoRTrscuR clearly shows, had never de¬ 
rived troui the Catholic church the benehts 
which the English bad derived front U; the 
French people, alwkys borne down by a great 
standing army, while England had none; She 
French people, piessed to the earth by taxes, 
partial as well as cruelly heavy, such as Eng'- 
laud tiad, at that time, never heard of t the 
Fiench people, insulted in their wretchedness 
by a haugh^, a squandering, and most pro¬ 
fligate courtfand higherclergy; tfaisoppMstod 
and brave people resolved, in 1789, no longer 
to endure the degrading curse, and, at one 
single effort, swept away their grinding and 
insolent aristocracy and dtetgy, and, in their 
rage, the throne itself, and, by that cet» sent 
dread into tbe heart of every aristoerset 

the face of tbe earth. 

15. Our septennial laur-makers rerhalBadi 
however, spectators for about two years and a 
half; but, in tbe fneanwhUe, theexamfle was 
working here. The Septennial bill had pro-, 
duced all its naturalcousequences, wars,debW 
and taxation ; aud,«BS the cause of tb# evils 
was seen, the people bad begun, evBn iltuing 
tbe American war, to demand a ReFoaMktH 
Tiix Commons Houib of ^BUAfBBN’r as the 
only cure for existiog evilT, and as the only 
security against their iwcurreoedforthe futBM. 
When the standard of the inght of tvjpiNfieiif^ 
tation had been raised^ ^ tairl^ ndltioaa of 
people only twenty miles frasn tnem, thoseof 
England could not be expected to be dead to 
the call. They were not; and it ieii)uihed no 
long time to convince our aristoerwcy diet one 
of two things rtast take place) Beenel/s tbwt- 
the French people Must beioofiifNllled to retstni 
under their aucient yoke^ or thataehimge 
must take place in Engiaua, rmtoring to the 
people the right offrwtg du»»ng th^ r^re- 
tentaltvesi the coasequeneM ef raich; to this 


ari*itocracy, were tOo obvious to need pointing 
out, even to pirties not deeply interested la 
those omiscqnences. The obstacles to war 
Were very great There was the debt, which, 
fay the unsuccessful American war, had been 
invade to amount to a sunt, the annual interest 
or which demanded tir iwurTtheamount of the 
taxes which had existed in tfae of ifamca 
11. There were, besides, heavy burdenk en¬ 
tailed upon the country by that war oM ac¬ 
count of half-pay and of other things. On the 
other hand, we had a most advantageous com¬ 
mercial treaty with Prance, which the Repub- 
liciUts In France were ready to continue in 
force. Tbli lutCrelts of the people of England 
manifestly pdlnted to peace: their wishes, too, 
were in faCour of peadel and this latter is 
proved by their couducC, and still more rlearly 
by the PaoCLAMAitONii for checking French 
principles; by the Aristocraticai. Asson- 
ATIONg forgied for that purpose; and by the 
TBBItMtB iAWiii passed for the purpose of cut- 
tit^ oirall commutilnatlon betweeu tbe people 
of the two toutitrieS. 

16. But the alternative was, Parliamentary 
Re/vrm, ot pat, dblwt the Hepublie of AVauce. 
l^at really waS the aiternalive, and tbe only 
c^e. The former bnilht to have been chosen ; 
but the Idtter was resolved on, and that, too, 
in spite of the ncknoiHledged risk of failure; 
hii^, so much did the erhtomey dread the 
otlier alternative, that failure, wheq compared 
with that, lost all its terrors. To war then 
they went; in war they continued fof twenty- 
two years, except the short respite procured by 
the peace of Amiens, Which was, in fact, a 
truce ra^er than « peace. At the end of 
tWenty-two years, Louis XVIII. was restored 
to the throne ot Prance ; but of that event, 
and Its causes and ruus^uences, tbe details 
Will corns into llic history to which this sketch 
is an introduction. 

17. luring tile fight every thing but the

IB. Ai ^ tilhe Whch tail war be^an, 1793, 
W 1 U.IA 11 Pitt, a son of the late EmI of Chat- 
hum, was Ihe Prime Minister. He Bad estab¬ 
lished'SMat be caiW a Sinkino F|jnd, and 
had adopted other measures for reducing tbe 
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amount of tne debt, which had now reached 
the fearful Ammiut of hf/o tiuiidi'id ndltions and 
upwards. A new war was wholly iiicnm|:>atibh 
with Put’s sL-lifHies of rcdi.cUou; and he, o 
course, would he, and he reahy waSf opposed ti 
the tvar t>f 17‘>;i, ihiuiph he carried it on (with 
the exception of the truce behire-fbculioned’ 
until tlie day of h)s death, which took place ii 
180(5. Ami here we behold the direct, open 
avowed, and ail-ruling; power of the aristocra* 
cy ! I'his body had, for luany years, been 
divided into two ’“parties,” as they called 
them, bearing tWo nick names OfToaiBs 
and VVilioa, the etymology of which is of tio 
consequence. The Tories affected rery greav 
attachment to the tArpne and tht church j'the 
Whigs affected perfect !()//«%, indeed, but 
surprlsihg devotion to the rights cf the peopie, 
though it was they who had brought in the 
.Dutch king and his army, and who bad made 
the Riot Acf and the Septemtial Bill j so that, 
if the.v were the friends <»f< Hie people, wb^t 
must their enemies have heen ! 'riiO'-truth 14, 
there was no difference, as far as regarded the 
people, between these two factions; their real 
quamds were solely about the,dmsion of the 
spoil; fer, whenever any conte.st arose between 
the aristocracy and the poopla the two facthins 
had aUrays united in favour of the former; 
and thus it was iu regard to that alhinipp'r^at 
question, 'the war against Repubiidhn Franfce. 

Iff. Pitt, who was the son of aWliig-Pett- 
sioner, and had begun hU i&neer .not duly 
as a Whig, hat as a Parliameniary re¬ 
former, was now. at the head of the Tories; 
and Charles Fok, who had tiot only been 
bred a Tory wnd lu^n his career as a 
Tory, but who had.^nd who held to the 
day of his death, tm sinecure offices, was 
at the head of the Whigs. These were the tWo 
ineu of the whole coiiection who could talk 
loudest, longest, and most fluently, and who 
were, therefore, picked otft by their respective 
parties to lead in carrying those debates,” 
as they are called, which bave beeu on«of the 
great means of amusipe and deludiitg and 
auslavlng tbU nation. '/'Bvery effort was. made 
by the respective partles'to exalt their cfaam> 
pioBs in the public estimation; they were, 
represented as the two most wonderful men 
tliat the world had pver teen; as orati^rt, l^tt 
was compared to Cicero, and to PeoitMf- 
thencs , Pitt, a(i a lawgiver,'stH

of the thirty saw an addi^^ to their burdens' 
and a diminution of HieH^iberties. 

20. In this ttate stood the fhctlonsi, when, 


j in 1703, came the question of tear against the 
Republic of France. ' Pitt, for tiie reasons 
before stated, w'«s decidedly o^sed to v'tir. 
Tlie portion of the aristocmey that supported 
him were for scar y but, they were for their 
leader too, because,if he quitted his post. Fox 
came in with the tribe of Whigs at bis h'eels. 
Besides, a vast majority of (he people, whether 
Pittites or Poxites, were against the war. So 
that -Pitt bad reason to fear that, with a war 
on bis shoulders, he would be unable to retain 
his power. But the Fuxite portion (/f the 
aristocracy, se^|||| the common danger, and 
seeing the groun||rof li’itt’&opponitiou to war, 
went over andJeiiwd the PUtHe party ; leaving 
Fox with a small party about him, to carry on 
that constitutional oppofition ” which was 
necessary to amuse and deceive tne jieopie. 

21. Thus supported by tli*e two bodies of 
the aristocracy uwked, Pitt went into this 
memorable war, which, though attended with 
numerous importaut consequences,. \vas at¬ 
tended whb none equal, in point of ultimate 
effect| to the meifsures by* which paper -ntnncy 
was made a legal tenJ-'r tn 171)7. 'I'he aristo¬ 
cracy, In resorting to thiii expedient, were not 
at all aware, that, though it gave iticm 
'Strength far the time, it must, in the end, be¬ 
reave them of all strength ; that it must take 
fepm them the means of futuire wars,or compel 
them to blow up tliat system of debts and 
funds which liRd been iuvented by them as a 
rock of safety, and without the existence of 
which the whole fabric of their power must go 
to pieces. 

22. in the raeanwliile, however, on they 
went with .the war, and with tbf struggle 
l>etween them Rud the people on tiie score of 
Parliamentary Reform ; the people ascribing 
the war and ati its enormous debts and taxes 
to the want of that reform, and the aristocracy 
ascribing their complaints to seditions and 
treasouahhi deslgos, and passing laws to si- 
ieitoe them, or punish them accordingly. 
Wheuthis year began (17S3) the Septennial 
bill bad iieen in existence seventy-tdne ycu>s, 
and that it bad produced its natural fruits is

29. In a few days after the celebration of 
the marriage t that is tO' say, on the 27tb of 
April, the king officially cominunjeRte^to ^ 
parliament his request, that a settlement 
should he made on the Prtnch, editable to the 
alteration in bis sitnatioti t end he observed, 
at the flame time, that ” beneftt of any

At that time he had had, from the 
time of his coming of age in IFB.*!, an allow- 
.ance from the king, out of the civil list, of 
50,000f. a year; an allowance enormous, 
especially if wc consider the then low price 
of all household expenses. Nevertheless, it 
required hut four years Ui involve the prince 
in debts; a circumstance tliat reflected less 
credit on him than the friends of kingly go- 
vemiiicnt could have wished to see belong to 
so distinguished a branch of the royal faitiilv; 
a circumstance, in fact, which was, in itself, 
no weak argument in favour of the Krench, 
who were couteudiug for a Republican go¬ 
vern men t. 

dl. It was not, therefore, without some 
severe animadversions on ids conduct, that 
the House of (.'ominons entertaiiico a proposi¬ 
tion to pay off the debts of 1787 ; and they did 
not pass the grant, until tlic king had given 
them tile strongest assurances, t lat a similar 
application, foi a similar purpose, would net'cr 
again be made.

The marriage had brought the prince 
iri/W, hut it bad brought him none of those 
other things which hii tnends aud jiartizans, 
at least, said he expected from it; and it 
had brought him worse than uo fortune at 
all; fur it had, iii fact, taken from him, as to 
the mauageiiieiit of bis pecuniary concerns, 
all sort of power, and even of influence. The 
reader will judge for himself, whether these 
immediate consequences of the marriage (so 
ditfereiit from those that had been aiitici.

Precisely how tliey did operate we cannot 
pretend to know; but certain it is that domes* 
tic happiness was iwt long an inmate at 
l.’arlt4>n House.

From the Marriage of the King, in Aprit^ 

17S15, to the commencement of his Reeenai, 

inJtdjfj 1811. 

47. ft was nut in reason nor in nature to 
expect, that a marriage, a marriage uf mere 
state*puiicy, and attended by circiunstaiu-.e«i 
so tnorlifying to the husband at those detailed 
in tlic foregoing chapter, should be happy^ 
especTUlly when that nusband had .at liis nod 
scores of women, equal in point of acconi*. 
plishineiits aud far surpassing iu personal 
charms, the lady with whom it was his lot to 
be united; that such a marriage should be 
happy was not to be expected ; but, it might 
have led to a life free from scandal, free from 
disgrace, free from cruelly to the disliked 
party, aud free from measures throwing 
ciiuniious iuirdens on the people ; )t inigiit 
liave been free from all these; it might nut 
have been made the cause of taking from tliw 
labour uf the people a million of jiounds, or 
thereabouts, in measures Ilf bring disgrace 
and infamy on this unfortunate lady; and it 
might nut have been the cause of keeping 
millions of Catiiolics out of the enjoyment of 
their rights for, at least, twenty-four years, 
and thereby jiroilucing troubles, coininotions, 
and bloodshed wilhuiit end; it might have 
])ccn free from all tliose ouusccuences, and, as 
be sequel will most amply pr^ve, it was pro¬ 
duct we of them alt. 

48. When wc behold such mighty and fatal 
effects, ari.siiig, as we shall sec these did, from 
the iiiortiflcation, the caprice, or the autiiia- 
thy, from the mere selfisli passions, and,, 
limost, from the animal feelings and pro¬ 
pensities, of one single man\ when wc see a 
whole community thus afflicted, and its peace 
and even greatness endangered by such a 
cause, must we not be sen.seless indeed, must 
we not be something approaching to Iwiites, if 
we do not seek for some means of protecting 
mrselves against the liko in /‘uture? This: 
kiifg has, by his parasites (and enough of 
hem he always had) been calieii the “ first 
fentteman in his kingdom.’* Gentleman is 
i very equivocal term ; but if its meaning be 

be Interpreted by the conduct of Georrb 
iV'., ij will hardly be greatly coveted by the 
majority of mankind. He had, in this case, 
.wo duties to fulfil, both of a sacred nature^ 
ine towards bis wife, aud another towards 
hat virtuous, industrious, forgiving, aud too 
generous people, from whose care ainiUtuU he 
had for thirty-three years, derived the meant o£ 

D « 
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living' in ease, splendour, and eT*B eatrava* 
gatice. 

49. With regard to the first of these duties, 
though the law restrained him in the choosing 
of a wife, this restraint was a condition upon 
which he was to enjoy royal magnificence and 
power; and, though it restraim^ him in his 
choice, it did nut compel him to niarr^ any* 
body. A good and dutiful son, even in the 
lowest walks of life, will hesUatc long before 
he marry aguintt the with of iiis father and 
family. So that there is no excuse to be huilt 
on this ground. He was perfectly free to 
refuse the hand of the lady that had been 
chosen fur him; to take that hand was his 
own voluntary act; therefore, he was bound 
by every lie that ouglit to bind a hixband; 
and, though personal affection was wanting, 
were there not the dictates of justice ? Was 
there not his solemn vow ; did he not promise 
before God, that he would love and cherisli 
and keep constant to this lady ? Was there 
not, supposing a want of every-thiiig else, 
common hu7nanxly \a tell him, that it was cruel 
to the last degree even to slight a perso 
situated as the Princess was, in a foreig 
country, cut off from home, parents, an 
friends, surrounded with envious rivals am 
satirists, and placed solely under his protec 
tion and at his mercy ? Amongst the hones 
boasts of Eng laud, is, that it possesses “ inaiily 
hearts to jnir'' As lar as belonge ' 

to the people of England, tlte unfortunate 
Caroline experienced the literal truth of tin 
poetic description ; hut, we shall presently sec 
how it was exemplilied iti tlie conduct ol hint 
who was one day to be their king, and the 
mildness of whose reign and gtnernsily 
whose character have l>een extolled by those 
who were amongst ins intimates and coun¬ 
cillors. 

50. As to his duty towards the nation, it 
bound him, in the fust place, to reli'ain from 
any indulgence, from giving way to any pas 
Sion, from doing any tiling wliieh, operating 
in the way of example, might be injurious to 
public morals. We are all aware of tlit- 
powers ol fashion; vve know that in dress, in 
eating, in drinking, in sports and pastimes of 
all sorts, the high are followed as nearly as 
possible by tlic low. As the srrv.int-maid 
imitates as nearly as possible the dress of jicr 
unstress, and the footman the airs of tiis 
iiiastciTr,o will a people imitate, m a gi cater 
or less degree, the extimple of tlicir rulers. If 
snuff heeame sought after because it was by a 
shrewd tobacconist oatiied “ Prince's miclur^," 
is it to be iK'lifved that ilktreatment of a wife 
at Carlti.n House would not have its pernicious 
influence on evegy man at all prone to disre¬ 
gard tlie m.iniage vow ? Besides, for what 
had th<*S#ation given to this prince such enor¬ 
mous sums of moiK y ? For what hail it a 
second time discharged the long score of his 
squanderings ? For the purpose of seeing him 
le.'id a life of fioiiriety, order, and conjugal 
hilelity; for the purpose of scemg a family of 
children about him ; for the purpose of seeing 


him notonly not a bad example to married men, 
but to set a good example; aud finally to reader 
all dispute about tucce.AsioB to the throne next 
to impossible, and to prevent that which 
Englishmen have always hated, that succea> 
sioii calling in foreigners to reign. These 
were the purposes for which the nation had 
I made such great fiecuiiiary sacrifices ; and he 
by his conduct to his wife defeated them ail; 
and by that conduct, and that conduct alone, 
laul the foundation of all those discontents, 
troubles, commotions, and all that waste of 
money and that spilling of blood, to which 1 
have alluded in the first paragraph of this 
present chapter; and of this fact uu man, 
when he is fully informed of all the circum¬ 
stances, ran possibly doubt. 

51.-The marriage, as we hwe seen, took 
place on the Hth of April, ^7'J.i. On the 7tb 
of January, 1796, t^o days only short of nine 
months, the Princess was delivered ol a 
daugiitiT. who was baptized by t|}(S name of 
I CiiAULorn., and of whose premature death 1 
I shall ill due time and place have to speak. 
During these nine mo,-'hs even, the Princess 
lias since coinpinined, nut only of neglect the 
must mortifying, but of indignities the most 
gross and insuppoi table. She was a wuinaa 
of too high a sfiint to endure this treatment 
iinresetited. Cruelty and cowardice alw.ays go 
together; or the former, at least, is never uii- 
accumjiaiiied by the the latter. Men are cruel, 
in many ca.ses,only Iicrau.<e they are cowardly. 
The courageous robber even sp.ires the lile «>f 
his victim ; the cowardly one kills him, lest 
he should bring him to justice. The Princess 
did not liear her ill-treatment with tameuess ; 
slie made her husband led that she was not to 
be iubulteil with impunity; but this, of course, 
only added to his anlqiathy; vvliicli at the end 
1)1 only one year and five or six days from the 
lay of the marriage, led to a message from 
dm to her proposing a separatum from hed 
and hoard. It was a lord who had the higlc 
honour to deliver lliis message; it was a peer, 
hereditary law-giver, who was charged 
with this noble mission, aud who actually (lad. 
he maiiliiic.ss to deliver the delicate message 
o the wife and mother from his own lips. 

o‘2. 1'he Princess, however, very prudently 
'equested to have her husband’s wishes stated 
n W! iting ; hut slie at once told the bearer of 
he message, that though she must, of course, 
ubinit to the arrangement that the Prince 
night resolve on, she desired it might be 
learly understood that any such arraiige- 
iierit, if once nta’de should he final, and that 
uder no circumstances he should retain the 
ght to alter it.

.53. Jtis unnecessary to remark on the rude¬ 
ness and grossnt'ss of this letter; they are too 
obvious not to fill every one with disgust; but 
taking subsequent events in view, it is curious 
that the writer, even at so early a period, 
shouhi ha\e antkipaied the possibility of some 
acculent happening to the infant daughter! 
HLs pious reliance on the mercy of Providence 
to sjiare the life uf his child, while he was 
casting off the mother to whose breast that 
child was clinging, dues, perhaps, surpass 
iiiiy-thing of the kind ci^r heard of before. 
To this letter the Princess seat an answer, in 
French, on the sixth uf May, in the following 
words :

1 should have returned no answer to your 
letter, if it bad not been conceived iu terms to 
make it doubful, whether this arraiigriueut 
proceeds from you or from me, and you are 
aware that tiie credit of it belongs to you alone, 
Tiie letter whicli you announce to me as the 
last, obliges me to coitmiunicate to the King, 
as to my iSovereign and my Father, both your 
avowal and iny answer. Von will find enclosed 
the copy of my letter to the King. 1 apprise 
you uf it, that 1 may not incu<‘ the slighest 
reproach of duplicity from you. As I have at 
this moment uo protector but His Majesty, f 
refer myself solely to liim upon this subject, 
and if my conduct meets his approbation, 1 
shall be in some degree at least consoled. 1 
retain every sentiment of gratitude for the 
situation in which I find myself, as Princess 
of Wales, enabled by your means, to indulge 
ill the free expreise uf a virtue dear to my 
heart, 1 mean charity. 

It will be my duty likewise to act upon 
another motive, that uf giving an exaiitfde of 
patience and resignation under every trial.

54. Ill these documents we have the real foiin- 
dalioQ of not only all (be inquietudes, the 
scandal, the shame, the mortification, and the 
just reproach, which this king had to endure 
for the rest of his life, and the la 
holiday, iu aud about L-mduii, on the^.i 
of his funeraii not only of these, f<ii 
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would, comparatively, he an iiuif^nificant mat* 
ter; but the i'ounJatiuii also*! tnisclnevuns 
appoiiitnieiits and measures innumerable ; the 
foundation, and the sole fouadatiOii, of the 
Ionfi;-continued and disastrous power of Per¬ 
ceval, Eldon, Liverpool, Sidmuutb, Castle- 
rea^h,aiid Caiiniii;;: the cause,, in short, of 
the'wasieof hundreds of millions of money, 
the cause of national dlsglrace in war, the 
cause (it laws, the stain of which will never be 
effaced, and, finally, the real root of that taass 
of sufferiii^ on the part of the people of this 
onrehai|ipy nation, which siitferiog, arrived at 
the utmost veageof eudurainx*, now threatens 
tlie very existence of the state, now causes to 
totter to its base that famous fabric of govern¬ 
ment, whicit, fur so many ages, was the pride 
of Englishmen, and the admiration of tlte 
■world. 

55. This is ascribing great effects to an ap¬ 
parently inadc(|uate cause; but the sequel will 
prove the truth of what is here asserted. The 
** Wrath of Achilles,*' suug by Homer and 
Pope, was not Greece, a mure “ direful spring 
of woes” than the conduct ol tfiis royal husband 
■was to-England. And what was his apology 
for that conduct Our inchnatxom are not 

in our power, nor should either of us be 
“ answerable to the otlier, because naiwre has 
** not iii.tde as suitable to ench other." Shame¬ 
ful words! Was this the language of the 
‘‘ first gentleman iii England i” And was it 
for this that this generous nation had loaded 
him with luxuries out of the fruit of its cares 
and toils ' Was it for this that his enormous 
debts had been twice discharged; fitat 27,000i. 
had been given to defray the expenses of liis 
marriage,. 28,OUO{ fur additi^al jewels and 
plate, and2(1,000/. to beautify cim niatriinoiiial 
mansion; and was it fur tills that, alter all 
his sqiianderiuga, the nation still gave him 
l.'t8,000/. a year, and settled on ins wife a 
jointure of 50,000/. a year J Was this the re¬ 
turn that he made fur indulgence, kiiiducss, 
and generosity, which,all the circuinstauces 
considered, never was surpassed by-thc con¬ 
duct of any nation in the world The Pro- 
uiGAL Son, as describedin that most beauti¬ 
ful of all beautiful writings, the oarable in the 
Gospel of Sh Luke, arose uod said, 1 will go 
*'ti>my father, and say unto him, Father, I 

have sinned against heaven and before thee, 

and am no more worthy to be called thy son." 
But the father, like {he English nation, “ while 
“ he was yet a great way off, saw him, and ran, 

and fell on his neck, and said unto bis ser- 
“ vauts. Bring iorth the best robe and put it 
*‘oa him; and put a ring on his .hand; and 

bring hither the fatted calf, and let us eat 
“and be merry." How like the coadurtof 
this kipd audgood father to that of the Englis.i 
natiiAifowards this prodigal Prince of Wales! 
If the parable had gone on to record that the 
prodigal afterwards oecame, though with ex¬ 
perience to warn him, a greater, prodigal than 
liefure, would it not also have recorded the 
punishment due to ngodigaiity so incomgibie i 

56. It is impossible to put upon this letter of 


the prince any other construction, than that 
it raeaned to tell the princess, that he should 
no longer be bound by his tnamage-vow, and 
that he abscised her framf hers-^ iu short, that 
he meaned to live with what women he pleased, 
aud that she migiit live with what men she 
pleaseil! Besides the scandal; besides the 
shame brought upen the nation; for, it must 
bear the shame of being uuder rulers thus 
acting besides tliese* bere was laid the pretty 
certain foundation qf a disputed mccession', 
and even if this were never to take place (aud 
we very narrowly escaped it) what Englishman 
must not have blushed at the thought of the 
prospect olT being governed by a king who 
had given to his wife and the mother of his 
child (who, would naturally succeed him on 
the throne) h license like that expressed in this 
letter? But, about the character or feelings 
of the nation, beseems, in this case at any 
rate, to have cared nothing. His own mere 
animiU pleasures appear to have been his only 
care. Yet, be was now thirty-four years of 
age, and within u''e year of that age which 
the sober, cautious an i wise Americans have 
deemed, by their laws, an age sufiicieiit for 
the 111.111 who is to be the CriiKi' MACiisTiiArii 
ot their great Republic. 

57. For the partie.s to live under the same 
roof after this scandalous insiiU on the wife, 
was impossiiile. The Princess soon after¬ 
wards went to reside in a house at Bi.ack- 
HKAiH,iii the parish of Greenwich, aud on 
the side of the very beautiful park there, 
which is at a distance of about five miles 
from St. James’.s Palace in Wcstiniiister. At 
this place, which has become memorable from 
the subsequent transactions connected with 
it, she resided in a sort of “ humble retire¬ 
ment,” as she afterwards described it, “ ba- 

nished, as it were, from her husband, and 

almost estranged from the whole of the 

royal family, having no means of having 
“ recourse, either for society or advice." Be¬ 
sides which, she could write and speak Eng¬ 
lish but very itnperfeptly ; and as, from the 
very first, from the day of her arrival in this 
suuntry, the (^ubrn add the Pri.n'ci-sses 
showed her liitle or no counteiiaiice; the 
nehilUy, notwithstanding the character and 
conduct that that word ought to imply, stu¬ 
diously shuiiiied«her the moment she was 
cast off by her husband. The people, always 
just when nut deceived, felt for her as they 
ought, and upon ail occasions that offered 
expressed their indignation at the treatment 
she had received. Cruel husband was not 
and never will be a title to respect in England. 
In no country is it, indeed, respected ; but in 
England it is detested and abhorred. It was 
soon discovered that this umirotected foreign 
lady was nut visited by the Quern ; that she 
came into her presence only on state^occasious; 
and that, in short, she had, of the whole fa¬ 
mily, ne friend but the old king, who frequently 
went atone to visit her. 

58. This conduct iu the fotnale part of the 
royal family greatly offeadeti the nation, add 
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justly ofPeudf^ it. “What! the people es- 
ciainietl, do they see their dAttgiiter and sister* 
in-law, and she their niece and cousin too, 
driven* her husband’s roof with a baby 
three months old in her arms, of which liaby 
they ai-e the grandmother and the aunts ; do 
they see this, and feel no compassion for the 
sufferer, tlwueh a strauger in the land, and 
thou!>h they Icuow that she has tlius been 
imni&hed and <legraded for no fault, and in 
violation of tiie ntpst solemsi vows ; do they 
sec this, and by keeping aloof from, not only 
give her no supporter uonsoiatiuu, Uit tacitly 
tell the \Vorld that there is mmejuit cause for 
her banishment! This conduct gave great 
offence to the Kuglish ttatioii, who, with the 
cxcc|itiou of the aristocracy, <*id itself ever¬ 
lasting honmiV h^ its conduct towards the 
persecuted lady; showed a love of “ fair play,” 
of that iironciiess to take part with the weak 
against the strong which has ever been 
amongst ’its best characteristics. And tlie 
royal family have not failed to experience tbi 
natural effects of this feeling in the nation 
whose regard for that family has never beet 
what it was before the period now under con 
sidi-ration. 

5y. Ibit, alas! the sufferings of the tinfor 
tunnte Pruicess were not to end here; hen 
they but made a mere beginning; her ba 
iiishinent was the smallest part of what shi 
was desiined to endure. If, indeed, slie hai 
been permitteil to enjoy that “ tranquil am 
comfurlttble society,” which the Prince, in 
giving her her discliarge, said was “ within 
their ]iower,” she might, though injured 
and insulted, have le<l a life free from 
anxiety, parricularly as she might with justice 
liave discarded from her mind all regard for, 
and care about, him. But, to suffer her to lead 
this sort of life ajjpears to have been very fa^ 
from hi-, thoughts; for, as it was afterwards 
anijdy proved, she was no sooner in her state 
of banishment, than means were set to work 
to obtain against her such evidence as would, 
if established, justify the husband in demaml 
iug a divorce. 

(iO. No steps were, however, openly taken, 
until the year 1801!; though the. pretended 
f^ottndx of those steps had, some of them, ex¬ 
isted five yfars before. 'I'hese steps were: 

1. A coMMUNicAriov to thc King, by the 
Prince of Wales, of certain information thai 
he had receined relative to the I'tinduct of his 
wife ; 2. A warrant of the King, authorising 
and coininatiding the Lord Chancellor, the 
Secretary of Slate for the Home Department, 
the First Lord of the Treasury, and the Lord 
Chief Justice of the Court of King’s Bench, 
in inquire into ihe truth of the (^legations, and 
to report the result to the king-. When we 
have these documcnls recorded, we shall have 
before (IS the true source of more cabal, in¬ 
trigue, and mischief, than ougVit to exist iti 
any nation in ten centuries. 'I’he steps were 
the natiiral offspring of the cruel andiosulting 
letter from the Prince to fcis wife, on the JOth 
of April, 1796. Aa we slrall by-^ud-by sec, 


the plot was hRtcbing d tiring the svhole of the 
ten ycal's-, aoif the re amiO’ why it was at¬ 
tempted to be jiut.lu executiou nou), and not 
before, will be stated by««iid-by, and will be 
found to be a matter'pf . great inipurtance, 
connected as those rea sons were with political 
measures deeply aifect iug the iatcireats of the 
country.

THE REPORT. 

Iffuy it pleaaS^ur Majesty, 

Your majesty having been graciously 
pleased, by an instrument under your ma¬ 
jesty's royal sign manual, a copy of which is 
annexed to this report, to “ authorise, em- 
*' power, and direct us to inquire into the 
“ truth of certain written declarations, touch- 
“ ing the conduct of her royal highness the 
“ Princess of Wales, an abstract of which 
“ had been laid before your'majesty, and to 
'* examine upon oath such persona as we 
should see fit, touching and concerning the 
‘ same, and to report to your majesty the 
“ result of such examinationwe have, in 
dutiful obedience to your Majesty's cora- 
mamis, .proceeded to ex|imine the^sdVeral 
witnesses, the copies of whose depositions we 
have hereunto annexed; and, in further exe¬ 
cution of the said commands we now most 
espectfully submit to your majesty the report 
>f these examinations as it has appeared to 
us ; but we beg leave at the same time 
liumbly to refer your majesty, for more com¬ 
plete iuiformation, to tbe examinations them- * 
selves, in order to correct any error of judg¬ 
ment into which we may have unintentionally 
falieu with respect to any jiart of this busi- 
less. On a relerence U) the alHive-meutioned 
cclarations, a.s the necessary foundation <if 
.11 our proceedings, wc found that they cou- 
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sisted in certain statements, which had been 
laid before his royal highness the Prince of 
'Wales, respecting the conduct of her royal 
highness the Princess. That these sutemeuts 
not only imputed to her royal highness great 
impropriety and indecency of behaviour, but 
expressly asserted, pvt)y on the ground of 
certain alleged declarations from the priu 
cess's own mouth, and partly on the persons 
observation of the informants, the followiii, 
most important -facts ; viz.; That her roya 
liighness had been pregnant in the year 1802 
in consequence of an illicit intercourse, aui' 
that she bad in the same year been secretl; 
delivered of a male child, which child ha( 
ever since that period been brought up by bei 
royal highness, in her own house, and undei 
her immediate inspection. 

These allegations thus made, had, as we 
found, been followed by declarations from 
other persons, who had not indeed spoken to 
the important facts of the pregnancy or de 
livery of her royal highness, but had relutec 
other particulars, in themselves extremely 
suspirious, and still more so when connected 
with the assertions already mentioned. 

Ill the painful situation in which his roya! 
highness was placed by these communications 
we learnt that his royal highness had adopted 
the only course which could, in our judg¬ 
ment, with propriety be followed. When in¬ 
formations sucli as these had been thus con¬ 
fidently alleged, and particularly detailed, and 
had been in some degree supported by colla¬ 
teral evidence, applying to other points of the 
same nature (though gohig to a far less ex 
tent), one line only could be purtued. 

Every Sentiment of duty toj||ur majesty, 
and of concern for the public wenarc, required 
tliat these particulars should not be withheld 
from your majesty, to whom inure particu¬ 
larly belonged the cognizance of a matter of 
state so nearly touching the honour of your 
majesty’s royal family, and, by possibility, 
affectiug the succession of your iniijesty’s 
crown. 

Your majesty had been pleased, on your 
part, to view the subject in the same light. 
Considering it as a matter which, on every 
account, demanded the most immediate inve's- 
tigatiou, your majesty had thought fit to com¬ 
mit into our bands the duty of asccrtaiuiiig, 
ill the first place, what degree of credit was 
due to the iufonnaticvis, and thereby enabling 
your majesty to decide what further conduct 
to adopt concerning them. 

On this review, therefore, of the matters 
thus alleged, and of the course hitherto pur¬ 
sued upon them, we deemed it proper, in the | 
first place, to examine those persons m whose i 
declarations the occasion for this inejuiry hai* 
cilViginBfSd. Because if they, on being •exa¬ 
mined upon oath, had retracted or varied 
their assertions,- all necessity fur further in¬ 
vestigation might possibly have been pre¬ 
cluded. 

We accordingly first examined on oath the 
pri&cipal informants, Sir John Douglas, and 


Charlotte his wife; who bbth positively swore, 
the former to bis having observed the fact of 
the pregnancy of her royal highness, and the 
latter to all the important particulars con¬ 
tained in her former declarations, and above 
referred to. Their examinations are annexed 
to this report and are circumstantial and 
positive. ^ 

The most material of those allegations, into 
the truth of which we had been directed to 
inquire, being thus far tuppurted by the oaths 
of the parlies from whom they had proceeded, 
we theu felt it our duty to follow up the inquiry 
by the exainiuatiou of such other persons as 
we judged liest able to afford us information 
as to the facts in question. 

We thought it beyond all dpubt that, iii 
this course of inquiry, man;; particulars'must 
be learnt which would be necessarily conclu¬ 
sive on the truth or falsehood of these decla¬ 
rations. So many persons must have been 
witnesocs to the appearances of art actually- 
existing pregnancy; so many circumstances 
must have been ;'Ueudant upon a delivery; 
and difficulties so numerous and iiisurmount- 
ablo must have been involved in any attempt 
to account for the infant in question, as the 
child of, another woman, if it had been in 
fact the child of the princess ; that we enter¬ 
tained a full and confident expectation of 
arriving at complete proof, either in the 
affirmative or negative, ou this part of the 
subject. 

This expectation was not disapfioiiitei]. 
We are happy to declare to your majesty our 
perfect conviction that there is no foundation 
whatever fur believing that the child now 
with the princess is the child of her royal 
highness, or that she was delivered of any child 
u the year 1802; nor has aiiy-thing ajipeared 
.0 us which ivould warrant the belief that she 
ivas pregnant in that year, or at any other 
leriod withiu the compass of onr inquiries.

Parsons, 

Hampshire Parsons! My old ac¬ 
quaintances, h<uo do you, /cel now? 
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When, in March, ISIT* you met at 
Winchester to congratulate the' Prince 
Regent on his “ narrow escape” in the 
Park, and to thank the Parliament for 
passing iAe Power-of’^imprisonment 
Bill, 1 told you, in answer to Lockhakt, 
that, before ten years were at an end^ 
you must begin to look about you, if 
you mcaned to keep the tithes. I was 
wrong, but only in point of time; I was 
only two years in advance of the fact. 
But this, the most important of the 
subjects on which 1 am aliout to address 
you, I must A'cserve for the close of my 
letter. But, ujien the tvholc, before 1 
go any, further, how do you feel, par¬ 
sons ? And (lid you, when you were hunt¬ 
ing me ’about, from the year 1805 to 
the year 1817, inclusive, anticipate this 
state of thinys.l I often enough told 
you that it would come j but did you 
auticipata it ? And now let me pro¬ 
ceed in the order above laid down. 

1. On the blame imputed to me as to 
the cause of 0,e popular commotions.-^ 
It is very true, parsons, that I have, 
long and long ag«), foretold what has 
now happened. I Ikivc been, for about 
six-and-twenty years, predicting that, 
if such a change were not made as 
would better ll»e lot of the labourers, a 
terrible convulsion would take place. I 
have always said, that Englishmen 
would not, like Irishmen, lie down by 
hundreds and die (juietly from starva¬ 
tion. It is very true that 1 have, for 
about ten years, invelglied as bitterly 
against making Englishmen draw carts 
like cattle,.full as bitterly as the Duke 
of Richmond did last winter, that being 
the \ery first time that the mutter was 
ever even alluded to in Parliament, 
though the Parliament had plenty of 
proofs of the disgraceful fact given 
in evidence before their Committees. 
It is very true, that I have, for ir.ariy 
years, been complaining that the la¬ 
bourers carried potatoes (accursed hog- 
food) .to field, instead of the bread 
and meat and cheese that they used to 
carry thither; but, then, the Parlia¬ 
ment f had the same thing in evidence 
before their Committees so long ago as 
the year 1821. It is very true, that 1 
have lung been saying, that the honest 


working man was worse fed and worse 
clad than the felons in ' the hulks and 
jails; but, then, the same thing had 
been told the Parliamentary Commit¬ 
tees by witnesses that they themselves 
had chosen. Nothing can be tnier 
than that I have, over and over a^ain, 
asserted that the labourers were put up 
to auction, and their labour sold for 
certain terms, just as it done with 
regard to the negroes in Jamaica; but, 
then, the same thing is stated in evi¬ 
dence taken down by the Parliamentary 
Committee'S, and prmted nt the people’s 
expense, while I print at my otvu ex¬ 
pense. What blame then attaches to me 
in this case ? I confess, “ 1 am free to 
confess," as the sensible collective has 
it, that I have .said, that the misery was 
the cause of the crime, and that the law 
had no terrors, because the working 
■people were better off in jail than at 
their owh homes; but then Sir E‘. E. 
somebody, Chairman of the Quarter 
Sessions of Warwickshire, and all his 
brotlier magistrates, have, in formal 
resolutions, said the same thiny. Why 
not fly at them? Why not liy at the 
Parliament, who published all the evi¬ 
dence mentioned above ? 

Aye, buf 4^ot only related the suffer¬ 
ings, and described the degradation of 
the labourers^ but 1 foretold that they 
would not endure it for e\er,r and that 
they would finally break forth and at¬ 
tack the rich. It is very true, that my 
words might amount to this; but then 
Eaul Stanhope said the same thing, in 
his place in Parliament, last year, only 
he said it without any reserve. He .s^id, 
that there was an open breach between 
the poor and the rich, and titat they 
would soon come to blows, if somg effec¬ 
tual means of prevention were pot 
adopted! Fly at him then, jiarsons; 
deal with him first, and then come at 
me. Ah ! but Earl Stanhope did not 
write the > History of the Protestant 
Reformation ! He did not tell ult the 
nation what was the origin, the inten¬ 
tion, and the former application of 
tithes and of Cathedral and Bishop’s 
and College revenues! And, therefore, 
he may take a horse when 1 do not dare 
look over the hedge. 
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But, in defence of his Lordship as 
well as of myself, let me ask What offence 
there can be in forcUlliwj on evil, eve: 
if it be positive instead of being cow 
ditional, which latter has always bee 
the case with me. Suppose I see^ in 
field which is eaten down as bare as 
board, a lot of oxen, which are shut up 
in it every night after they have don' 
work j suppose I see a fine fieUl o 
clover over the hedge; suppose 
§0 to the greedy and grinding bull 
Irog, who is the owner of the fields am 
who has the oxen on hire; suppose 
say to him, “Mr. Guin'dum, you’< 

“ better taka the oxen out of that bare 
“ field, or cut up and carry to then. 
“ some clover, or else they will be 
“ through the hedge, as sure as you ar 
“ born”; suppose the poor creatures 
raving with hunger, to gel through th 
fence that night, and to eat, or trninpl 
down, his fine field of clover ; and sup¬ 
pose him tlien to swear and curse anil 
stamp like mail, ami to accuse me o 
being the cans* of the violence and mis 
chief committed by the oxen. Siipposi 
such a result, would you not allow tha 
Squirr GaiNDuar ought to have the 
soul beaten out of his jjjpdy with 
broomstick or a hedge-stilie ? Wouli 
you not be “ free to confess,” that, at 
the very least, he ought to have the 
two horns of one of the oxen in his 
too-well-HUed paunch ? And yet, this 
is precisely the case of these rich 
ruffiansj, who have been endeavouring 
to fix the cause of the disturbances on 
me. 

if to foresee and foretell evil^ either 
to individuals, to bodies of persons, to 
rulers, to governments, or to whole na¬ 
tions, be crimmal, what will you, the 
parsons, say to t^ie conduct of tim pro¬ 
phet and apostles, and jeven to Jesus 
Christ himsrlf? If this were a crime, 
they were the greatest criminals that 
ever lived. You will hardly, or at. least 
onq^ould think so, say that Ezbkikl 
ougnr to be blamed for the scattering of 
the infamous Jews; that he ought to 
have been regaixlcd as the cause of it, 
One would imagine that you' would 
hardly do this; and yet he was the 
cause of that event as much as I have 


been the cause of the FIRES of 1S30 
and 1831.

Oh, no 
they must have something better than 
potatoes and water, while they are 
watching. According to the above ac¬ 
count from the Bloody Old Times 
newspaper, there is scarcely a village, 
or even a hamlet, in all Hampshire, 
which has not liad some one man or 
more taken away from it by these awful 
proceedings. In short, there can 
scarcely be a family in the county uii- 
aflfected personally, either by relation¬ 
ship or close friendship, by the fate of 
the sufferers.

In short, to 
pay for effectual watching would 
amount to more than the rent of the 
farm. And when is this expense to 
end ? The property is always exposed, 
summer as well as winter j and the 
deed is so easily and so safely executed, 
that safety to tlie property must depend, 
ts it always did depend, upon the indis¬ 
position of the working peopb- to destroy 
and but in very rare instances, on the 
ianyer of detection and the dread of 
ounishinent. Fur it is not in this case, 
as in that of murder, burglary, treason, 
&c. There are no traces of blood, no 
noise, no personal rencontre, no a^o- 
iates, nothing to carry away, nothing 
bo be found on the offender. So that: 
here is no protection for farm-property 
igainst fire, except iittbe moral feeling 
f those at whose mercy,' whpse ab- 
iolute mercy, it is always placed by 
ecessily, The true way and the only 
vay, therefore, of preventing the de- 
truction of such propjerty, by such 
neans, 4$ to take aw.ay the motive from 
his the most numerous class of the 
eople, who actually live in the midst 
f the property, and vvho are as well 
equainted with every barn and every 
tack as thevare with the different parts 
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of their own bodies, and who have al-’ 
ivays the power to destroy it, if they 
have the v:ilL A writer in the Morning 
Hhronide observes, that “ every friend 
“ of humanity, must regard the inccn- 
“ diary with abhorrence ; that he is 
** wore cowardig than the Italian aa- 
sassin, for he perpetrates his crime in 
fancied security, and merely to f/»a- 
“ tify a fend-Uhe malignity.*’ ft is 
hard to discover how it can be “ more 
cowardly *' to set fire to a fanner’s 
stack in the' dark, lluiii to shoot a farmer 
or cotton-spinner from behind a hedge ; 
and 1 cannot sec how assassinations in 
Italy differ from the like horrid acts in 
liinglanti. But, as to ilie korrid nature 
of the crime of tlie incendiary, if he 
commit the deed “ merely to gratify a 
Jiend-like mnlujnihj," and not to effect 
any good end, real or believed in ; if | 
from this hellish motive lie do the deed, 
death is his due, notwithstanding all the 
prating of the “ softeners of the criminal 
code.” But then the motive may not he 
“ merely to gratify a 'liend-like malig¬ 
nity.” When, liie Governor of Moscow 
set tire to and burnt down that immense 
city, burning siek, lame, bed-ridden, 
and women in child-birth, liy thousands 
upon thousands, hn conduct teas ftp- 
jtlauded to the. skies by every newspaper 
in England. What for ? Not because 
he had i)urnt so many human beings, 
and reduced so many tinnilics to misery, 
but bec.'iuse he had, .by that same tieed, 
caused the foundation of the overthrow 
of Napoleon, which was deemed, by 
our Broad Sheet, a good suilicicntly 
great to sanctify the horrible means 
employed to effect it. And has not 
this same Morning Chronicle told us, 
over nnfil over ng,iin, tliat the labourers 
owe the. tise iu tkeh^kcages to the fires? 
This is not justifying arson; it is 
merely stating a fact. And have W'e 
not here pointed out the sure means of 
putting an end to tiiese disgraceful and 
hoMljblc scenes ? What the .sensible 
people of the great town of Birmingham 
think of this matter, the following pe¬ 
tition speaks: it speaks, too, the voice 
of every good tvnd just man in the 
kingdom > it reflects the highest honour 
on the town whence it cj^me, and 


particularly on the two gentlemett 
whose names are attached to it.

ruder the pressure of these laws, and of 
others ec|iially unwise anti disastrous, the un¬ 
happy snlijecls of your Majesty have for years 
scarcely been able to endure tlieir iinexumplcd 
sullerings. (1,'eat mimbers ol tbcin have been 
tossed froni dillicnity to dilTKiiits. and trotn a 
state of jiiccarious ainl ill-rewarded employ- 
nieiit to a state of utter *leslitulion. They 
have struggled on for year after year under 
the influeiieeof hope, constantly disa|)poiiited, 
and constantly diiniiiishing, niitil at last the 
retterateil deolar.iltons of your M.'ijesty's late 
Ministeis—first, that no distress cxisietl, and 
tlien that no relief could be aflbrded—have 
positively driven them to despair.

Th; facts are thcje; the Bi¬ 
shop, in coming from Winchester to 
Shis palace at Earuhu'u, was mat a- 
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bout a mile before he got to the latter 
place, by a band of sturdy beggars, 
whom some call robbers. They stop¬ 
ped Jiis carriage, and asked for some 
money, which he gave them. But he 
did not prosecute them *, he had not a 
man of them called to account for his 
conduct j but, the next day, set twenty- 
four tabourere to constant work ; opened 
his castle to the*distressed of all ages, 
and supplied all with food and other 
necessaries who stood in need of them. 
This was becoming a Cliristiiin tcaclicr. 
This is rather different from sellmy 
smdll-be.cr out of that same palace-, ns 
is, in the history of the Protestant Rc- 
fonnatlou, truly recorded of Bishop 
N.obth, which anecdote has made the 
monks and friars laugh all over 
Christendom. But besides this really 
Bishop-like conduct at h'arnham, tlie 
Bishop has done auotlier act, even more 
laudable than his cliaritable deeds at 
Tarnhnm. It has been stated, in all 
the London newspapers, that he lias 
ordered pieces of land, in Wai.tiiam 
Chase, to be allotted to- the labouring 
people round about. The c.ase is this ; 
this Chase, or Forest, lies partly in tlic 
parish and manor of Bishop's Waltham 
and partly in the parish urfd manor of 
Broxford, both in Ilampstiirc. The 
Bishop is the lord of the two manors, 
as he is of thirty or forty more, } believe. 
But he is only lord of the soil; the 
herbaye belonging to the copyhold ten¬ 
ants, of whom there are many in each 
of these manors. So that he cannot 
make the grants of his ovvn accord wifli- 
cui ike conseUt of all the tenants, 
which, however, they will, seeing bis 
example, and considering how full 
their riarns are and how big tlieir ricks, 
hardly refuse, just at ikistme. 

But, parsoias, what will the Bloody 
Old Times, who praises the Bishop for 
his benevolence in this instance j what 
will this base and Bloody Old sheet ..ay, 
wlNn it is informed that I AM 'I'HE 
REAL AUTHOR OF THIS BENE¬ 
VOLENT INTENTION ! In 1816.1 
think it was, when the labouring people 
of our neighbourhood were suffering 
very much froth want of employment, 


I proposed to the parish of Bishop’s 
Waltham, that we shonld petition the 
Bishop, who was lord of the manor, to 
grant an acre of waste land to any 
married labourer who would enclose 
and cultivate and live on If. 1 called a 
vestry of the parish, and to the farmers 
and land-owners made this proposition. 
We’ put the matter to the vote, and 
every man voted against me, with the 
.single exception of Mr. Jennings, the 
.schoolmaster! The three orators ngainst 
me were, Bonn, of Stakes i Ciiidolk, 
then with three farms in hit. hands; and 
bi'EEi., of Ashton. Budd said, that to 
give the labourers a bit of land wotild 
make them “ Cbiddle*shid, that 

it would only make tliem “ breed more 
children and sitkei.. said, that it would 
make them demand “ higher wages.” 
What is the present state of Budd I do 
not know j Chiddle has now not so much 
land, I hear, as one of the labourers 
would have haii; and, as to Steel, he, 
who used .so to swagger, has since 
blown his brains out with a pistol! 
When I heard of the awful end of this 
man, and of the great clinnge in tlie 
atl’airs of Chiddle, 1 could not help 
calling to mind their conduct on the 
above occasion, and to call to mind also 
the denunciations of God ngain.st tiie, 
oppressors of the poor: “ Hear this,” said 
1, when I heard of the death of Steel. 
“^Hear this, t> ye thlft; swalloAV up the 
“ needy, c'cn to make the poor of the 
land to fail! I will turn your feasting 
“ into mourning, saith the Lord God 
“ and your songs into lamentations.” 

The ve.stry-book of the parish of 
Bishop’s Waltham contains a record of 
this luy earnest endeavour to protect 
and cherisli the labourers. This has, 
indeed, been upwardest in my mind all 
niy life long, or at least ever since 1 was 
able duly to estimate their toils and 
their hardships; and if I had had power, 
instead of being persecuted, England 
would never have bciield the scenes 
which now disgrace her. But, besides 
the efforts of minerin 1816, the Bishop 
owes to me, in patt, that he has this 
Chase; for it is very likely, that if it 
had not been for me it wuuUl have been 
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enelosad by Act of Parliament, in 18*27, 
in the time of Pbettyman, who had 
given his consent; and the Bill had even 
passed the House of Commms, in spite 
of the laudable and able endeavours of 
Mr. RichardHouskman and Mr. Over- j 
iNOTON; l)i3t it was tiling out by the 
Committee of the Lords, and, I believe, 
in consequence of a memorial written 
by me, handed to Mr. IIot.mks, and 
given by him to Lord Shaftj5.suORV. 1 
* describe this beautiful (Ihase, witli its 
scores of cottages, and its cows and 
pigs, in iny Wo*)OLANDS, an extract of 
wliich I sent to Lord t>h!iftc.sbury, along 
with my memorial. If that enclosure 
had tak'en place, not only would the 
present Bishop have had no Chase to 
give to the labourers, but a thousand 
of these (children and all •together) 
would have been deprived of all the out¬ 
let which now euablCsS them to live so 
much better than they otherwise would. 
So that, par.'ons, while we do justice to 
the Bishop, let a little be done to rne. The 
Bisho[) goe.s the right way to work to 
put out ike fires : his is a more ctl'cclNial 
way than that adopted by the AIlni‘^ters. 
He will, liowever, liiidsome [jretty hard 
jiints in tlie copyhold teniint.s. The way 
to soften them is to have their names 
printed in a hand-bill, with the word 
dissent or assent against each. Only 
just print thesej and let them see them, 
and their hearts will soften. 

And now, parsons, lot me ask you. 
this question : Whether these acts of 
the Bishop be not a r/reat good? And 
then this question: Whether they 
would have taken place if it had not 
been for the fires ? I Inve no desire to 
detract, in the smallest degree, from the 
Bishop’.s merit; his conduct proves 
him to be a truly benevolent man ; but, 
as Hiese acts did not take place before 
the fires, I must pre.'^ume, that, while 
he as well as most of us, nui&t have 
condemned those acts in themselves, 
they roused his attention to the cause of 
acts so outrageous, so alarming, and so 
new to the country; and that, thus 
roused, he was stiniQlftted to those really 
good works. It is this unavoidable 
conclusion that makes meti' look at 


those acts with less horror than tliey 
have fjeen accustomed to lojok at acts of 
arson ; anil, while a wise government 
would not tail lo see this, it would 
hasten to take away the possibility of 
good being a.seribecl to t!eed.s which, in 
themselves, are so decidedly wicked’; 
and it the (ioverrnneut follow the advice 
1 shall tender to tiiem in the next Num¬ 
ber of the T\V(,.lVmiy Trash, they wi/i 
fake away fhiHpimibihly^anAytWX leave 
the iiicetuliary to .siilfer under the exe¬ 
cration, instead of tlie deep compassion,

r>. On Tiib: FATE OF THE Tituks.— 
Parsons, for maHy year.s you have ac¬ 
cused me of disaffection, disloyalty,' 
infidelity, and all sort.s of crimc.s, for 
no other cause tlian that I jiroftosed to 
take away the tithes from the clcrgy. 
Look, now, at another part of this 
Kegister, under the head of 'riTIIES; 
and you will liiid, that, from Penza.nck 
to Dovor, from Pevensey Level to the 
'I'wced, from the West of Wales to the 
East of Norfolk, the same .sentiment 
prevails. “ A slroi^ feeling," says the 
fi'ali/ionhh Packet, “of resi'.tanre, to the 
tithe-system has displayed itself in the 
western part of this county. Borne 
(lays ago, a solicitor of St. Ives was so 
I ravyhly treated liy the pet ple of Mouse- 
hole, from whom he was collertmy the 
tithes for fish, that he was ylad to es~ 
cape without loss of life or hnih. Both 
iit Newly 11 and Mouseliole, boards arc 
fixed against the corners of the streets, 
with “ No Tithes paid here,'’ painted 
on them ; and the St. Just men, it is 
said, have offered to march in a formi¬ 
dable boty to their aid, if necessary ."— 
Now, tlfese men are not rabble ? tiie.se 
men are not yac«Ai«»;"these are people 
of property and of weight in the 'com¬ 
munity. They do not, I dare say. 
read my writings. Yet, they are all of 
a mind. They all seem to think that 
tithes ought not to be. Why blame me, 
tlieii i have only gone a little before 
other people. 

It is very strange, but it is true, that 
you are beaten without an attempt to 
defend yourselves. You 4*em‘s«Wy. 
But that will avail you nothing. You 
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might ask, why tithes, which have ex¬ 
isted a thousand years, shauld he found 
so op])i-cssive now, for the firnt time. ? 
You liuve plenty of arguments 5 but 
tlu'y are <ill answered iti a moment, and 
in this one remark j that the Cimreii 
Proj)erty is jmbhc property, and that 
is loauted to he applied to the dimi¬ 
nution of the tu£>‘.s. Tills is the an¬ 
swer to every-thing that you can say. 
As long as the taxes were bearalilo, your 
affair was left uiiineilillcil with j but, 
as I have said for years, s'^methi'nj must 
give loay ml lust ; and the nation, with 
voice untinirnous, liavc pitclied upon the 
Church as the JONj^VH. Your .ship¬ 
mates, the fundholdeis, the pen.siohers, 
the patentee.s, the dead-wi'jht, and the 
staff, ail agree that you are wanted the 
least. The fundhoUlers are your mo.st 
formidable foes ; but they are sure to 
stand longer than you. Sir Jamks Gra- 
HAM, the |)re.-sent First Lord of tlie .\d- 
miralty, wrote ;i pimphlol, three years 
ago, pro|n>sitig to take lit) per cent, from 
thefandkoldeiH-j and s iying not a word 
about taking any tiling fiom yon! 1 
let loo^e upon iiim* instantly, and was 
joined by the wliole eoiintry. * 0 !i, no 1 
pay the debt honestly j pay it in full 
tale; pay it in gold ; let the gold be 
of full weight aud (iiieness. lint this 
cannot be done aud yon keep the tithes 
at the same time, and the tuh iiirers yet 
paid sttffeient wityes to keep them quiet. 
And here, here, is the Inie and only 
source of all the dif/irnlties of the Qo- 
oernment, and of all the d inycrs that 
'menace the c.mntry ; and, be you well 
assured, that you, or the fundholders, 
must (fire way. You might have so 
manage! the matter as to #nake the 
funilhuklers tl« JO.M.Ald; but you 
have not, and mast, without a most 
wonderful miracle, lie the Jonah your¬ 
selves. 

One PauTTY-MAN, in preaching before 
thCi-Judges at Winche.ster, ascribed the 
acts of violence to t\\c cheap pamphlets ! 
A fellow of the name of Frerk, the 
other day, at Cambridge ascribed them 
to the lectures, when the very greatest 
fire of all was close by Cambridge, 
where he would not let me lecture ! But 


all this is really brutal nonsense. J ust 
as if 1 could persuade men to feel what 
they do not feel! Just as if it required 
inflammatory pamphlets and speeches to 
convince them, that they, who create all 
the food fit for man, ought not to live 
on food fit only f.>r poor hogs ! Just as 
■ if it required any-thing hut their own 
hearts to tell them, that, ivhen they fall 
into poverty, they ought not to be made 
: to draw carts like beasts of burden! 
And, if [ had the power, why should I 
have the will, to cause society to be 
dislocated, and all pryperly to be east 
up to the winds? In the insolence of 
your he,arts, you and the like of you, 
repposeut me as one who Iqis nothing 
at. stake, wlm can lose, nothing by a 
scramble. Who tiu * w ire at stake than [ 
have ? IJe who lia.s more than four sons, 
men of talent and learning and of sobriety 
and industry never surpassed : he who 
has iHoie than three sensible and virtuous 
daughters : he wiio has more than 
nearly a score of copy-rights of books 
of liis own writing, the income from 
ea^h of which surpasses yonr allowance 
to a curate, and the value of which to 
me depends on law as much as does the 
value of any man’s estate to him. You, 
you, talk about stake and property! 
what are the bits of public property, 
held by you at last for your Itoa, and 
lial)le every hour to be legally taken 
j from yon ; vvliat are these, compared 
with the fruits of my talents aud. indus¬ 
try ? The subjoined is a roll of my farms 
and orchntds and gardens. Look at it; 

I see it the work of the over-hours of 
lc/er;t’rt yuan; muster up an account of 
i the labours any fifty of you, in the 
j same space of lime; and then, if you 
J have any sense of shame left, blush for 
i your abuse of me. In my strenuous and 
I incessant eff.jrts to defend and aid the 
I labouring people, what motive but a good 
! one could 1 have had, or can I have ? 

I They have no me.m'i. of .rewarding me, 

I even with the intimation of their grati- 
I tude. They cannot know me person¬ 
ally, nor I them. But, besides my 
natural dispositioh, that Booir, which I 
have, [ believe, read with more profit 
than you have, told when a boy,

that blessed is he that considereth the | 
poor the Lord will deliver him in 
“ the time of trouble. The Lord will

Show Ki ll —That your Petitiotiert humbly 
approach your Honourable House, to invoke 
ill attention to a subject of deep eventual iin> 
portaiice—tlie present System of Tithes. 

“That your Petitioners conceive that the 
vast changes made in the numerical state of 
the population and agrieultur.il ])ruduee, 
since this impost was laid on, 1,0U0 years ago, 
render the wages and work of the clergy 
inordinately di-sproportionate. and that the 
decimation now etiucted contributes in a great 
degree to the unparaliejed distress which pre¬ 
vails iu the agi’icuUural districts, 

“ That the present mode of esaction is a 
fertile and detestable source of wrangling mid 
litigation, ruiiioU'ily opposed to the iiallowed 
spirit and interests of religion, arnl deplorably 
injurious to the character and initueiice of its 
Ministers; aod tlierefore an adequate pro¬ 
vision should lie made from some less oppro¬ 
brious and oppressive Konrcc. 

“That tlie iaiidi being now liiirdened with 
Church and Poor-rates, for the object ol 
■which tithes were originally appropriated, 
their uses arc now ae.iriy .subverted ; and, 
therefore, that this gross and growing evil 
should no lunger be perpetualeil. 

“ I'liat your petitioners consider the time 
is fully come for resciodiiig Statutes extorreil 
from superstition by Popisli ecclesiastics, and 
carncstiy implore your honouralde House 
promptly to .adopt siicit measures as may best 
remove the iiiiolerabie burden under which 
our petitioners, in cuininuii with others, 
ave two long been groaning.'* 

This petition positively expresses the feel¬ 
ing of the great body of agriculturists all over 
the kmgdom ; who arc now eKperieneiiig that 
severe pressure on the laud winch cannot 
be borne iiiiicb longer; and, tlierefoic, they 
seem deteruiiued to throw the tUhci overboard, < 
to the. very grctit dismay of the KevercinU 
tlirougboiit the country, who (by the way) 
were, during the whole of the sanguinary war 
of the French Revolution, svhicli entailed this 
“pressure,” the loudest aud bitterest sup¬ 
porters of every outrage against the people, 
albeit at the same time protessing theiiiseivcs 
Ministers of Peace. “ Verily, they shall have 
•their reward.”— Patriot.

oppressive, unjust, and es.scntiaily opposed to 
that civil add religious liberty, to which every 
man is entitled under (he Christian dispen¬ 
sation. 

“ Resolved, That 'petitions in accordance 
with the foregoing sentiments he addressed, 
by this Parish, to both Hoiiss^s of Parliament, 
praying them to repeat ahe tithe-law». 

“ 2dly.—Resolved, That Mr. Thomas Law¬ 
rence uiid Mr. Pliillip Dehell Tuikelt he ap- 
poi'iied to prepare the petition) lor signa¬ 
ture, lit .I'Tordaiice with the foK-going Reso¬ 
lution ; and that they request Lord King to 
presi-nt and siippo-t tjic |ietitioii to the H'jus« 
of Lords, and Joseph Hume, Lsq. that to the 
House of Common'.. 

“ .'Irdly.—R.'solved, that the proceedings of 
this meeting he advertised once in 7'he Par¬ 
tner's Journal, and once in each of the Uristol, 
Bath, and Gloucc.ter Newspapers; and that 
the Parish OlHcers he direcleil to pay tlie cost 
of the same, on account of the Parish, as also 
ih.it of the petitions. 

“ 4thly.—Resolved, That the thanks of this 
ineeiiiig be presented to Mr. 'I'lnonas Law¬ 
rence, for hi-, able cuinluct in the. Chair.

“ SiiowETH—'J’h.at reason convinces youi 
petitioners, that to give a tenth of the product 
of a parish, containing, perhaps, severa 
square miles, to one man, tliough he have a 
family, and to leave but the remaining nine 
tenths for the support of all the rest of tbe 
population, tliough consisting of many thou¬ 
sands, is to make an unfair and unreasonable 
distribution of the fruits of the earth. That 
your petitioners hud, from undoubted history, 
that such a distribution was not intended iu 
the first institiuiuii of tithes ; but on the 
contrary, that they were given in this country 
to the clergy, in trust, for the support of the 
poor, and fur the building and repairing 
places of worship, and on conditions, th|t they 
should instruct the people in the Catholic 
religion, perforin masses, and say prayers for 
the souls of the donors and tbeir ancestors, 
and hospitably entertain strangers and tra¬ 
vellers ; and that for the performance of these 
trusts and conditions, they were allowed out 
of the tithes a maintenance, food, and rai- 
iricnt, but were not allowed to marry, or to 
bequeath or accumulate private property. 
Your petitioners also' find, that m process of 
time another set of men gained possession of 
the tithes, who perfunned none of the trusts 
and coiulitious for tbe performance of which 
they were nilgiaally given, but who, on tbe 
contrary, married wives, begot children, ac- 
cuinplated private property, bequeathed it to 
wliom they would, ceased to use huSpitality, 
and left the poor destitute.

Yet, so loth are you to acknow¬ 
ledge ; so loth are the lanrlowners, 
the parsons, the bull-frog farmers, aye, 
and the debt-owners loo ; so loth are 
you all to acknowledge that the^e fires 
have [iroceeded purely from the minds 
of the labourers, that you all still cling 
to this monstrous idea of extraneous 
instigation. Tlie cau.se of thi.s clinging- 
is this; that you cannot acknowledge 
tliat the fires have proceeded purely 
from the minds of the labourers, with¬ 
out tacitly acknowledging ('ne of two 
things; namelj', that they must have 
had some deep and irresistible provoca¬ 
tion, or that Englishmen are become a 
totally altered peojde. There is not 
much to choose between these two; 
either of them looks pretty angrily at 
the Government which has existed for 


this gentleman weic to dwell a little some years past. The fact is, that 
while in the vicinage of these surprising- these dreadful acts, if ascribed to the 
ly «ij^ver and discontented spirits, his mere movements of the labourers, im- 
alann would pretty i|uickly cease; he ply that they have been rendered des- 
wouhl soon find that if he could keep peratc by hunger. This implies that 
his wine-decanter and brandy-bottle they ought to have had higher wages; 
from them, that need be hi.s only care; this implies, that, to put a stop to the 
and that if he would let them have their fires, they must have higher wages ; 
run at Diem, he would find them some and this implies that many millions 
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a-year must now be taken the 
aristocracy and the church, or that 
those many millions must be taken 
from the debt-owners. Therefore it is 
that every eifort is made to ascribe the 
tires first to foreigners, next to people 
travelling in landaus and post-chaises, 
next to conspirators in London, ond 
lastly to writings of various descrip¬ 
tions, particularly “ cheap pHbtications. ' 
Why, there are no cheap publications 
that I know of, except my poor Two- 
PjSNNY Trash (of which this paper 
is to form the eighth number, on the 
1 st of next month), and this 1 am al¬ 
lowed to.publish only once in a month. 
As to the 'Jiegitter, a single number, of 
it now amounts to nearly as much as 
the Wiltshire allowance for a week’s 
food and clothing for a constantly hard¬ 
working man. I know of no cheap 
publication but this that goes regularly 
forth, wliile the “ Society for promoting 
Useful Knowledge; ” While the church 
parsons, with their pamphlet societies ; 
and while the nasty, canting, lousy 
Methodists, who inveigle the pennies 
even from the servant-girls ■, wliile all 
these are pouring out their pamphlets 
by millions, and all of them preaching 
up the doctrine that bacon, bread and 
beer corrufit the soul of man, and that 
potatoes, salt and water are sure to 
kail to eternal salvation. 

How, then, can the fires have been 
produced by speakings and writings! and 
how is a man of sense to believe that 
from Hover to Penzance, from Pevensey 
to Carlisle, the fires have been produced 
by instigation from my speeches and 
writings. Yet I have been told, and I 
believe the fact, that the POST- 
OFPICES, particularly in Sussex, 
Hampshire, and Wiltshire, have been 
narrowly watched, in order to discover 
some correspondence between me and 
the rioters and burners. If these 
watchers will but stick to their several 
posts, till they find a letter written by ' 
mcy or by any one by my authority, 
not only about rioting, and burning, but 
about any-thing elite, they will be amply 
punished for their cariosity. No, no, 1 
have too much to write for the printers, 
to amuse myself in this sort of way. 


To be sure, I cannot help what people 
write to me j but if the iiecre^ty of 
State will send a derk to read all my 
letters over for me, they wilt stand a 
great deal belter chance than they now 
stand. All that come with the postega 
not paid I send back unopened, for the 
amusement of the Duke of Richmond > 
and if he read them all with attention, 
he will liat'e<iuite enough to do. About 
one half of them are threatening let¬ 
ters ; some threatening to burn my 
bouse 3 some my barn 3 some to shoot 
me; some to take me off by other 
means. Tliese frequently come post> 
age paid, and tiieri they immediately go 
into a basket for the maid to light the 
fire with. Till I began to receive these 
burning letters, I used to insure ; but I 
have never done it since, except in the 
case of my house at Kensington, whicli 
my lease compels me to insure f?>r a 
certain sunt of money. I discovered, 
too, that, in the case of every insurance 
that 1 had made, I hnd paid nearly 
twice us much to the (iovernment in 
tii.x as to the insurance-oHice for in¬ 
surance. This deemed a payment to 
protect me against the dispensations of 
Providence and the ill-will of my 
neighbours. To the former, it was my 
duly to submit 3 of tlie latter I was not 
afraid 3 and, therefore, why should £ 
give up my earnings for this purpose? 
Threatening letters, indeed ! I have 
received a hundred that I could have 
traced home to the parties with no 
very extraordinary pains 3 and I never 
made the attempt in iny life. The 
pust-ofiicc may be watcheil long enough 
beflire any letter is met with from me { 
and, whenever there b§ one, it* is os 
likely to be found without a seal as 
with it 3 and I hereby authorise ami 
legally empower the post-ofiice people 
to open all letters going from me to 
nny-body; if they aifi)rd them any 
amusement, I shall be very glad; but 
I beg them not to retard them on their 
way. Monstrous idea, that 1 should be 
writing instigations’ to labouring men 
to urge them to commit felony! Mon¬ 
strous, however, as the idea is, it cer¬ 
tainly has been entertuineil. 

To conclude under this head! Yotx 

E ^ 
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have now had trials in Kent, Sussex, 
Surrey, Hampshire, Berkshire, Wilt¬ 
shire, Dorsetshire, and Buckingham¬ 
shire, before some one or other of the 
Judges. In other counties, and iii these 
counties too, you have had trials fur 
these offences, and plenty of transport¬ 
ings and imprisonings nt the Quarter 
Sessions. More than fifteen hundred 
persons, I believe, have been arraigned 
and tried; and, amidst the cries of pa¬ 
rents, wives, and children, under all the 
terrors of separation or almost instant 
death, not one single fact has cornc out, 
in spite of rewards which are perfectly 
terrific ; not one single fact has trans¬ 
pired to countenance the idea of foreign 
actors or instigators, of instigation on 
the part of conspirators in London, or 
of extraneous instrumentality of any 
sort, and therefore 1 iiopc that you arc 
now satisfied that the acts have pro¬ 
ceeded |)urely from the minds of the 
labourers themselves. 

Second. JViat Ike means of terror or 
of pun ishw cut are not calculated to put 
an end to the Jires. —It is an old saying 
that, if yon kill a fly, ticeiity /lies conic 
to kis burybiff. Tlie new-ifiapers tell 
us, and indeed wc know tlie f.ict must 
be so, that there is scarcely a village in 
the counties before iiiontiuncd, and par¬ 
ticularly in Hampshire and Wiltsliire, 
whicli has not been, in a greater or less 
degree, plunged into a slate of mourn¬ 
ing in conse(;[uence of the late trials and 
their result. But, is mourning all ? 
When men suffer for well-known and 
long-understood crimes, tlien there is 
no apology to he offered for them. 
Their memory is grieved, their baiiish- 


' feelings of fathers for sons, brothers far 
brothers, friends for friends ; and con>- 
sider that there can be scarcely one 
single man, amongst the labourers of 
Hampshire and Wiltshire especially, 
unaffected in his mind and lieart by 
these transactions. The Morning Chro¬ 
nicle, in giving an account of the hang- 
ingofCooper and Cooke, at Winches¬ 
ter, last Saturday,concludes the account 
thus:—“There was not a crowd of 
“ more than 30f> persons, and those 
“ chicHy boys. Some of Uie crowd we 
“ heard say they would willingly give a 
*■' sovereign for a reprieve. The mo- 
“ ment the drop fell most of them 
“ went asvay. The special constables 
“ were ill aUendaiice at seven o’clock, 
“ and, in fact, compost’d the greater 
“ part of the crowd. Close uniler the 
“ scall’«)ld, on some doors, was written 
“ in chalk—‘MUROEll FOR MUR- 
“ DER ! BLOOD FOR BLOOD ! ' ” 
Now, this is what we never sec and 
never hear of when malefactors arc exe¬ 
cuted at other times. Coo|)er’s offence 
was rilling at the head of a mob, wlio 
extorted money, or broke machines, or 
something of that sort. Cooke’s offence 
was, striking Bingh.vm Baufng vvith a 
sledge hammer, liut Baring was well 
enough to appear and give evidenee 
against him j and it apjiears was seen 
immediately after the affair walking in 
the Streets of ^VincI^ester j so that tliis 
was very far from being MURDEU : 
and, before the passing of EUenbo- 
roHffh's Act it would have been an AS- 
S.VlJI/r, punishable not even with trans¬ 
portation, but W'ith line or imprison¬ 
ment, or both. Now mind, the labour- 


iiient ,or death lamented; but the re¬ 
lations and friends acijuicsce : the law 
takes itscour"e, and no vengeful feelings 
are excited in the survivors. You have 
read the liirmingiiam petition for the 
sparing of the lives of tlie men at Win- 
clujster ; if you have not, 1 beg you to 
read it. The fjuestioo, howeve^, is not 
xvltat sort of feelings the surviving 
labourers ought to entertain upon the 
subject; but what feelings they are 
likely to entertain ; and now, then, 
consider the effect of screaming mothers 
and wives and children ; think of the 


ers arc not lawyers, they know nothing 
of EUenharouglis Act; their estimate 
of crimes is traditionary; and it will take 
a great deal indeed to convince them 
and to produce perfect acquiescence in 
their mind upon the subject of this pun¬ 
ishment. “Kill one fiy, and twenty 
come to his burying.” Accordingly 
the very ne.xt sentence in The Chron¬ 
icle newspaper is in these words: “ 'I'here 
“ have been eight Jires in the ncigh- 
“ bourhood of Blandford since Saturday 
“last. This circumstance will almost 
“preclude the hope of mercy being ex- 
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ten(lc<I to the unhappy men now under 
‘‘ Bentencc of death!” The same news¬ 
paper contains an account of Jive fresh 
Jires in the neighbourhood of Norwich ; 
and The Times newspaper of Saturday 
gives an account of several fires in 
Wiltshire, two of which it speaks of as 
follows. “ The first fire, which I de- 
“ scribed as illuminating the country for 
“ miles around, was, 1 understand, on 
“ the premises of Mr. Re.\worthy, near 
“ Wilton. His dwelling-house, out- 
“ houses, amUcorn-ricks wcie all burnt 
“ to the ground. *1 had not time in iny 
“ way through here to-day to get the 
“ particulars farther tlian that Mr. Rcx- 
“ icorthy had been active in bringing 
“ some of the late riotet s to justice. The 
“ second fire, whicli I said was in the 
“ neiglibourhood of Wimborne, was of 
“ corn-ricks only. These also were the 
“ properly oj' a person connected with 
“ the late prosecutions." 'J'his fire was 
not near Wilton but near lleyteshury, 
and it was .so great that it lighted the 
street at Fishcrtoii, though at Jifleea 
viilcs distance from it.—I pray you to 
look at these words from The Times 
neuspaper! I jiray you to look well 
at the cause there stated for this 
tremendous fire. Pr.iy read these 
troids icith attention. liook also in the 
papers of to-day at agreat fire near Dover. 
Remember the lire in Essex the other 
day, in tlie very vill.ige from wliich poor 
Ewan had been taken to be hanged ! 
From the single village of Pewsey there 
arc, I am told, eleven jtersons taken and 
condemned to be transported; and 
when the carrier, from wliom the story 
came to me, came away, mothers were 
crying for their .sons, wives for their 
husbands, children for their fathers, 
sisters for their brothers, and, in short, 
all was fraatic lamentation. Of this 
village one of Lord Radnor’s brothers 
is the Rector, and he is also a })rebend 
of Salisbury, where his elder brother 
has been sitting on the bench with the 
Special Commissioner.s. 

Without stopping to comment on 
these facts, and without directing your 
eyes towards Lincolnshire, where the 
lires appear to be blazing more furiously 
than ever, let me ask you, now, 


whether here be not enough to con¬ 
vince you, that the means of terror or 
of punishment are not calculated to 
put an end to the fires ? This is * a 
most important (jucstion for you to 
consider; for, if these means fuil^ then 
there is no hope without the adoption 
of some other, liesecching you to re¬ 
flect most seriously upon this point, I 
how proceed to the next proposition, 
which is, if possible, .of still more im¬ 
portance. 

Thikd, that the Jires, unless effec~ 
tiial/y put a slop to, may become far 
more extensive than they hitherto have 
been. —King's Ministers, yon know very 
little about the habits or the means of 
the labouring people. I do not impute 
this to you as a fault: your way of 
life, your own habii.s and pursuits and 
associations, have precluded you from 
p(*oes6ing this knowledge j and, ns to 
obtaining it from others, few person.? 
npproacli you who do posse.ss it, and 
very rarely indeed will it hapj)en that 
one of these will be found honest 
enough to tell you that yim iiave not 
the power to do that which you wish to 
do. I’ower to induce it to listen to 
objections to its own effectiveness, must 
be in the hands of those wlio are en¬ 
dued with all those ra'^e cjualities 
which induce wi'ie and just judges to 
listen to arguments against the compe¬ 
tence of their own jurisdiction. Hence 
it is that you do know and that you 
can know very little about the real 
character, the disposition, tlie propensi¬ 
ties and the Inabits of the labourers ; 
and especially about the mean.s which 
they pos-sess of gratifying their venge¬ 
ful feelings where, unlii|ppily, llity en¬ 
tertain them- There was very little 
danger, comparatively, in the machine- 
breaking and the sturdy begging or 
rioting and robbery, if it must be s(» 
called. These would be effectually put 
a stop to by the transjjortings and the 
hangings ; but as to tlie fires, it Avas 
quite another matter, as Rkxwohtxiy 
has found to his cost. Of all acts the in 
this World of a criminal nature, the 
most easy to perpetrate, the least 
liable to detection, the least^ incon¬ 
venient to the perpetrator, is'that of 
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setting Tire to out-buildings and ricks. 
To convince you of the truth of this, 
what cun you need more than perhaps 
the tmo Ihovsmid jfirts that have taken 
place, and the four or five convictions; 
with regard to two of which the parties 
convicted declared their innocence with 
their dying breath i As to the immediate 
means, I know nothing; but I believe 
all the stories about fire-balls and air* 
guns to be merely ridiculous nonsense. 
A pipe and a match, or a bit of linen 
rag, as in tl)c case of the poor orphan 
Goodman, in Sussex, are, I dare say, 
the means generally used; for, how 
are labouring men in general, or any of 
them indeed, to obtain any other means, 
and to keep those means by them too, 
without the knowledge of otliers ? 

Do, 1 pray you, look at the situation 
of this species of property ^ consider the 
utter impossibility of wateliing it eifec- 
tualiy. In the case of houses, factories, or 
buildings of any sort, which are usually 
inhabited, the case is wttolly diderent. 
Here the parties must eitlter be inmates 
or must commit the act by open vio¬ 
lence. It is ditlicult for a man even to 
set fire to his own house without detec¬ 
tion. Not so in the case of farm pro¬ 
duce and buildings ; where there is no 
trace', no clue, nothing to lead to detec¬ 
tion, if the perpetrator be alone and 
hold his tongue; and that perpetrator 
way be your own servant! And who 
are to be your servants! ^^'hy, in 

Hampshire and Wiltsliire particularly, 
the father, the son, the brother, the 
uncle, the nephew, the cousin or tlje 
friend of some one who htis been hang¬ 
ed, transported, or manacled, by you 
or by some one connected with you. 
The loan-mother or Jew or Scotch 
feelosopher brute may cull the labourers 
of Englatnl peasantry ; the insolent 
vagabonds who live on the'ir labour 
may call them ignorant j calumniate 
while they starve them; talk of their 
Vigpit of education. They want no 
education; they understand th^ir busi¬ 
ness ; they are not ignorant, they 
knew their rights, and the wrongs that 
are done them } they are tender parents 
and dutiful loving children j they are 
obedient and faithful servants, and kind j 


and good neighbours j they are unas¬ 
suming, modest, content in their state 
of life -J but they will not, and I thank 
God that they will not, live on damned 
potatoes while the barns are full of 
corn, the downs covered with sheep, 
and the yards full of hogs created by 
tlieir labours. Above all things they 
are affectionate ; the parents love 
their children, and the children the 
parents, with more ardour than is to be 
met with among the richer tribes : the 
constant participation in eaeh other’s 
iiardships and toils tends to bind them 
more firmly to one another : if you 
commit an act of injustice towards one, 
the whole village feels it individually 
and collectively. Even the villages 
themselves ..'■«• connected with one 
anotijer} and tlius a whole county or 
district is imbued with one and the 
same vengeful feeling. Is any man. 
so stupid as to imagine that there is a 
single soul in all Pewsey, man, woman 
or child, who will not remember the 
transportation of eleven men of tliat 
village ? 

It is a great mist.n.kc to suppose that 
the farming stock is all collected in the 
liomesteads j if it were, it would not, 
tl)at I know of, add to the security. I 
have a barn, for instance, now, at Barn 
Elm, one of the largest that I ever saw 
in my life. It was crammed full of 
corn in the summer, trodden down in 
the mows by oxen. Four men have 
been thrashing there constantly from 
that day to this, and they will be at it 
some time longer. There is no soul ' 
living in the farm-house, and there is 
no house within more than a quarter of 
a mile; the barn is at all times assail¬ 
able from the bank of the Thames, 
which is very close, and the whole has 
been uninsured all the time. Now 
what protection had 1 for this between 
three and four hundred pounds’ worth 
of corn, and, at one time, seven hun¬ 
dred pounds worth of seeds into the 
bargain J Why, I had the protection 
of the good-will of the working people, 
my neighbours, who never were 
wronged or oppressed by me, and on 
whose good-will therefore 1 had 
reason to rely. To numbers of them 1 
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.have occasionally g-iven prct^ good 
Scoldings and angry words; but I never 
did them injury, gave them no ground 
for revenge, and I can truly say that 1 
never had a moment of inquietude with 
regard to the safety of my property. 
Yet thera-lias not been one single nigh 
during the Itist three months and a hal 
when the whole of this property migh 
not have been destroyed, barn an 
house and all, without a possibility o 
detecting the offender, if he had gon 
alone and hi^d his tongue; and if 
had been general^ hated in the neigh 
bourh()od, where was I to have fouiu 
watchmen, and iiow was I to have prC' 
vented tlfe*watchman from setting fire 
himself? 

J |)ray you to observe, that to go inti 
a rick-yard or homestead is no crime a 
all! It is only a trespass at the ut¬ 
most, punishable to be sure withou 
trial by jury. Suppose a man to be 
found in a rick-yard, or in a barn, with¬ 
out breaking in, with a pipe in hi 
moutii. and matches in his pocket, he 
is merely a trespasser. He must ac¬ 
tually set the fire before he incurs the 
guilt of committing the crime ; and, in 
all human probability, this species of 
reconnoitreing always takes place. JJe 
sides, e^ ery labourer in the neighbour 
hood knows every one who lives in the 
house ; and the labourers having been 
driven from the farm-houses, there is 
seldom any male in the farm-house ex¬ 
cept the master and his sons, if he have 
any, and a sort of a groom. These are 
all away from home together very fre¬ 
quently; so that, in fact, there is no 
protection at all other than the good¬ 
will of the neighbourliood. 

JBiit imw many hundreds of thousands 
of wheat-ricks, and oat-ricks, and bar¬ 
ley-ricks, arc not only built out iti the 
fields, but at a distance from all dwell¬ 
ing-houses whatsoever! How many 
thousands upon thousands of ricks 
clover, upland grass, and saintfoin, are 
built out in the middle of immense 
fields, to be given to the sheep while 
they are eating off the turnips in win¬ 
ter. These can have no earthly protec¬ 
tion but that of the general good-will 
and common consent of the labouring 
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people. 1 have seen thousands of stacka 
(in one single ride of mine) of wheat 
and barley, as well as of hay, standing 
out at from a quarter of a mile to a mile 
distant from any house, tree, or hedge. 
What in all the world is there but a 
sense of moral right and wrong, to pre* 
vent the destruction of property thus 
situated ? If, upon coming up to a rick 
thus situated, a man finds it guarded, 
he turns about and goes away, that’s 
all. In short, to shut out the rooks 
from a pea-field of a hundred acres is 
just as easy as to preserve ibis species 
of property without the good-will of the 
labourers, or, at least, in defiance of 
their vengeful feelings. The exposition 
of the law, as Scott Eldon culled it, has 
taught them the danger of Ellenbo- 
rough’s Act, and of the softened code of 
George the Fourth; but it has not 
taught them to be content with pota¬ 
toes and water. 

iiesides these dangers to barus and ' 
stacks, are there no dangers toof 
corn ! A gentleman mentioned this to 
me the other day as the greatest danger 
of all. A j>iece of wheat, barley, rye, 
or oats, fit for the sickle or the scythe, 
set fire to on the windward side, would 
be demolished in a twinkling; and here 
he facility of e.xecution, and the safety 
>f the perpetrator are so co mplcte 1 Al¬ 
most every-where there are foot-fxitha 
r roads of some sort; and if there be 
not, and if the perpetrator he found out 
f tiie road, a trespass is his offence at 
he most. Here detection, except by a 
man's own confession, seems to be al>- 
lolutely impossible. And yon, the 
King’s Ministers, should be informed 
hat farmers are talking of this every- 
vhere. 1 know nothing of the imme- 
iate means' of setting fire in this way. 
amron did it by tying brands of fire 
o the tails of young foxes. Our fellows 
ivould, most likely, not do the thing in 
o open a manner, though as yet there 
8,1 believe, no law ntaking it felony, 
think “it is only a trespass, subjecting 
he party to action of damages It is it 
leed which, if done malioiowly^ aad 
.vithout monstrous provocation^ ought 
o be punished with death; but the 
ruth is, that until the hellish workings 
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of loan-mongers came into the worhl, 
law-givers never imagined the exist¬ 
ence of a state of society in which such 
laws would be necessary: they never 
imagined the existence of a state of so¬ 
ciety when the whole body of tlte la¬ 
bourers would be the deadly enemies of 
the occupiers of the land; a state of 
society which it is impossible should 
exist for any length of time without 
producing something very like the dis¬ 
solution of that society. 

Now, King’s Ministers, if you be con- 
■vinced, as 1 hope you are, that the fires 
have been set by the labourers without 
instigation from any-body; that the 
nieansof terror or of punishmentare not 
calculated to put an eml to the fires ; and 
that the fires, unless ctfectuaily put a stop 
to, may become far more extensive than 
they hitherto have been j if you be 
convinced of these trnths, as 1 hope you 
are, it only remains for me to point out 
to you what I deem the proper and 
effectual means of putting a sto}) to 
these lires; and these means are as 
follows:— 

1. To issue a proclamation pardon¬ 
ing all the offenders of every description, 
wliether tried or not, upon their enter¬ 
ing into sureties to keep the peace for 
a year, and bringing back those wiio 
have already been sent away, and in¬ 
cluding them in the pardon on the like 
terms. Oh ! Gentlemen, think of the 
joy, think of the iiappiness, with which 
you would thus fill all the bosoms in all 
the villages in these beautiful counties ! 
And think of the gratitude with which 
you would fill those bosoms towards 
yourselves j and, above all things, think 
of the J^)lessings which, coming from 
the hearts of fathers and mothers and 
children and brothers and sisters, you 
•would bring dow'u upon the head of 
your royal master. 

2 . To repeal Sturges Bourne’s two 

bills, and thereby restore to the rr'e- 
pd^rs their rights, restore the power 
of the native overseers, and restore to 
the justices of the peace their for¬ 
mer power of ordering relief, without 
•which the indigent poor can have no 
sure protection. I 

3. To<pass an act, making it a mis-1 


demeanour punishable with heavy fine 
and imprisonment for any overseer or 
otlier person in parochial authority to 
subject the indigent poor to work like 
beasts of burden, to put them up at 
auction, or otherwise wantonly tc- de¬ 
grade them, taking as the preamble of 
the hill that text of holy writ which 
says, “ Oppress not the poor because 
he is poor ! ” 

4 . To repeal all tiie acts wliich 
have been passed relative to the game 
since the late King Geor^je the 'J’hird 
mounted the throne,*and particularly 
that act which jiuuishes poaching witii 
transportation, which act has tilled 
the ^ >iinty jails with prisonoi's, which 
has trebled the county rates, which has 
thrown a burtltc. on all the jicoplo in 
order to preserve the sports of the rich, 
which has filled the breasts of all the 
villagers of England with vindictive 
feelings, which has been the cause of 
endless affrays between poachers and 
kecjiers, and which in conjunction 
with Ellenhoroiigh’s act has brought 
scores of men to the gallows. 

5 . To pass an act to repeal and ut¬ 
terly abolish Ellcnborougli’s act, which, 
by making it a capital felony to strike 
a man with a heavy instrument without 
killing him, or to use deadly weapons 
in your own defence against a g.ime- 
keeper, though without killing him,

Now, Gentlemen, these are, in my 
firm conviction, the only effei’tual means 
of putting a stop to the fires which now 
errify and disgrace this once great and 
lappy England. That they are easy of 
‘x^cution and speedy and quiet you 
know well 3 for you know that they 
.11 may be accomplished in about forty- 
eight hours after the meeting of parlia- 
nent 3 aud you know that the pro¬ 
clamation may be issued to-morrow, 
and that is the great thing of all. The 
bur Acts of Tarliameat would be 
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. pafiseJ amidst the shouts of the whole 
kingdom. 1 propose to you nothimj 
neir, be it obscrveil; not only nothing 
revolutionary but nothing new <io 1 
propose ; nothing but a return, in four 
uppar^nUy unimportant particulars, to 
the loiigr«:»t:.ibli-)he(l laws of tlie land ; 
nothing do 1 propose touching the pro¬ 
perty of any body of persons ; nothing 
to meddle with any institution of the 
country, even so far as to correct ii'i 
acknowledged abuses ; but I simjily 
projiose at) yet of graciousness and 
goodness wliich •would rcllect eternal 
Jionour on yourselves and on the King, 
tlie love of whose jieople to him it is 
your first iduty to preserve j and 1 pro¬ 
pose to you tlie repeal of four Acts 
which you yourselves, u[)uu rcHection,| 
must laincut to see in the statute-book, j 
And, (icntlemen, if you believe tlial 
these meaturcs would e.xtinguish the 
iirc'^, you will not, 1 am sure, sulfer 
false pride to restrain you from the 
performance of a duty so .sacred. There 
is no remedy but that which goes to 
the root of the evil. 'I'liat root is in 
llie hearts of the people ; you must ex¬ 
tract the root or tear out the heart, or 
the evil must remain. I meddle not 
in tliis ease willi the rate of wages, or 
with any other detail : restore the law-, 
restore protection to the labourer, and 
he and his eniplovor will speedily come 
to an eijuitabie adjustment of tlieir re- 
Sjieetive claims. If you have even a 
loLsgiving upon your mind.s upon the 
subject, disdain me, i pray you, as 
much as you plea.se, but <lo not disdain 
the advice which I have respectfully 
tendered you, and which I press upon 
you with all the earnestness and anxiety 
that the heart of man is capable of en¬ 
tertaining. 'J'hus, at any rate, I have 
done what I deemed to be my duty : to 
you I must now leave the matter; with | 
this assurance, however, that if you 
follow this advice, amongst all the 
millions in whose hearts you will create 
feelings of gratitude, in no one will you 
create more than in that of

My readers rcmember,that, when the

This has been the 
I canker-worm in the lieart, the blister 
I plaster, on the back, the goad in the 
! side, the every-thing that i.s evil to that 
I Island, which, if man did not ap|)c.ir to 
lie resolved to counteract and defeat the 
intentions of (iod, miglit be one of the 
liappiest on the vvliole globe. 'J'he in- 
j'uries of Ireland beg.iiiwith the creation 
of this Protestant hierarchy, whicli was 
forced upon the people by every one of 
those means, whicli are known of in the 
catalogue of oppressions. From that 
day to this day wrong and insult seem 
to have contended with each other for 
pre-cmincnce in tiie treatment, of the 
Iri.>«h people, wlio liave never been dis¬ 
loyal to the King any more than Corn¬ 
wall or Devonshire has. 

It is a false and villanous a.asertion 
that they want or lure ever wanted to 
be separated from England, exce[>t as 
far as relates to tliis church. Tliis is 
well known to every man who under¬ 
stands any-tiling of the re.al state of 
Ireland. Tliere is something so un¬ 
natural ; .something so monstrous; 
something so iusulting to the common 
understamling of all mankind, in com¬ 
pelling the people of a country to main¬ 
tain, at prodigious expeirse,au establish¬ 
ment called religious, and which that 
people in all sincerity and from the bot¬ 
tom of their souls regard as a damnable 
heresy, the sure leader to everlasting 
perdition ■, there is something so insult¬ 
ing to human nature in tiiis, that the 
wondeF is how one single man upon 
the face of the earth is to be found, not 
ashamed to utter a single breath in de¬ 
fence of upholding such aii establish¬ 
ment undersuchcircumstances! Eman¬ 
cipation, indeed ! How can men be said 
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to be emancipated, if still living in sub¬ 
jection to this establishment ? So con¬ 
vinced was I that the thing called 
emancipation would only give rise to a 
new struggle to get rid of tliis monstrous 
evil, thiit 1 petitioned the Parliament the 
moment the bill was passed, in language 
that must have convinced , the two 
Houses, that f was ready to go upon my 
bare knees to prevail upon tliein to save 
England as well as Ireland I'roin the 
perils that must attimd an attempt to 
perpetuate this establi>.hment. IJnlmp- 
pily my siipjilications wore unavailing ; 
and now the perils really seem to be at 
hand. The Irish jieople of whom Mr. 
O'Connell is no more than the faitlifnl 
organ, now demand a repeal of the 
umvn, as the sure and certain mean-i of 
getting rid of this enormous establish¬ 
ment. Tiie Government are endeavour¬ 
ing to stille the voice of the people. 
They have issued proclamation after 
proclamation lia\ ing this object in view; 
and at last they have procccdetl to the 
u.se of force in order to disperse persons 
assembled to discuss the snlijcct. 1 
know perfectly well how greatly Eng¬ 
land as well as Ireland would be bene- 
fiteil by a repeal of the union. I shall 
nowin.seit first one of rtie proclamations 
recently issued in Dublin, signed by that 
sensible, unassuming and liigh-blooded 
Statesman, E, CJ. Stanley, who had the 
refinetl taste, when he went to what he 
expected to he his re-election at Preston, 
to make a display of his wit in a bon- 
mot relative to Irish bulls, which he hai 
found to be provided with horns as well 
as with tongues. The next document 
is a speech of Mr. O’Conncli’s upon the 
subject of that proedamation ; and it is 
one of the be!?t that even he ever de¬ 
livered. 

Next comes another proclamation 
from E. G. Stanley, acting under the 
authority of the profound Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant, and this is followed by two pro- 
^l^natioiis from Mr. O’Connell, but 
then follows an account of the forcible 
dispersion of the people; and last comes 
a short extract or two from the Irish 
papers, which will prove to every reader 
that all Ireland except those who 
profit from the tithes and the taxes are 


in favour of the measure of repeal. 
When I have inserted these documents,' 
I shall have some further remarks to 
tender to my readers, whom, however, I 
beg to read these documents with the 
greatest posible attention, they wilj-theii 
understand the nature of thevp ^wcl, and 
will easily be able to <letermine which 
of the two parties are in the wrong.

Yesterday evening, in consequence of an 
ndvcrtisemcnt from Mr. D'Coiinell, catling 
upon his friends to meet him, at six o’clock, 
in Hayes's'ravern, Dawson-street, there were, 
long hctorc six o’clock, upvvi’-rds of three hun¬ 
dred applicautf for^ckets ; hut the rooms nut 
being ciipahic of accomniudnting more tlmu 
half tliai number, one hundred and fifty sat 
down to dinner. A good substantial repast 
was provafyd for the company ; as usual, the 
Government reporters were in atAmdance. 

Mr. O’tloNNFi.L, immediarcly upon the 
cloth being remosed, rose to address the 
assembly, amid the must enthusiastic cheers. 
As we liave, said he, met for business, and 
not for tile mere purpose of amusement, the 
Sooner, 1 think, we proceed with the business, 
the better. Vou all know that wc are as- 
.scmhled here in consequence of another ex¬ 
ceedingly foolish exiillmioii of power. It 
idle to supj)o-.o that the exercise of that power 
can be injurious to tlic )iopiil.u‘ cause, much 
less is it probable that sucii proceedings can 
convince the pepple that it is best for Ireland 
to have a go\eniitient iincuntrollcd by an 
Irish Parli.iiiieiit—that they slioiild be at the 
mercy of a IJnti.ih Minister, and ivitlioiit the 
shield of «n Irish P.irhameiit to protect tlieir 
rights and guard their liberties. (Hear, he.'ir.) 
Every additional Proclauiatiun e.ui have hut 
this efl’ect—to increase onr exenions, to re¬ 
double our energies, aud to add to our desire 
to attain that which can alone he tlie salvation 
of Ireland—the Re[>eal of the Union. (Hear, 
hear, and cheers.) In point of fact, can any¬ 
thing he more fooli-ih than these ]trolama- 
tions ? Do they iiuagine, that by preventing 
us fiorn asseuihliiig at one place they can 
hinder us fmin meeting sonicwliere else ? All 
they can do by their last proelaination is to 
prevent us from hreakfastiug at Home’s, We 
may, for iiKstance, meet here to-iiiorrow and

Instead of doing us mischief, it has only served 
to stimulate men to double energy, and it haa 
roused to exertion those who before were 
apathetic.

In 
America they have succeeded in csiahhsluiig 
free iristitutiiiiis ami cheap governtnenti— 
Heaven bless them for it! lu South Aineiica 
and on the continent, liberty has been tri- 
umphantover bigotry and despotism In Ire¬ 
land, we are still struggling to obtiiiii liberty 
amt coiistitiitioiidl iiiileju'iideiice for tiie pi'M)>lo. 
—to see our rarhunient restored to us, and 
our country enjoymg all those blessings which 
nature unci nature’s God iuteuded for her. 
(Hear, hear, and cheers.) It is melancholy 
now fur me to look upon the wre« k of the 
Marquess of Anghise.y's character. 1 cannot 
look upon the prostration of that character 
without some feelings of ufleclioiiute solicitude 
for one wiio, I tiad hoped, would never have 
thus lowered himself. Tlnve is liut rTlic bright 
spot about him as a politician—lie has been 
lucky once, by accident; and having then 
acted well, / should wish him never to act ill.

1 
wksh there was some one amongst us who had 
a talent for caricaturing, and would draw a i 
likeness of the Marquess of Anglesey as “ <i 
foitKrmg government," with Paddy Mahoiiy 
pulling out of oue dug, and Faddy Murphy 
dragging away at the other. (t,oud laughter.)

I understand you, Marcpiess 
of Anglesey ; it vvas Emancipation that filled 
the sails ot yo'ir political character with the 
lavouritig winds of popular applause; hut 
that now has become stale. (Hear, hear, and 
cheers ) 1 have always told the Marquess of 

Anglesey, both in public and in private, that 
1 looked for lOinaiieipatiim, not because it 
would he a triumph over Orangemen or Pro- 
tcscaiits, but that 1 and my (Catholic country¬ 
men might giasp the right hand of friendship 
with them.

Hueiice; wliile, in the moral as in the political 
world, if there exist requisite and salutary 
agitaiiiiu, that agitation series to free tlie 
waters of every impure iiigieillent. They 
burst in bulibliiig an>l gay luuiitaiiis, and dil- 
fuse liealth, pleasure, happiness, and comfort 
in every country through which they flow. 
(Cheers.) Repose! repose beneath Procla¬ 
mations—repose with 100 men to send to Par- 
liament, where we should have .'100, and tliis , 
100 men to oppose fi.'i'I in England—repose j 
while there arc twenty-two rotten boroughs | 
in Ireland for Eiiglishineu to buy, and baser j 
frishmen ti> sell them. Repose! while we' 
arc ground down by tolls and customs of petty, 
paltry, pettyfoggiiig Corporations, who inso¬ 
lently trample upon us. (Hear, hear, hear) 
No, Ireland never can repose while she has 
these and so many other grievaimes to com¬ 
plain of. (Hear.l It is evidcut that an attempt 
will be made here to put down the press,, 
(Hear.) Ireland owes a deep debt of gratitude 


to her free, lionest, and independent press ; 
and deeply and bitterly do those who are mi 
the other side hate that prcs.s for the services 
It has done, ahd the good that it is rendering 
to the Irish people. (Hear, hear, and cheers.) 
They may punish, they may incarcerate the 
pcr.soiis belonging to tiiat press, but tiiey can¬ 
not, shall not, ruin them—they may exercise 
their vengeance upon the press, but it will scora 
their puny eftbrts, and it will survive to be hail¬ 
ed by the jiraises, and receive the bciiedictioa 
of an einaiicipateil people. (Cheers.) I have al¬ 
ready observed that it is melancholy to look 
upon the wreck of public and political charac¬ 
ter ; liiit upon how many shores do we find the 
characters of the Whigs scattered. (Hear.) 
Willie thinking'upon the eoniradietory terint 
ol the Marques, of Anglesey’s I’roLlaniation, 
and his letter to Mr. Kertland, 1 wished to 
see what was the excuse given by the Whigs 
for passing this Algerine act, 1 accordingly 
turned to the Altrror of Parluonenl. In that 
work I read the discussion on that Bill, wlneli 
authorises the Marquess of ,‘Vnglesey to issui 
his l’rodain.itions. The disrussioii took place 
ill tlie inoiitli of February, and I would 

be glad to know who was the first mail who 
condcinned this Bill in the House of Com¬ 
mons—who, think you, was it did so? It \v.i!* 
E, G. Stanley. (Hear, hear; groans aud 
laughter.) Here is E. G, Stanley, our new 
Secretary I here lie is m.iking a .speech against 
till* new hill, which gives him the power of 
putting liis liunie to a Proclamation. (Hear.) 
Here he is, making a speech against it on the 
10th of February, ISJ*). (Laughter.) Lord 
Altborp, who is now Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer, also .spoke against this hill. I wa5 
then in London. I spoke to several of the 
Whigs. I certainly did not speak to ]\lr- 
Staiiiey, and I pressed thein to oppose it, even 
thougli it was iiuirle a coiidilion oi Kniancipa- 
tion. (Hear.) Hear what Lord Althoqi says 
respecting it.—“ It may appear like a para¬ 
dox ; but the very extraordinary powers 
‘ granted by this proposed measure make it. 
ill iny opinion, less dnngerous, because it is 
impossible that any House of Commons, or am/ 
Parhament, can wish to draw such a measure 
into a, precedent." Lord Althorp is now one 
of the (.’ahiiiet. I ask him will he draw this 
measure into a precedent. (Hear.) Listen 
now to tiic Whig speech of Mr. Stanley 
“ Sir: If this measure ware to lie7onsidercd 
as a substantive and disiinct measure, stand¬ 
ing by itself, not even the detail's which the 
right hull. Geiitlc'iiiari has entered into, nor 
ttie arguments lie lias used, would have in¬ 
duced me, for one, or any Gentleman on this 
side of the House, to accede even to this pre- 
liniiuarv step—the motion for leave to bring 
in tlie Jlill. i, therefore, wisli it to 1.'* ihstmctly 
understood, tliat, if to this measure we accede, 
we. do so not as to a measure standing by 
itself, but as part of the great ipiesiion it is 
intended to bring under the coiisideratiun of 
the House.” (Hear, hear, hear.) 1 say now 
to Mr. Stanley that einancipatiou has bcea 
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carried; the Act is now "a substantive and 
distinct measure”—ii is no louder “apie- 
linvtnary step." Why, then, will he act upon 
it? (Hear, hear.) Mr. .Stanley, however, 
continues by sayiii;, 1 consider the proposed 
measure of coercion as bein' iiltiinately 
blended with the promued one of concilia¬ 
tion ; and unless i did so consider it, I never 
could ^ive any consent to it, as it would, in 
my opinion, nut only he nugatory, hut worse 
tlinii nugatory— destructive to ike tranquillUy 
ttf the empire." (Hear and cheers.) De¬ 
structive to the tranquillity of the empire! 
Head that to-morrow, Marquess of Anglesey, 
and then tell Ireland that she is in want of 
repose. There is what your Secretary says 
s>f the Algerine Act; but he contiunes— 
‘‘If the riglit hoii. (iciitleniaii had asked for 
pcrinaneuc power, 1 would have been the 
first to oppose the granting it. But a measure 
•not of/icrmaneiit infrinynneHt on the ciUistUu- 
but as a Unipiirtnp deuinlion tkKre/rom, 
giving tlioic powers nec.-s-sary at the present 
moiiient, 1 assent to, witli t'lestrii i understand¬ 
ing that the measure ol coneiliatiuii will fol¬ 
low close upon tlic iieels of the measure of 
coercion." (He.ir, hear, hear.) InlVinge- 
uient on the Constitutiiui! And here is a 
Secretai V acting on wh.it he himself terms 
■“an infringeineiil on the Coiislilution." 
(Cheers and laughter.) In the same debate 
Mr. Robert Grant took a part, and here are his 
tvords respeeimg the Algerine Act—“ I am 
almost nfr.iirl o( tliis hill, as it looks hke that 
kind of !<•'.• tslutnm winch has keen so often tried 
for Irdaud, which always failed to produce the 
intended tranijiullUy (Hear, and cheers.) 
'J’liat Mr. Robert Grant now Iteloiigs to the 
Government. Will he now try one of those 
measuri-) which he himself allows never 
pniduced the intended traui)mllity in Ire¬ 
land ?” (Hear.) 1 sliall now re id yon a 
passage from Mr. Muskissoii's s[>eech, iii 
wliicii lie thus Speaks ot the Algerine .\v.t : 
“If It (says Mr. Hu-kisson) had been pro¬ 
posed liy Itself, I should liavc been bunud to 
consider it as .'i total suspension of the ('otisli- 
iution ill Ireland.'’ (IKwr, liear.) Such is the 
Apiniuii of till* Wliig-i of this Art. Mow, mark 
what Lord Palmerston, one of the present 
Cioveriimeiit, says ol this Act:—“My first 
•dijection to the present measure is, that it is 
nnneressiiry, ('onsitIcTing the course which we 
are now gr,.ug to piij^siie ; and my next olijec- 
tion is, that if we do not follow that course, it 
is pei ltetly in* freetiial, for there is uot an Act' 
of Farliuinent, ejiisisicnt with the spirit of the! 
Kaglish Coiistitnlion, which can put down the | 
Catholic Asbociatiun, except cmaiicipatioH. 
l^ut down the Cutholie .\ssociation ! you may 
as^ell talk of putting down the winds of 
or chaiuiiig tlie ceaseless tides of the 
ocean. The Catholic Assuciatiou bal been | 
fljioken of iu>iiight as if it were a corporeal' 
being, capable of being grasped by the arm of 
the law. This is fully; for the Catholic 
Association is the peojile of Ireiaud. Its 
spirit is caused by the grievance of the nation, 


and its seat it the ba.som of 7,000,000 of its 
population. It is therefore idle to talk of 
puttiug down the Catholic Association, except 
by removing the causes to which the Catholic 
Association owci its existence.” (Hear.) So 
I say of our mcjtings. Putting down I|ome’$ 
breakfast catniot put down the question of the 
repeal of the Uumu ; it is nut a corporeal- 
being; its spirit is to be found in thegi-Tev- 
ances of the people; in the'^ufitBrihg-^tvliich 
Orangemen, Protestants^ :<ud Cath^dics are 
equally obliged to endure. (Cheers ) 1 wi>h 

now to read to you the observations of Mr. 
Henry Brougham upon this Bill“ I feel it 
my duty, Sir, to say a few words to the House 
on tlie second reading of this Bill ; from 
which, though I cannot give it my support, 1 
am willing to withdraw m](opposition. 1 wdl 
at once declare that 1 cannot vote for. it on 
any other ground than my conviction tliat it 
IS to be followed up by a measure nf emuiici- 
j patina f‘)r the Catholics. If it wejrfc not fur 
I that considt-ratioii, 1 would not allow it to go 
I through a sing! - stage witliont meeting it 
Willi tlie most strenuous opposition. J uhjerc 
to this Bill ill the first place, heLause it i.-> to 
put down the Catholic Association. I object 
to tins ibij, in the next plate, because it 
m ikes the suppt es\i->n of that jlssociutinn per¬ 
petual. I object to this Bill agctni, hecan.ic it 
arms the Lord Lieutenant with what I must 
ever ennsulcr unconslitultonal p'lwer ; and 1 
object to tins Bill still more, hecaiise it arms 
the Liocal Mas^istracy with authority, which [ 
dread much more than the power that it re its 
in the hands of so responsihle a^inagist rate as 
the Lord Liculcnanl." (Hear, hear.) Tlie 
man who delivered this spercii is now Lord 
Chancellor. I call upon him Iroiii thi^ place, 
either to resign Ins oiKce, or whistle hack 
Lord Anglesey. (Hear.) Let him have Lord 
Anglesey, the Lord Lieutenant wlio would use 
the power he has thus descrilied, immediately 
recalled. (Hear, hear, and loud cheers.) 
If he will uot do so, then, Henry Brougham, 
Europe shall he filled witii my voice—as 1 
exclaim against you, it shall echo with the 
cry, that a man now keeps his place in pre¬ 
ference to his principles, and that he prefers 
office to consistency. But 1 wish now to 
j refer you to the speeches in the House of 
I Lords on the hill, 1 sliull first refer you to 
the speech of Lord Clauricarde, and I do so, 
because lie and his party are now in power. 
These are hU words on the bill, in the House 
of Lords, oil the liJtii ot February, 1S2!>:— 

“ Were 1 to confine my observation to it 
exclusively, 1 would say tlitit it is uot a hill of 
which I ajiprovc, because it is unconstUutioHul 
in Us principle ; for if the root of the evil were 
not to be resnoved, and this bill became per¬ 
manent, it wotflfl put an end to the British 
ConstUaiion in that part of his Majesty's do¬ 
minions tn Ireland." (Hear, hear, and 
cheers.) If the Irish people take my advice 
—if they be^ peaceable, if they keep them¬ 
selves within tiie law, they cannot be deprived 
of the beuetito of the constitution. ^(Hear» 
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hear.) Bit there was one man in Parlia¬ 
ment, who refused tu vote fur the Algerine 
Act. There was one man, who would not 
consent tu its becoming the law of the land. 
(Hear.) Sacred Heaven ! You, Marquess of 
Anglesey, w'ere that man. (Hear, and 
cheers.) Every body else consented—even 
IJrougham gave his assenttoit; b«t the only 
man v>Jn) would not cum promise his principles 
in o'lh .,..;iiv.r'tK.^his bill for any prief, was 
the Marquess oP'.^glesey. (Hear, hear; 
groans, and cries sliaine." ) Yes, Ire 
laiid—my country ! the hand of (iod ha-. long 
been upon you. Many have been the. woes 
and the sorrows that you have endured—nut 
God has blessings in store for you yet—your 
ericime-, are confounded. ;Hear.) Here are 
words :—“*My /..urds, yon arc about to 
confer a great boon I wish it to be uniiicuin- 
bered Viy conditions, and without a dr.awb.ick. 
You are aliout to perform an act of grace; 
let me ih\plore your Lordships not to allow 
tins act of grace to he arcoinpatiied, or, I 
should rather say, preceded, hy an ungracious 
act. It apjie.n'i to be notliiiig else than as(ni- 
tuitous nisiilt. My Lords, it is useless and nuga- 
taty~-li isa wovkoj put e siiyereroiiatuiH —it is 
an enactment against a thing which has no 
existence. TheC'.itholic Associaiioii is defunct, 
it lli^^olve([ itself upon the, prospect of brighter 
days.” (Hear, hear, and loud cheering} 

I have now shown you what have been tlie 
ojniiioiis of the Alemhers of the Whig Govern - 
nicut upon this lull—this. Proclamation bill, 
which has asscniblcd ns all here to'iiight. 1 
have siiowu you how thi> .Mar(|iiess of .Angle¬ 
sey, ahovs all others, spoke, and acted upon 
it. (Hear.} It IS not upon Whigs, nor upon 
Tories, that the peojile can rely for a repeal ^ 
of the Uniuii. \i’e can only accomplish it by J 
legal and peaceable means—we can only suc¬ 
ceed by making the law not only the shield 
to defend us, l>ut aim tu turn itrinto a weapon 
of offence against our enemies.

“ We, therefore, the Lord Lieutenant-Gene¬ 
ral and (leiieral Governor of Ireiainl, being re¬ 
solved to suppress tlie same, do hcrebv iirobiliiti 
the meeting of the said ass'iciatum, ussenilily, 
or body of jicrsoijs, aiirl every adjniirueil, re¬ 
newed, or otherwi.se contiimed meeliiig of the 
same, or of any part lliereoi, nuder any imiue, 
pretext, or device wlnitsoocr.

The publication of the above Proclamation; 
drew trom Mr. O'Gounell two Leiters ad¬ 
dressed to the people ot Ireland. ’I'hey are to 
the following elfect:— 

»'lO THE PEOPLE OF IRELAND. 

*' Merrion-sqiiare, Jaii. M, lti31. 

“ * And thrice lie slew the slain.’ 

“ FRi-iow-CouNTavAiK*!,—Lord* Anglesey 
is what they call a Great (. aptatu, and a re¬ 
nowned military man, but he carries on the 
political warfare mure in the fashion of the 
savages of New Zealand than in the iuu|dcs 
adopted by civiiixed nations. Not voiitent 
with having found amongst the almost for¬ 
gotten dead two of the luteiidoil societies 
strangled in their birth by the Duke of North¬ 
umberland—and which societies Lord Aiigl^ 
scy, who is a man of honour, ileclarcd, in hw 
letter tp Mr, Kertland, he would not touch— 
but having found them dead, and havinghim¬ 
self, contrary to that declaration, slaughtered 
two or three mure, like u Zealander over the 
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foca who have been slam, come* with his Pni- 
claoiatiun cluh, and hreaks the limbs and bat¬ 
ters the faces of those already deprived of life, 

“ This new Proclamation is, therefore, in 
its nature, sdly and absurd. Jt is, in one view 
of it, the most loolish i'roclamntion that ever 
issued, merely shuwiii<r a childish and peevish 
ilispositioii, without the power to be iiiis- 
chicvoiis. 

“ lielore I proceed, let me once again con¬ 
jure every man, woman, aye and child, m Irc- 
Jaiid, to recollect that we are busied in a 
struggle for national independence by the 
restoration of a domestic legislature. Let 
4.‘very human being recollect that year alter 
year, since the Union, Ireland has hecoiue 
more and more cxliiuiited. 'J'he drum of ul>- 
SeuteeisiTi—the drain of eiglit millions ot 
pounds sterling every year, has had its na¬ 
tural elfect, aggravated almost (o madness .is 
the iniserj ot Ireland is by the heartless Suh- 
Jettiiig Ai’t. I'uniinc succeeds fdiniiu; in a 
c'ouiitiy wliic.h cxporls more ui the prime iie- 
cessancs of lile, in provisions ot all kinds, 
than any other < ountry on the face of tlut 
earth. Kvery succeeding famine becomes 
more and more desolating, and tli<> famine ^ 
which threatens us in the year 18.il promises I 
to he more horribly alHicting than any that j 
■went before it. llemeiiiber tliat we, tbeaiiti- 
Unioiiisls, are struggling to apply tlie only 
cflicacinus remedy to all these evils ; and 
then, my friends, do recollect, let it nev'er be 
forgotten, that the only mode to obtain re¬ 
dress or relief for Ireland is by a peacealilc, 
legal, and constitutional course. He wlio 
violates the law is a vile enemy of the fice- 
clom and happiness of Ireland. I^ct there be 
no irritation, no outrage, no violence. Abo>e 
all things, avoid the least ap|)roach to that 
which the basest of the Kiigiish enemies of 
Jri.sh liberty do in their publications call for — 
a crisis. Let the Jaw be observed iii every 
thing. 

Having told you that this jirnclaraatioa 
IS, in one view of it, most miserably silly and 
foolish, there i» another in'which it is must 
reprelicusiblc; it is the false accusations it 
contains of sedition and disalFectiun. Ttiere 
never was anything more atrociously false 
than the accusations of those crimes contained 
in this Prorleinatioii. 

“ There is another falsehood suggested. It 
is, that the societies mentioned in the Pro¬ 
clamation were identical. That is totally and 
ludicrously untrue. 

‘J But tboie is another point of view in 
vrhich the present Proclamation must be con¬ 
sidered us a wicked attempt to extend the 
provisions of a must despotic statute beyond 
Jtewords, and far beyond its meaning. In 
tHw respect 1 fearlessly state, that this Pro¬ 
clamation is grossly and palpably illegal. It 
is an attempt to hx on individuals a>species 
of outlawry. It is an attempt to extend a 
law, intended only for an assembly or body 
of persons, acting to a species of corporate 
or general capacity, to private individuals, 


acting as individuals, and wholly unconnected 
with any previous body or assembly. It is, 
in short, an attempt to violate law, by per¬ 
verting grammar, and to make men who 
have constituted a body still continue to con¬ 
stitute that iKidy, although that body has been 
totally and for ever dissolved. 

“ It is, ill other words, saying, that because 
a man once lic.ionged to a body, or asseiu!>iy7 
he nittst always belong to it, 
is, that body, or asseml^, is extinct. No 
matter, s.ays this proc'.'.iualion, it must con¬ 
tinue for the purposes of proscription, out¬ 
lawry, despotism, and punishment, although, 
in truth and in fact, it has no longer any real 
cxeistence. Such is this attempt to extend a 
tlc-jiotu; sliitiitc. 

^ “ It Is easy to see through this machinery. 
This is ,ni ellbrt to extend, by equitable con¬ 
struction, a most penal, unconstitutional, and 
despotic suunte, beyond the letter and even 
the -pint 111 the Act. Bad as that letter and 
spirit aie m themselves, they arc not sufli- 
cietiily destnicfive to freedom for some of the 
advisers of Lord A.-glesey. 

“ The former I’loclamation I declared t<» 
be Consistent with law. This 1 affirm to go 
beyond the law, and to be an attempt to inaka 
a despotic autliority wliicli the law has not 
vested in any person. For the abase of the 
le'g.il po«er m the former Proclamation, the 
a>ivisers ot them might, if tlie Parliament 
^ thouglit lit, be, iin()eached. 1 have no hesita- 
poii ill saying lb.it tills Proclamation is iii 
itscll an impeachable offencej and the mo¬ 
ment 1 sec a jiopular House of Commons, 1 
pledge iny'self to bring it before that House, 
with a view to salutary piiiiislimeut. 

“ Let me, howevei, inform the jnihlic, that 
this I’i'uci.iniatioii does nut affect any meeting 
lor petition—at least that every peaceable 
meeting lor the purpose of petitioning, the 
P.irliarneiit may be held, notwithstanding this 
Priiclaniation. Let there be meetings of every 
trade, occupation, and ilistrict in Ireland, to 
petition for the Bepeal of the Union. Let 
there be a petition voted and transmitted by 
every jiarisli in Ireland—let the parishes in 
Dublin meet—let those who have already 
petitioned for the Repeal of the Union, meet 
again;; to petition for the removal of the Al¬ 
gerine advisers of these despotic Proclama¬ 
tions, 111 short, this is the time to meet 
again and again, to petition, and to show 
thereby that we are, not willing slaves. ' 

“ Every part of Europe, and of the civilised' 
world, is ill a progress to freedom. In Ire¬ 
land alone is it deemed wise to exercise de¬ 
spotic power. People of Ireland, patience— 
obey the law—resort to no vh^eiice, to no 

secret societies—patience ! obey the law_ 

and, believe me, that those who now insult a 
loyal anil a pe^eable nation will _fail in their 
endeavours to obstruct us in our determina¬ 
tion to obtain legislative independence.

other political nuisances; but when the liberty 
of tlie press is assailed, it is necessary to bring 
forth tliC great moneyed luu rcsts, the men 
whose opinions would he likely to intlnciicc 
special juries, 'i'licrc is an appearance of tins 
description in the Chainlier of Coiiimerce ;

‘‘ But it the Press he assailed—if the perse- 
cntinn e&teiids to the last hope of freedom, 
the I’ll ss—that instant 1 will nse dll tlie ener¬ 
gies of mv mind, and whatever iiiQuence I 
1 the power of tlie jiapcr- 

makei's, and produce a general gold currency, 

“ 1 do hope th.it, il my Jears aie realised, 
and thdithe Press .sliall lie assailed, tlierewill 
mil he ill one week alter a single bank-note 
III circulLitioii. 

“ I cannot conclude even this letter without 
cautioning the people against secret societies 
—.sgsiiiist illegal oaths—and against every 
speeiis of violence, tnmuU, or outr.age. The 
lejieal of ihe Uiiinti cannot he Jong delayed 
hy their enemies; hut it may be fatally re¬ 
tarded by the miscondutt of the people thciu- 
sehes'.

ENGLAND. _ --

Brother SoF;|t»rttERS, 

You have now read the whole of the 
forcu;oing(lociiment.s ; you must clearly 
sec tliat it i.s the people of Ireland, and 
not any demaf/offue, or as.socialion of 
demago'rue.'i, as the ^impudent va^^a*'- 
bonds of loan-jobbers and tax-eaters 
call till those who have an objection to 
be ."clibed of the la.st penny of their 
carnino^s. It is the constant practice of 
these iinpudeti., vagabonds to represent 
all those who have the spirit to oppose 
the measures by which they fatten 3 it 
is their constant practice to represent 
all such men, as men destitnte of for~ 
time and of character. ^Vhat, then, is 
it that can give these men such enor¬ 
mous power over the minds of the 
people ? Their arguments must he 
powerful indeed, if the organs be so 
very contemptible. But, Corruption 
lies in her hetirt; the organs are desti¬ 
tute of neither property nor character j 
but still the weight of these, in addition 
to all the talent that they possess, and 
all the Just confidence that the people 
place in their Judgment, would be 
nothing at all, were there not good 
grounds for the proposition^ that they 
advocate; in short, if the people of 
Ireland were not cordiiilly for the repeal 
of the Union, could the Paget-Stanley- 
Proclaniations have been necessary ? 
Could it have been necessary to prevent, 
by force, peojde from dining or break¬ 
fasting together ? 

It is dlear, then, brother tax-payers, 
that it is the Irish people who call for 
a’repeal of the Union; and supposing 
them to understand their interests, let 
us now see whether our interests would 
not be advancetf by the same measure. 

I have always been for a dissolution of 
this Union, because 1 thought that such 
di^otution would be for the benefit of 
England as well as Ireland. In the 
ReyUHr before the last, 1 gave what I 
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deemed some %'ery cogent reasons in 
favour of this dissolution. I showed 
clearly how the union robbed Ireland 
of the main part of its resources, and 
how it made the people tlie most 
wretched upon the face of the earth I 
sho'we(> J^()\v it reduced to hog-food, and 
liog-food aloiT?, +110 people wljose labour 
.sent forth bacon, porj^ beef, mutton, and 
butter, in hundreds of ship-load--, to 
feed other nations. In the space of one 
month (last spring), more than nine 
thousand Irish hogs, /it for the knife, 
jKissed through one single turnpikc- 
gafce^at Speen IJjH, near Newbury, in 
llorkshire. When I was at Bristol, 
last sprigg, I every day saw droves of 
fat hogs jfnd fat sheep landed at that 
town from Cork. Nearly the whole of 
Lancashire, and a great part of York- 
sliire, are fed by Ireland, down to the 
very eygs them.selves. I have heard of 
a man at Manchester wiio imports Irish 
eggs to the amount of forty thousand 
pounds a-year. In short, with the 
exception, of the soldiers, tiie tax- 
eaters of various descriptions, and com- 
paiMiively a few persons in trade, with 
tlie e.xceptioo of these the laborious 
people of this productive country never 
taste flour in any shape ; never taste 
meat of any .sortj never taste even a 
miserable egg. Their only food is that 
damned root which it has been sought 
to render the food of the working peo¬ 
ple of England ; but to whicli food llicy 
have, 1 tlj/mk God, shown that they 
will not submit. 

Now, is there any man who will look 
me in the face and say that the people 
of Ireland oiiglit to be made to live 
thus ? Is there any EnglisJmian who 
will say that he would assi*.! to kill the 
Irish*unless they will consent to live 
thus ? A tax-eater base enough to say 
this may be found j but to be found no 
such man is, who lives upon the fruit 
of his own labour. For my part, iny 
astonishment is that any Englishman 
can be found, who does not live upon 
the taxes, who is not fur a repeal of 
the union with Ireland. It is very well 
known that, in many instances,violences 
in Kent, and other counties, and that 
even fires have taken place, as a punish¬ 


ment inHieted 'on farmers and gentle¬ 
men jor ciiiploffitif/ Irish labourers ; 
[and, observe, our labourers have conn- 
[ tenanced in the commission of these 
violences on this account by the mem¬ 
bers of parliament theiiiselves, who, 
in their speeches in I’.irliament have, 
a hundred times over, represented this 
inundation of Irish labourers as a great 
evil, and esjiecially as one eause of the 
sufferings of the people of England. 
They, the English laiulowuers, and 
Burdett particularly, Iiave represented 
tlic.se Irish labourers as interlopers who 
come and take away all the advantage 
of the harvest from the Eiiglisli la¬ 
bourers. This has been repeatedly the 
talk in the House of Cummons fur 
years past. Is it any wonder, then, 
that the English labourers should have 
risen upon the Irish labourers and their 
employers ? Here, then, is clearly one 
cause of the union of the two countries. 
The taxes, tithes, and rents are brought 
hither j the hucon, the pork, tlie flour, • 
the butter, the poultry, the eggs, come 
hither, and the sturdiest of the Irish 
labourers come hither in order to get 
their teeth stuck into some portion of 
them. Now, a repeal of the union 
would, to a certainty, produce a repeal 
of the Church establislnncnt there 5 
and thus all the tithes would he left in 
tlie country. The Irish tax-eater.s would 
live in Ireland, for the greater part, 
at any rate; and tiie I’arliamcut being 
restored to Ireland would keep a large 
part of the land-owners constantly 
there.

Jbu the proposition is not true : it is 
not true tliat England has gained, or 
can gain, by tlie sufferings of Ireland! 
proceeding from this source. That 
measure which is called the union j 
that unnatural alliance; that dog and 
cat marri.ago; that unholy junction, 
which w.%s effected by means never to 
be thought of without feelings of horror] 
this measure took place just about 
thirty-one years ago ; and from that 
day to this day, .England has been be¬ 
coming weaker and weaker with regard 
to foreign powers j and more con¬ 
temptible in the eyes of the worhj; her 
burdens more and more oppressive, 
and her people more and more misera¬ 
ble and discontented. I do notprcteiul 
to say tlnat all, or any-tbing like all, tlie 
sufferings of the people of England, and 
the Io.S 5 of character to the country, 
have arisen from the union; there are 
numerous causes of these Inmeniable 
and dt^raeefal consequences; but 
there can be no doubt in the mind of 
any man that the union with Ireland 
has been one of those causes. Without 
that union there must long ago have 
been a repeal q/ the Protestant 
Mstablishment, which is the great curse 
of Ireland. Without that union there 
never could have been the necessity for 
the terribly coercive measures which 
have been adopted and enforced in that 
country. There is not one Englishman 
out of ^fty thousand, or owt of a hun- 


measure, had been adopted only' .six 
years, when the sun-ftet and snn-rise 
hili iras passed by the uniterl Parlia¬ 
ment, but to operate in Ireland only. 
Now, let me fit it to any English 
farmer, for instance^ how he would like 
to be treated in the manner that Irish 
farmers h.-ive been treated. Men should 
do by othens as they would be do.ne 
unto; and if they fail to do this, very 
frequently, they are sure to get punLshed 
first or la.st. Let us sec, then, how the 
English farmer would relish the sun-set 
and sun-rise bill; suppose a law were 
passed to authori.se the King, or rather, 
his Mini'^ters, to issue at their discretion 
a Proclamation, forbidding all the 
peo;!le of any county, or of all the 
counties, of England, to quit their 
houses for more than fifteen minutes at 
anyone time, between sun-set and sun¬ 
rise, and to keep this prohibition in force 
for any Iciigtb of time that they pleased; 
suppose tliat, during this proliibition, 
men or women might be brought before 
two justices of the peace, conjointly 
with a barrister appointed by the Go¬ 
vernment, and be by them imprisoned 
at discretion, or TRANbPORTIil^FOR 
SEVEN YKVRS; and this, too, ob¬ 
serve, WITHOUT TRIAL BY JURY. 
Yes, English fafnier, suppose yourself 
and every member of your family, liable 
to be transported for seven years, for 
being out of your house for fifteen 
minutes together between sun-sot and 
sun-rise ! Suppose this; say that you 
would like it ; and then join the Bloody 
Old Times newspaper in vilifying Mr. 
O'Conhell, and in calling upon the 
Government to send an additional army 
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to make the Irish content without a re¬ 
peal of the union. 

I shall be told that this terrible 
power, that this horrible discretion, 
was intended as a tetnporary measure : 
I kiK)w it, or, at least, 1 believe It ; but 
I know that it hrts lasted twenty-four 
years. I shall be told that it was in¬ 
tended just to keep'^the country quiet 
till the all-conciliating measure of Ca- 
tliolic Emancipation should be adopted ■, 
but that measure has been adopted, 
mid tlie terrible sunset and sunrise law j 
has. not been repeflied. I shall be told 
that tfiis terrible law was a law of ne¬ 
cessity ill order to prevent the greater 
evil of open rebellion. 1 may well 
admit that be true; for what can j 
you want more as a proof of the mis¬ 
chiefs attending this union? Tlie 
union has lasted thirty-one years j and, 
if, at the end of the thirty-one years 
•uch% law BE NECESSARY in order 
to pre.serve the country from ojieii re 
bellion, have we not here a complete 
jiroof that that union has tended to 
disturb Ireland and to injure and weak¬ 
en the whole kingdom ? Anil, on the 
other hand, if the Hloodv Old Times 
as.sert that the existence of this terrible 
law be NOT NECESSARY, then let it 
employ its elegant pen in eulogizing 
the character .and disposition of those 
by wliom Ireland has been governed for 
the last thirty-one years. 

But to judge of the effects of the 
Union, what need have we of more than 
the Paget-Stanley-Proclamalions, which 
we have now read. The justiiicatiou of 
these proclamations, and of the mea¬ 
sures adopted in consequence of them 
the plea of the Government, is the old 
standing plea for all such acts; namely, 
NECESSITY. In^ the famously-fine 
speech of Mr. O’Connell you find the 
speech of Stanley, the speech of the 
ManiuCss of Anglesey, the speech of 
Lord Brougham, and the speeches of 
several others condemning the law un¬ 
der which these proclamations have 
been made, and consenting to it only as 
a temporary measure to afford security 
while the Emancipntion bill was passing 
and being carried into effect. The Eman¬ 
cipation bill has been carried into effect; 


and nowit is found neces-saryto perpetu¬ 
ate this terrible law, in order to prevent a 
repeal of the union, which, as I said 
before, means, in other words, a totai 
\ abolition of tillus and a repeal of the 
\ church establishment in Ireland. And, 
to effect this purpose, the l&w is neces¬ 
sary : there can be no doubt of that; 
.and something besides the enforcement 
of tliis law will be necessary ; there can 
be no doubt of this; but the question 
for us Englishmen to decide i-,, uhc.l'ier 
\ it he for our adoantaoe, that IMr. O'Con¬ 
nell and the Irish people, should hnally 
succeed or be lin.ally .subdued ; and for 
my own part, I have no hesitation in 
Stiyiiig that I do most earnestly pray for 
the former, anil that 1 do most anxious¬ 
ly hope, that the Governmeut and the 
parliaruent will give way, and will 
adopt itseries of such measures as shall 
franquillisc Ireland in reality, and unite 
it in heart, instead of name, with this 
kingdom. 

There are, however, writers enough, 
and there will be, I dare say, talkers 
enough, to urge them to follow a di¬ 
rectly contrary course. These thought¬ 
less and mercenary and barbarous scribes 
are crying out for force. Their phrase 
is, “ If we must jight for it we must.” 
If'liey are for war agjuast Ireland j they 
are for sending-over Englishmen to cut 
the throats of the Irish ; they are for 
uniting the two nations by making their 
blood run in one common stream. 
“ Fight for it”! my friends? Fight for 
what ? Why, fight for the church 
establishment of Ireland 5 for that is the 
re.\l bone of contention. Fight for the 
religion of the church of England! 
Oil I no 1 for not one m.an ouj^ of ten 
belongs to that religion *in Ireland. All 
the rest disown it. All the rest deem it 
a thing erroneous, when they give it 
the very mildest epithet. All the rest 
fly from it, as from something to which 
they have a horrible dislike. It is not, 
therefore, for this that these bloody- 
mindeif men would have us fight. It is 
to uphold and enforce^Jhe laws relating 
to tithes and to ecclesiastical property. 
It is to compel the Irish to pay those 
tithes against which wc in England are 
petitioning from one end of the country 
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to the other: to compel them to submit this wouhl cost something, I hike it: 


to those tithes and church rates, which 
■We, tliouijh under circumstances not a 
thousandth part so irritatint^ and so 
galling', find to be absolutely insupport¬ 
able. This is what these men would 
have ns fight for ; for as to separ.iting 
England from Ireland, the charge against 
Mr. O’Connell and the peojile in this 
respect is as false and foul as any that 
ever issued from the lungs of corrup¬ 
tion. 

that it is proposed to commence this 
famousfor tithes and church land; 
to be kept in the hands of a few fauiilie.: 
that now possess and have so long [los 
sessed them? In what a state of thing' 
is it that this fight is to he commencei 
and to he carried on ? England hersel 
is in a charming situation for making 
war upon Ireland, for upholding tithes;', 
or for any other purpose. France is 
marching on through the bankmptcie.s 
of loan-mongering Ministers to a repub¬ 
lic, taking the successful rcvoltersof Bel¬ 
gium under her wing; and this too amid-st 
the shouts of a thousand to one of |the 
English nation. The English labourers 
have issued their firoclamation against 
the infernal potatoes and saltj and, 
these stupid and bloody men imaging 
that they will go and compel the Irisl 
to live upon potatoes ! 

Hut for it! ” Suppose we 

were to fight, and were to triumph j 
and suppose this triumph to be as corn- 
jdete as tliese bloody men could wish it 
to be. The Bloody Old Times suggests 
that an absolute power of dungeonin 
bill should be passed for Irclaiui, and 
that Members of Parliament should hr 
as liable to b€ shut np as other men: 
that is to say, the bloody thing proposes 
that Mr. O Connell should be seized 
at once, and shut up in a dungeon. 
Well, now, suppose the Whigs to do this 
first, and then su])pose an English am’ a 
ScUtch army to go over, kill two or three 
hundred thousand Irish with as much 
facility as Bobad^obtained his victories, 
and make the rest of the people live in 
slavery and misery as complete us ever j 
suppose all this to be accomplished, 
and thatrii supposing a prodigious deal 31 


and that cost would assuredly full upon 
us. 'J'he cost of only one campaign would 
be, first and last, not less than about 
fifty millions of pounds slerlin^ ! There 
would be spies and informers by whole 
bands to pay ; there woultl b(f remune- 
j ration for losses sustained 3 rewards for 
I loyalty innumerifble, and in amount 
i prodigious 5 pensions for woimdod, 
for widows and orphans, 
short, a new national debt 
created and all for tlig sake of up- 
I holding tithes 3 all* for the sake of 
upholding that by which millioTiS are 
made miscralile for the sake of suppijrt - 
ing liic S[)icn(l()ur of a few families, 

Tlie end, .however, does not come, 
notwithstanding this. Tlio country 
must he laid desolate; it must be made 
unproductive and worth nothing; 01- 
Ihere must be a force mninlaiaed to 
keep the people in subjection. Mf it 
require thirty tiiousand soldiers now, it 
will require si.Ktv thousand after this 
tight, to keep tlu; [leople in a state of 
obedience. So that the fight is not 
all: there are taxes and debt that hang 
to I he tail of the fight, U'-. we now HikI 
them hanging to tlie tail of the glorious 
victory of Waterloo. 

Such would be the consequences of 
victory; those of defeat I must leave 
others to describe. But have I de¬ 
scribed all the consequences ? Have I, 
above all other men living, forgotten 
that there is paper-money in Ireland ? 
iiye, and in England too! Oh, no f 
And who is there that does not know 
that a fighting for it would reduce this 
paper, in an instant, to a state inferior 
to that of its p.arent, rags ? Iii short, 
t is impossible for the paper-money to 
circulate in Ireland for one moment 
after men begin soberly to anticipate a 
ight. Y^ou have seen that Mr. O’Con¬ 
nell, at the close of his second letter, 
inserted in this Register,) notifies, 
hat if the Government proceed to a 
suppression of the Tress, he shall re¬ 
commend an universal rejection of the 
rags ! That would be eilectunl for the 
putting a stop to their circulation. The 
;ontagion would reach England imme¬ 
diately, and put a couipiete stop 
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to the circulation of Walter Scott’s 
favourite money in Scotland It 
nuu'h more easy to conceive than it 
would be safe to describe all the conse¬ 
quences iffear and remote of the blowing 
up of this paper system. That state of 
barter to within forty-eight hours of 
wliicli Liverpool's ministry had brought 
us, would certainly arrive ; and the sort 
of barter which would be carried on 
between the labourers, on the one side, 
and the parsons, farmers, land-owners, 
and land-jobbexs, on theotner side, it is 
quit^ amusing to (fontemplate. Barter 
incanJT'giving one thing for another j 
and, as the labourers would want 
victuals, 'drink, tiring, clothing, and 
bedding, and would have nothing to 
give in return, they would do, doubtless, 
as tlieir “ belteis" have done } that 
to .say, pay in promises; but, in the 
mean time they must take the commo¬ 
dities ! Thus reverting to the ])ristine 
law; tlie law of nature, wdiich, as dip¬ 
lomatists term it, is the droit du plus 
fort, or, in plain English, the right of 
ruight; whifd), indeed, is the very law 
to winch the Bloody Old news¬ 

paper IS now appealing against Mr. 
O’t’oniicll and the Irish people. 

I’hus, then, this lighting for it is a 
matter worth thinking about twice be¬ 
fore it be once attempted ; the light is 
not all. 'I’lie victory, if one, does not 
end ; and it may, as we have seen, 
produce a complete revolution in pro¬ 
perty. It may cause food, raiment, 
houses, and even land to exchange mas¬ 
ters-, and all this lisk is to be run 
merely for the sake of comjielling peo¬ 
ple to pay tithes ; for, 1 repeal it over 
and over again, this is the great, and the 
only great, ground of the ciuarrel. I 
trust that the Ministers w'dl reject with 
scorn the advice of these mercenary and 
sanguinary men ; that they will speedily 
check the violent torrent of the I’agct 
and Stanley eloquence ; that they will 
let pcoj>le breakfast and dine where 
they please, and eat and drink and .say 
what they please ; that they will make 
as many appeals as they like to reason ; 
that they will, in short, if they lind the 
people bent upon a repeal of the union, 
reply to them, successfully if they can, 
by fact and by argument; and if they 


I find themselves defeated here, silence 
them by granting their prayer. For 
my own part, being perfectly con¬ 
vinced that Ireland never can know 
tranquillity as long as the Established 
Church shall exjst there ^ being also 
convinced that a repeal of the unio# 
would also produce a repeal of that 
establishment; to tiie prayers of the op¬ 
pressed people of Ireland and their 
faithful and truly pious priests, will 
always, with regard to this matter, be 
added the humble and earnest prayer of

The reader will, doubtless^ wonder 
what this appellation can mean. The 
affair is this : on the 17tb in.stant there

Mr. Wakley 
was called to the Chair. After the 
opening bf the business by the Chair¬ 
man, with that great ability which he . 
always discovers, Mr. Mitchell made 
his statement relative to tlie expenses of 
the Preston Election, from which it ap¬ 
peared that the total amount of sub¬ 
scriptions received was 4211. 3*. 5t/.

The petitions from various parts 
of the country would there be collected and 
analysed-, ainl on show nights, as they 
were called, honest Members of Parlia¬ 
ment would be furnished with the means 
of making a powerfui impression in the 
House. The ofiice would likewise .^Svlford 
protection to maiiv oppressed individuals 
in remote parts of the country, again^t the 
estahli'.iK'd village tyyraiits whose'power was 
now, he hojicd. fast drawing to a dose. He 
entreated them lu look at what had been 
accomplished by the Parliamentary Office in 
Dublin, Would they allow it to he said that 
the most intelleetunl nation in the world siiould 
remain so kuig behind the Irish as to pcrViiit 
more time to elapse without adopting that 
most wise and efficient measure. (Applause) 
He next proceeded to express his joy at Mr. 
Auwood's accession to the cause ot Radical 
Reform, and dwelling upon the importance of 
his testimony in favour ot the establi.shiiiciit 
of a Parliamentary OHic-c. He then conclud¬ 
ed by moving the following Resolution :— 
“ That, for the purpose of siqqilying and dis- 
semiiiaiing all uselul, political, and, more 
especially.

Tha Resolution teas then put by the 
CHAIRMAN, who observed, in reference to 
his name havinr been originally amonsst 
those by whom the inten^ea measure was to 
be carried into effect«>thatjie did nut desire 
to withdraw his name from indifference to the 
good cause —he earnestly wished to promote 
any-thing calculated to advance Parliamentary 
Reform ; but he scarcely hoped that even by 
that establishment a^y-tliing very considera¬ 
ble ceuld be effected. The people of Euglaud 
were aTinust in arms for their rights, and he 
feared that if the Govern meat diil not propose 
some musfr important change, peace would 
be at an eud' in England. He thought that 
matters were approaching to such a crisis, 
that an establish iiieiit of that nature could not 
be matured before its services wouid be una¬ 
vailing. in the ruurse of these remark.s he 
cumpUiiied of the MCj^lcct of the ;ntblic press 
tnanifested towards Mr. O' Connell, Mr. Hume, 
and those other Members of the Mouse of 
Cuminuns who spoke the sentiniciits of tlie 
people. 

Mr. Mirciicil. by no means concurred in 
the opinion of the Uuiit man us to the efficiency 
of such un office. 

Mr. Benuow thought that Members of Par- 
linment ought not to he employed in establish¬ 
ing such an office. 

In that suggestion the Chairman fully con¬ 
curred, anil the names were omitted ac¬ 
cordingly as above stated. 

The (luestioii was then put and agreed to. 

Mr. Cleave, in moving another Resolution, j 
which is given underneath, stated that the 
Parliamentary Office in Ireland was su|>- 
pressed, and, therefore, the greater was the 
necessity for some bond of union in England, 
for the declaration of public opinion, before 
an Algerine Act should he passed in this coun¬ 
try. lie then moved that “ This Meeting is 
“ of opinion that the friends of Radical Re- 

form should make every possible exertion to 
“ protnote subscriptions, to cover the expenses 
“ incurred at the recent election at Preston, in 
" order that the honest electors of that town 
“ may be hereafter free to act with like inde- 
“ pendence and success at future elections." 

Mr. Lyne seconded the above. 

Mr, Mitchell rose for the purpose of con¬ 
tradicting a mbieprerenfaftoR which had gone 
abroad in the newspapers, respecting a pas¬ 
sage in a speech of Mr. Hunt’s at Pretou. 
It had been attributed to Mr. Huut that he 
would support the rights of the Aristocracy 
with his best blood. Me said uu such thing ; 
what he did say was, that as a Member of 
Parliament, he was bound ie support the rights 
ef all—even the just'i^Afs of the Aristocracy 
~-but in maintaining the rights of the people, 
he was prepared to shed his best blood, and to 


devote his best energies to 'strip the .\ris. 
tocracy of that which they wrung from the toil 
and sweat of tlie lahouiriug classes. 

Thanks were then voted to the Chairman, 
for which he made suitable acknowledgiueuts, 
and the Meeting broke up at a quarter past 
eleven. 

Upon reading this, the first thing 
suggested by one's hopes is, that the 
whole is a hoax on the part of some 
plnce-hunting reporther, who sees that 
a Radical Reform would speedily 
snatch from him all chance of going to 
the colonies to swagger nbuui (ludt his 
time drunk) at the expense of tlte in¬ 
dustrious jicople of Englntui. 1 his is 
what hope would fain suggCvSt to us j 
but upon inquiry, I grieve to find, that 
it is, alas! no hoax, but a melancholy 
reality. To be sure, that which is liere 
related by Mr. Ly.ne is quite astounding. 
That Mr. HnNT “ .vAoiced him, in tiie 
most satisfactory manner," that lie 
could not get tlirouglx “ onc-Jifth of 
the business," and that a P.ahmambnt- 
A«v Office was absolutely necessary" 
to him ; and that there fay an ohhya- 
tiun on all the friends of freedom to AID 
in promoting ihi.s object! J^et us .‘qill 
hope that Mr. Lynk has been misre- 
preseuted by the reporther: let us hope, 
at any rate, that tiic poor and public- 
spirited men and women of Preston will 
not have the mortification to hear those 
sounds of sad foreboding j these fal¬ 
tering ucceuis of anticipated failure 
those sighs heaved up by conscious want 
of ability, or want of iowetkiny else. 
which it w'ould, after all that has been 
promised to us and hoped by us, break 
one's heart to name : let us hope, that at 
any rate, these dismal tidings are not 
destined to reach the ears of our .sfdritcd 
friends at Preston (ep[a;cially tlie wo¬ 
men) ; and, if they must reach them at 
last, let us, oh ! let us hope and pray, 
that it will not be at the tnomeiit 
when they are hanging about their 
necks the “ image and superscript ion " 
of him to whom a “ Piirliamcntarjr 
Office "• is “ aisofafe/^ necessary!” As 
to other matters, they must take the lot 
of human kind; but I pray God to 
spare those excellent people this mur¬ 
derous mortification !—I need not add 
how happy 1 shoulti btb aftcf all, to 
find^tbis whole thing to be a hoax. 
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FOREIG^J AFFAIRS.

Nothing is now tiilketl of bat the ne-, 
cessiiy of going to war for the national j 
honour, and the hopes of the people 
have never been so buoyant as at this 
moment, since the formation of the Rc- 
jmblic.” Until now, every (hing has 
been retrograding and conforming into 
the worst possible state, in the name of 
“onler”; this watoli-word of the funding- 
interest, who call themselves the indus¬ 
trious and respectable part of society, 
is forced to give way to that of the««- 
tional honour, though it might make 
liead against that of tflory. And, now, 
after the exposiues which have taken | 
place of the tame sentiments of the go¬ 
vernment, ihc fear for this most essential l 
point of all has fairly roused the whole! 
nation. Tim Press being first 5Ui)prcssed i 
to such an extent as it is, the Cliambers| 
arc working away in weeding out liberty 
from all llie institutions, with pretty 
much of security, and would inevitably 
jmrscvcfc if they were not thwarted by 
the consequences of the favourite dispo¬ 
sition ofthe nation being rallied by the 
alarm I have mentioned. 

All last week the diplomatic confer¬ 
ences which had come to light with 
regard to IJelgium were exciting all 
parties in various ways. Tlie peojilefelt 
imlignant in common with the people 
of Ik-lgium, at the answers given to M. 
Kogier, the Relgiaii linvoy, who has 
been here begging Inf a king, no mat¬ 
ter whether joung or old. And the 
Government have been splitting with 
rage thj^t the communications held, 
with him shouM be m.ade public, and ! 
that all llie bartering, haggling, hesitat-j 
ing, and goi''..ppiiig about the various 
little Princes and Princesses to be Kings 
and Queens of lielgium, should be laid 
before the people, however “ sovereigi ” 
thcySrtiay be. Not being able to pun¬ 
ish the Congress at Brussels for look¬ 
ing into these matters, some parties 
blame the diphunatic committee for 
laying the documents before them; but 
the parties most interested blame the 
poor Envoy for his indiscretion in wri¬ 
ting all he knew. It has been denied 


I that he confined himself (o the truth j 
however, this is not believed, of course * 
and the people are extremely glad to 
find that they can debate upon the 
reasons of state in the selection of their 
kings : tliey like the “indiscretion” of M. 
Uogier, and it is by no means likely that 
he will be replaced by one who would 
i prevent them from peeping behind the 
curtain. 

Tliesc exposures have been brought 
forth by the Government itself, wlio have 
shown their courtesy tn. the English 
Government, and thdr unwillingness to 
offend that which is the most luiteful 
thing existing in the eyes of the people 
of countries, namely, the Eiiglisb 
aristocracy. For it does not appear 
that there was ,iny disposition to pry 
into the negociations bj' the Congress 
of Brussels, untd the coldness was dis¬ 
covered on the part of this Government, 
which it manifested towards the wi.slics 
of the Congress after their rejection of the 
plan for settling Saxk-Cohouki, upon 
them. The refusal ot the second son of 
the King, which appeared to them so 
palpably leaguing with the English Go¬ 
vernment, and so unreasonable, and at 
the same time so cowardly, appears to- 
have provoked the provisional govern¬ 
ment and the Congress to apfieal to 
the people of both nations, ami to rouse 
all their passions, by exposing, with tlie 
refusal, the willingness to see thein 
have a German Prince, to whom would 
be sent in three or four years’time, if he 
I behaved well, a French Princess, both 
j Prince ami Princess not old enough even 
to be married. The suggestion of the 
Duke dc Leuchtenberg seems to have 
been made as a hint, ami the uncharita¬ 
ble sentence pronounced upon it by the 
King has served to thicken the mess. 

So that, some parties now urge the 
Belgians to declare the Duke de Leuch¬ 
tenberg, if not the Duke de Reichstadt ; 
others, to decl.are a republic. The 
Buonapartists and Republicans both 
cheer them on, in order to stimulate 
this government to become independent, 
and discontented with the English, 
which they know it must if Belgium 
W'ould prove independent of the French, 

On Saturday last a debate arose upon 
this subject, and upon the foreign policy 
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of the government generally, upon the 
jiresentutinn of a petition from an advo¬ 
cate at Moils, which i^'as for the union 
of Belgium to ^'rarice. Upon this oc¬ 
casion two speeches were made, by 
Genecal Lamarque and M. Maugin, 
which have produced a great stir, and 
are admired by every-body. In these 
speeches the foreign ii^mister was in¬ 
vited to deny some of me sentiments 
attributed to him by M. llogier, espe¬ 
cially those wliich show deference to 
the. principles the English Govern¬ 
ment j but the minister did not give the 
negative in satisfactory terms. These 
opinions, you should understand, of the 
distrust wliich should be entertained 
towards the Eriglisli, were expressly 
confined to the government, and not 
extended at all to the people. 

The recognition received from Russia 
was also dwelt upon, as a thing which 
the government ought to he ashamed 
of, because it was not received, nor 
sent, till after the news liad reached the 
autocrat of the revolution in Boland. 
It was maintained, tlicrefore, that a 
base de-icrtion of Poland was to lie the 
price «)f this recognition, and the cause 
of the Poles was held up to tlie .symp.i- 
thy wf this nation. Upoi tins subject, 
however, tiie orator-s did not go the 
length of the opinions which are gene- ^ 
rally entertained by the people, and 
which are, that the govermnent have 
some grounil for congratulating them¬ 
selves on the recognition, and that it 
was not entirely owing to the alhvirs in 
Poland. The people ask whetlier, if 
J*olifjnue had been executed, that recog¬ 
nition would have been made, revolu¬ 
tion in Poland or no revolution; and 
wliethcr it would not have been, at all 
events, after the news of the sentences 
had reached St. Petersburg ? But, for 
the go^rnment to reap satisfaction 
from the recognition, tliey must ascribe 
it to their manngenieut in the affair of 
1‘olignac ; and for them to receive it so 
soon after the “ liappy ” termination of 
that affair, it must have been known at 
St. Petersburg that tlic affair wouhl so 
terminate. And the precautions which 
were taken here, and which were pro¬ 
bably known better at a distance than 
on the spot, could nut have failed to 


: convey the necessary assurances, and to 
j be perfectly well understood. In l*aris, 
these fn-ccautions were said to be taken 
against the “ Carlists,” the “ Austrians,’' 
tbe *' Jesuits,” and God knows what 
besides ; now, 1 leave yon to guesa 
against whom they were taken, when 
you know that the Natmial Guard 
were not supplied willi cartouches ! I 
was surpri.sed, jn walking along, to see 
liicse pitch their muskets close to the 
fires which tliey had on the places 
where they bivouticked; hut I found 
there was no danger, and that they 
were arineil witli buyunots only. 

Tlie manifesto of tlie Emperor of 
Russia, so taunting, not only to the Poles, 
but to the principles entert.ained by this 
country, that it can hardly be associated 
witli the recognition, and would rather 
show that tiic Autocrat had not .sense 
to make it on the ground of danger; on 
the contrary, every thing conllrms the 
siqqio.sitioii that there was an uiider- 
stunrling upon the affair of Pohgnac, 
that the feniiiniitioii of that uas to re¬ 
gulate the conduct of the Russian 
government. 

General Lifayette concluded the de¬ 
bate, by comparing Russia and Poland 
^ to England and ll.inovcr, and .suppose! 
(liat Eiiglisli troops would ne>’cr be scut 
to maintain liiut kingdom. Toe gwcrii- 
mmits, liowevcr, arc as much to be com¬ 
pared as tlic nations, for Lor<l (rrcnville 
formerly declared Hanover ns precious 
us llampshitc.

THE PRESS AND THE FfRES. 

1 TAM': the following excellent article 
from that most widely siircad of all 
new.spaper.s, Brlu’s Life in Lonuov. 
It is clever, acute, true, and public- 
spirited. Goodman, the poor rick-firing 
orphan, in Sussex, has, it is stated, now 
been rc.spiled during the King's plea¬ 
sure. So that here is a real incendiary, 
who, I believe, acknowledged having 
SiCt fivc fires, who is not to die, while 
Cooke, who knocked doten Bingham 
Baring, has been hanged! I arh glad 
however, that this poor, friendless or- 
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phan is to be spared, and exceedingly 
glad that / huve been the cause of it. 
From the moment that his ACCU¬ 
SATION OF aiB, certified by the 
llEVEHEND Henry John Rush, CU¬ 
RATE of Crowhurst, came forth, 1 
saw that the poor lad urns safe ; for, to 
heiieve the accusation^ and still to hang 
the accuser, would have been horrible 
indeed j so that, to hang tlie fire-selter, 
would have been to give the lie to his 
accusation, againM me ; and yet, how to 
save him ! How to spare the setter of 
five fires, while a man is hanged for 
knocking down JIingmam Baring ! I’he 
REVEREND Crowhurst curate was, 
I dare say, very little aware of the 
ditCMma that his certificate would cre¬ 
ate. But in this story every man of 
sense saw the ground-work for an attack 
upon the freedom of the press generally; 
and this is what is ably shown in the 
foUovvijig article:— 

About a foniipht or three weeks a^o, 
lad of the name o/ Goodman was f*iuud guilty 
at the bussex Assizes of settiii;; hre to some 
stacks ucar Battle. After he was .sentenced 
to deatli, he made a coufessiuu, tlioiigh how 
it was {irocurcd is not known, that he had 
been instigated to the atrocious act by a lec¬ 
ture of Mr, Cohbett's. He subsequently made 
u second confession, varying front tlie first, 
hut still cuiinectiQg tfte lecture with the con¬ 
ception ut the crime of ai son. Mr. Cobbett 
triumphantly reluted this confession, and 
showed that it was false and absurd ; that he 
hud never recommended the people to commit 
any such monstrous crime, iiur any crime of 
the sort, and that the whole was a fiction got 
up lor the purpose of throwing dirt iijxiii him, 
and through him upon the Press. 'I'liat cou- 
fession was, iii fact, eagerly laid hold of to 
abuse tlie lVes.s, and all the coiimiuiiuns in 
toe country were unhesitatingly attributed to 
the wiitiiig.s of Mr. Cuhbett, and of all those 
who honfsttg endeavour to expose abuses. In a 
niinilar manner,*aiid in a similar spirit, the 
liecurder said to Mr. Carlile, “ If men such 
as you ai« nut checked in time, it is utterly 
impossible to say where the tumults, disorders, 
and btiniiiigs wiU'tlave an end.” He added: 
** Lives have bei^ sacrificed to the laws of the 
country, owing to those excitements used by 
wiciMp and d^^isigiiiug persons to stir up tne 
peo^re to revolt and rebellion.” There can be 
iio doubt, tbc language generally held . 
by Judges And by men in power, that all the : 
evils^ all the riot and disturbance, which have' 
lately; rendered our country less conspicuous 
for^i^ternal tranquillity tlian for niany years 
are ascribeu by the upper classes to the i 
w^enc6 of the Press ; and there can be no! 
<fSlibt that the Recorder meant the language 


employed by the Press when he spoke of ex- 
ciltiiiients used Viy wicked and designing 
men. We know, and we never wish to con¬ 
ceal it either from dursetves or others, that 
the Press, particularly tho^ liberal and en¬ 
lightened part of the Press, which is the 
servant of the tone and temper of men's 
minds, which is on a level with the know¬ 
ledge of the day, and which moves with the 
progress of society, is in a state of open and 
avowed hostility to>f>Il stationary, unimproved, 
and unimprovalAe iustitutions ; and we know 
that the Press is made continually tu feel iu 
its turn the anger and the vengeance of all 
the patrons and organs of those institutions, 
such as Judges and lieraditary legislators. 
We believe, therefore, «hat these remarks of 
the Judge were intended to vituperate tint 
liberal Press—to hold it up to obloquy in the 
minds of the public—and tu bring reading 
newspap ers into discredit, as a Source of tur¬ 
bulence and disorder. We mean; therefore, 
to say a few words in vindication of the Press 
from the charge of haiing been instrumental 
in producing the late outrageous proceedings 
of the ignorant unreading peasantry. 

We are far from wishing to shield the Press 
from tlie imputation of liaving carried into 
every corner of the country the exposure!, that 
have recently been made of the extravagance 
of our fiovernrueut; we acknowledge the 
charge, that it has uourislied a growing dis¬ 
like to that dear law with wliich (he public 
is mocked, under the iiaineofthe Adniiiiistra- 
tion of Justice, reminding us of the disap- 
piiintinciit described by Alilton, when wliat 
seemed grapes turned to cinders in the 
mouth—tusinecures, pensions to Court I.adics 
and retired Ambassadors—to that sham sys¬ 
tem of rc])rcscutaiion which enables a fe\r 
Peers and the Goverumeiit to nominate a 
majority of the so called representatives oithe 
people; to this, and many mure similar ac- 
cusutiuiis, we readily plead guilty, knowing 
tliat such conduct will bo reckoned to us as a 
merit by our countrymen ; but we deny that 
the Press has in any niaiiiier encouraged or 
stimulated the ignorant peasantry to burn the 
hams and stacks of their masters. We have 
never seen, in any one periodical, except iu a 
few lines for which MK Carlile is to be jiu- 
nished, the least mark of approbation of 
aison. Never did wc see a hint tliat the 
condition of the labourer could be improved 
hy destroying the food and capital of the 
coiiiitiy. The Press, we admit, has, on many 
occasions, sh^iwa the incoiisisiencjn of the 
language held, and the cruelty of the sen¬ 
tences passed liY the Recorder; but, far from 
having auy indueiice on the people in ex¬ 
citing them tu outrage against the Judge, he 
walks the streets by night and by day un¬ 
harmed and unmolested. The Press has 
frequently exposed the monstrous evils which 
the legislature has brought on ail the in¬ 
dustrious classes by tampering with the cur¬ 
rency, altering every contract and every bar¬ 
gain in the kingdom, but its remarks never 
induce the suffering people to lay violent bauds 
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on Sir Robert Peel. That ignorant author of 
untold mischief to the peopts i« as securo in 
the miilst of them as the Editor of BeH's Li/e^ 
who is only known by eontributinj^ to 
their weekly amusement. For months dui 
the Duke of Welliiigtun stand in the way 
of Reform—for months was his conduct 
condemned by the Press; but never was 
an insult oflered to him till he had repeatedly 
tnitray^ed the people by dcnyiiiij their great 
sufTeringt and at length crushing, by a too 
notorious declaration, thcitr liopes that be 
wouhil at length relent aud ’b.sten to their 
jijyyers. Repeatedly of late has the Press 
exposed the prolligacy of Court Ladies—the 
mothers and daugliters of Nobility living on 
pensions wrung kutm the manow of tlie 
people. Even this da/onr paper contains an 
example 'of Crown jewels abstracted, anil of 
a father giving his daughter’s brilliants to his 
mistress j etsuugh, in all conscience, to rouse 
the itidiguatibii of a long-suffering people; 
but we have never heard that an attempt has 
lieen made to give any of these profligate 
courtezans a good docking under tiie pump. 
Of late too, tlie liberal Press has been un¬ 
sparing in holding up to public opprobrium 
the pluralities ot the llistiojis, their enormous 
wealth, extorted from the people under lalse 
pretences, .ind their gros-. neglect of duties, 
ibr pcrfoiniing wliicli they claim our 
reverence and our tribute. We remember 
that one of tliese Itishop'., a man in the full 
e'tijoynient of all the g-ood things of life, 
about SIX months ago, deiiounceil all the 
ainn.seincnts, and even the healthful recrea¬ 
tions of the people. For this lie was most 
iiieritedly, but unmi'ccifnll^ censured by the 
Press, if the Pi ■ess viished to excite the 
]>eopie to violence, it miglit jirobably have 
induced them to make a l)utch roast of the 
IJishop, or drevs him in ins own fat; but he 
yet lives, as sleek and comfortHble o$ if he 
bad never censured taking the air on Sunday, 
and never written a jiamphlet almniig all 
otlier Sunday amusements hut listening to 
the preacher. In fact, the Pres-, is a gene- 
ruus opponent. It seems its cnemie.s ol their 
danger. It makes nil its attacks lu front. 
Jt never stabs its o|)poneuC in secret. It is 
opposed to violence of all kinds, under what¬ 
ever pretext it may he u.sed. Its arms are 
exclusively those of reason, and it leaves 
force to the judge, to the executioner, and lo 
the war office. The only example we know, 
in which the popular opinions espoused by 
the Press have been coutiertcd with outrage, 
was the late attack on the Duke of Newcastle, 
at Newark. Rut, if there ever was a case in 
which a long-suffering and ill-trcated race of 
men, de-cribed a-, the property of this vveak- 
minded Duke, could find an apology for in- 
digoatlon, it was this. They, however, 
revenged private injuries, not ]iublic wrongs. 
We affirm, then, and we appeal to our readers 
for the correctness of our assertioi^, that the 
Press has never recommended violence or de¬ 
fended outrage, and that the opinions it has 
of late most warmly advocated ^ave not in 
any manucr been connected wil^ viideace«-~ 


I Can those who vituperate the* Press say so 
' much P IJas nut the Legistature rung Session 
after Session with the cotnplaints against the 
farmers for paying wages out of the pour^ratesP 
Did not'an Ex Judge, three weeks ago, con¬ 
demn the farmers for this practice, in the 
House of Lords? Did nut the Duke, of Wel¬ 
lington, iu the teeth of all the Press con¬ 
demn the use of niaeliiuery last session 
of Parliament ? All these things ImptUiQ- 
ed : the sentiments of our Ministers and law¬ 
makers were wafted to every corner of thfr 
country, and now we have the peasantry break- 
' ing the marhinery ol tlie fai’nieis and setting 
I tire to tlie projierty of those who pay wages 
1 out of Poor Rates. One man, who was parti-' 
' euiarly obnoxious on account of his petty op- 
! pression, was shot at. U not this connection 
more intimate than that between tbu ohser- 
I vations of the Press concerning P.irliiimentary 
I Reform and the acts of I he peasantry ? Again, 
j last session of Jbirliainent, Mr. Littleton, and 
' scveriil other Members of Parliament, drew 
a irightfiil picture of the exactions of certain 
master iiiaiiiifacturers. He conjured up all 
the horrors practised in all tititlTordshirc; aud 
bis speech, I'aithfiilly rcjiorted, is said to have 
I been widely circulated in the uianiifactiiring 
I districts, ^'his session lie has renewed the 
same specics f warfare, and ln.s tirades have 
been spread far and wide in the maiinfm’tiir- 
iiig disiricis. 1'hero, too, wc have the men 
quarrelling with their masters, and there we 
find the hnud of an assassin taking the life of 
a master. Let our Irgislaiors and judges say 
that their ahiindant vituperation of oppressive 
musters is [icrfectly innocent of the murder of 
Mr. Ashton; can confidently cxoncratft 
the Press from having, in any inuiiner, ex¬ 
cited the people to commit that atrocious 
crime. We will say further, tliat the law¬ 
maker and the judge know no other means of 
obtaining their cuds than violence mid terror, 
and we would fain learn from Mr Recorder 
Knowlys, or tliat wise man Mr. Trevor, 
whetliir the peasantry have acte.l on their 
priuci[)les, and imitated their examples, or 
liavp i)(>en led lij' the Press, which uses only 
•Soft words, 'and appeals only to reason ? Wc 
ileplore, as inuili as the Recorder or Lord 
Wyiiford, the present state of the country ; 
but we affirm, let who w ill be the author of 
it, that the Press has been lu no wisowiiistru- 
menlul in bringing it aboiit. tVe trust man¬ 
kind, therefore, will not be scared by the 
censure of, judges or the vitiqicration of 
parsons from the ronfidcnce which they now 
repose iu their daily and weekly instructions, 
and which we hone’.tly believe they well de-

most disadvantageous effect with rC' 
gard to the new ministry. As long us 
the hanging was confined to the crime 
of anon, the people pitied and mourned, 
consideHng the cruel lives which the 


sufferers had led. They mourned hnw> 
ever in Silence. The considerate deeply 
regretted, while the selfish timid ac¬ 
quiesced in the necessity; but when the 
commissioners came ta Hampshire, 
where no man was even tried for onon, 
and where a wltdle half dozen were left 
to be hanged under acts of parliament 
neither of which was more thnn about 
twenty years old, every mouth was 
opened with expressions of dismay and 
horror-; and when the bloody Times 
newspaper communj^ted the intelli¬ 
gence of a hanging OT Coovkr and of 
Cook, never shall I forget the' excla¬ 
mations of tlm people.

To THR Xmrovrisiis of England. 


Here, my friends, you see the origin 
of property, wliich word means a 
thing which belongs to a person’s 
ielf, and a thing that nobody else has 
any right io. But, observe, Stiles 
had no property in the crop till he 
created it by hts labour ^ and that, 
therefore, labour, and labour only, is 
the Sole foundatfi^n of any property 
whatsoever, hfon’s firht duty, ilrcn, is 
to labour in some way or other in order 
to raise his means of li\ing. If his 
father, for instance, have laboured be¬ 
fore him, and has given or left hint the 
fruit of his labour, be has ns good a 
right to that os if it were the truit of 
his own labour ; a man’s next duty is, 
to refrain from taking by force or by 
fraud the propeity of another man) 
for, to protect men in the enjoyment of 
their pro|;erty xvus the great end in 
forming civil society. Perhaps it would 
not be dithcuU to prove, that men who 
are compelled to work fur their bread, 
are, provided they earn a sufficiency of 
food and of raiment and other necea 
snries of life, as happy and even happiei 
than those who are not compelled to 
work for their bread ^ but at any rate 
such is the nature of things, such is the 
order of the world, that there always 
have been and always must be some 
very rich and some very poor, and great 
multitodes nolrich $ but in a just state 
of things, there never will be great 
multitudes steeped in poverty. The 
order of the world demands that some 
shall think, while others work; that 
some shall make and execute the laws 
to which alt are to yield obedience. 
Poverty, therefore, even in its extreme 
state, gixps no mao a right to view his 
rich neighbour iX'ith nn evil eye, much 
less to do him mischief on account of 
hts riches. If the laws be impartial in 
themselves, and be executed with im> 
partiality, every man’s conscience will 
mU him, that it is his bounden duty to 
;^ld them a cheerful obedience, and 
'flpirther, to yield respect and honour to 
those wha.iire charged with the execu'^ 
tion of the jktws. 

Such are the great duties of all men 
an civil societyj and Qod forbid that 
these pndcipiea he rooted 
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out of the hearts of the very best and 
most virtuous of all mankind, the agri> 
ciiUui'nl labourers of this land, so fa¬ 
voured by Gqd AJmighty, and for so 
many ages the freest and happiest 
country in the world! ' But, my ffieads, 
men did not enter into clvit soeibty for 
the purpose of bringing upon them¬ 
selves datkt only: they bad another 
object; nkmely, that of creating and 
enjoying rigiAi$, Just, indeed, as we 
have seen in the case of John Stiles, 
\vho had his crop of \^eat taken away 
by tlie stronger niai|||SSukes, who left 
him nothing but a few wheel-ba'rrows 
full of accursed potatoes, and all their 
natuial consequences, poverty of blood, 
leprosy, scrofula, pottle-belly, anti 
swelled heels! Now, whenever civil 
Society produces such a state of thing**, 
when a laborious man like John btiles 
is treated In the same way that Nokes 
treated him, that civil society has not 
ansvveretl Its purpose. Labour, us we 
have seen, was the foundation of all 
property, ami must alw.iy.s be the 
foundation of property. Tlie labourer, 
tliereforc, has a property in his labour; 
and, us St. Janies says in his Epistle, 
and ns Moses and Jesus Christ 
himself say, to rob the labourer of 
his hire, that is to say,' to take from 
him or to withhold from him the due 
reward of his labour, is the greatest 
crime that man can commit against 
God. 

The riff hif of the labourer are, first, 
have food, raiment, fuel lodging, m^i- 
cal and spiritual comfort, in return fur 
his labour, and all these, too, in qtiantity 
and quality sufficient for the preserva¬ 
tion of his life, health, and vigour. 
Next, if he be unable to work, unable 
to earn a sufficiency for his family, or 
unable to obtain work so as to obtain 
that sufficiency j in either of these cases, 
he and his family haven right to have 
a sufficiency supplied out of the super¬ 
fluities of those to. wliom the law of 
civil society has secured more than they 
want. This claim of the poor man is, 
as Judge Ulaekstone slattw, founded in 
die v*fy first jprineiple dtvfl society; 
for it caatioi be believed that meniHCaa 
hayen^enidd to enter> civil aodetyfor 
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any purpose other than that of the benefit 
of the whole j it cannot be believetl that a 
iniltion of men, for instaace/enteretl into 
civil society in order that a couple of 
tliousand should iiave all tlu: meat and 
all the bread and all the good clothing, 
and that all the rest should live upon 
potatoes aud go covered with niiaer^le 
rags. No roan upon earth, unless he be 
one who livestipon tlie labour of others, 
will pretend to believe that roen entered 
ioto civil society, in order that those 
who did noowork," that led idle lives, 
that created noting, should have breail 
and hour and beer and clothing and all 
sorts of good things, a hundred times 
more tlmn they wanted; while those 
that laboured and made all these things, 
were compelled to live upon a miserable 
watery root, or die with starvation. 

Such are thedutiet and such the ria its 
of labouring men. Our forefathers, who 
well understood those duties pnd those 
rights, cheerfully performed the one 
and amply enjoyed the other. They 
bad an abundance of meat, of bread, 
and of all the tiruits of the earth; they 
were clothed throughout in good wo(tI- 
len uud linen; they had great store of 
household goods and of every<thing to 
make life easy and pleasant j and when 
old age or widowhood, or the orphan 
state, or accident, or any circumstance 
producing indigence, befel them, the 
priest of the parish maintained them 
out of the tithes, administering to their 
wants as the law enjoined, ** with bis 
** own hands In charity, i.iunility, and 
“ mercy ” And this, observe, was a 
RIGHT which they enjoyed, and that, 
too, a right as perfect as that of ntiy 
mao to his house or his land. When 
Our country was bereft, by means which 
I have not how the room to describe, 
of that species of protection for the 
poor, the poor-law was passed lo supply 
the place of thoi protuctiphto para-

1 was jirevented from so 
doing hy the speech of the Alderman, 
which, in point of length, exceeded that 
of the time that I had to spare. To- 
<lay I have voted in accoril.ince with 
my Orst intention ; and, if you will be 
'SO kind as to give me the room, 1 will 
state to you, and through you to my 
brother Liverymen, mg reasons for giv¬ 
ing this vote, which reasons are as fol¬ 
lows: 

1 have known Sir Janies Shaw rather 
Oiore than thirty years ; and I never have 
known a man of more ttprightness and 
more benevolence, completely sev 'red 
frfthi all ostentation, 1 have known 
Stiver^ of his acts, cither of which 
I add lustra to the brightest cha- 
I hav$ never been what can be 
called intimatf with hin^; our ndqaafnr 
tancesliip arose from his visjlmg an 
American gentleman, a con^uion friend, 


at my house, in the year 1800; w'e soon 
became opposed to each other in politics; 
hut. though we had not spoken to each 
other for some years, he came to see me 
when I was in prisoHy (ind, upon leaving 
that |)rison,l found tliat thmigh Messrs* 
Ahlennan Wood and ClooDBminnn had 
greatly ioterc-sted themselves f^r me, it 
was to him that 1 owed a great part oi 
the indulgent treatment that L e.xpcri- 
cnced, to which there belonged this 
I additional merit, that he does not, even 
to this hour, knoW tluU I ^ver was ap- 
prihcd of his beiievolenjphitcrference. 

Still, Sir, notwjthstaihling these ■con'* 
siderations, which hy most men will be 
considered sntficient to deternnne my 
choice, in a case where the office to be 
obtained has apparent connexion 
with political principles or cpiise- 
quence«, if 1 had seen in his opponent 
a man nnexctjttionable in other respects, 
and of my own political principles, I 
fehbuld have deemed it my duty to vote 
for that opponent; because the happi¬ 
ness and honour of our country ought, 
in my opinion, to be preferred before 
e\ery good of a nature more confined. 

But, Sir, do I see in Mr. Waithman 
a man of niy political principles ? Tho 
great principle is, and has been, in this 
country, fur years, the absplnle aecvsdty 
o f a radical reform of the Parliament. 
To that principle Mr. Waithman is a 
greater enemy than Sir James Shaw, in 
just that degree that open is lc*s in¬ 
jurious than disguised enmity. When 
Mr. Waithman was Slieriff, he refused 
to call a meeliiig for reform in the 
county of Middlesex, though the re¬ 
quisition, most numerously and re¬ 
spectably sigiled, was carried him by 
Major Cartwright.

forgotten thi«,'fti»i his throwiag off the 
vtil (perhaps wo<3 a thami), and 
coming oat again with more front than 
ever, as soon us he had compouitded for 
hh tiM? And have we forgotten hi<« 
refusal to listen to tAe Mutditrs in tlie 
cose of the granrl vcmtemfiilated job for 
ilanghlering cnH/e by ttraw ; and have 
we so soon l^ffgotteu the figure his 
name makes in the Appendix to the 
Parliaolentary fieport on that curious 
matter? And can we have forgotten 
his conduct with respect lo the City 
Meeting fur the purpose of applauding 
the h'lench for their last glorious 
achievement ? And, looking at these 
things, or at any one of a scoie others 
that 1 might mention, are men to be 
accused of "politicalapostavy,'' because 
they prefer the consistent, the sincere,

The letter arrived too late, I suppose, 
for insertion in the Chronicle of the 
27th. At the (.lose of the poll, on 
Wednesday, just after 1 came away, the 
spcech'iiiaking began, and WAirtiMVN 
again accused his o}>|)one'its, and me 
amongst the rest, of political aposta^, 
and even of “ rauh conspiracy."

niaiui. Mr. O’CoDiicll may be much nearer 
in bringing auiifusion on tlie country than 
ever, in his must sanguine monneiits, he could 
ha\e imagined. Cinulars, we know, liavr 
lieeu sent by one great house, and perhaps by 
others, in the corn-trade, to their (actors.and 
correspondents in the country, intimating 
that tor the present they must suspend all 
business—that they will not accept <iuy bills 
—in toairqueiife of t*ie panic ci rated by Mr. 
O’Coriiiell. The Bank* in Dulitiu, including 
the Bank of Ireland, have declined the most 
solvent bills—and there is a great gloom this 
day ’■pread over the city. ” The arrests," 
says The Morning Rifitater, “ for the con- 
spiracv to evade or defeat Ihe Loid Licn- 
teiiaiit’s Pniclamatlon, caused Bank Stock to 
fall S per cent, yesterday. Bo much for the 
wisdom of the arrests !’’ 

We are suiprised tliat The Register, which, 
at least, knows something oi the operations OS 
trade, and the delicacy ot public credit, and 
the causes which have produced the present 
alarm, should have let uut such a paragraph 
as this. Every-thing has iiillen, as well as 
Bank Stock, in consequence of tlie appre¬ 
hended srufcity of money Irom Mr. (>*Cun- 
iiell’s threat. 

The Banks have almost declined discounts 
ing. Government stock has fallen less in 
priqiortiun than other securities, because the 
EngtUh market js open ; but tbe merchant 
who is foroed to tell bis hank iitucfc, which 
cannot be tent to England, was obliged to 
sulsinit to a reducUuo of three per cent.; for 
the same reason, Governnsent Dehenturei 
have fallen much more than Stock. The best 
informed persons consider, that but fiw the 
I^dndou market being open, GovermneutSecit- 
ritlee wguld be frotn live to ten per cent, 
lower than in Englaind.

1 am bound to say that I am perfectly con¬ 
vinced that the priucipal motive of the most 
active advisers of thi» miserable prusecuthm 
is to prevent m« from attending in my jAaea- 
to describe and denounce the despotic^ arbl- 
traiy, and most uidlecessary meuauces that 
hava'bten resorted to in Ireland. 

It would sot be couveniefit laradlne arch- 
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Jobbers in Ireland, wlio contrive to stick their 
families, Itke leeches, to suck the 
blood of Ireland, to have t?ie eK.]>0se all the 
details of that species <■( poCutalion niuch 
cuiiclif‘s one family at the expense of pn Iiu- 
povrrUhed and exhausted country. 

Jlut there is one priitie grievance Which, 
above all things, it is my duty to cx|Kise-^thc 
vestry cesses and the titjne system, in all niy 
addresses to you bcfofe iny election, 1 veu- 
tnred to prophesy tliat the time was fast 
a|iprosching wbeu the pe«>ple of England 
would join with ns iu a loud and irresistible 
demand for the total ahohtioii of the tithe 
system. 

That salutary cry has commenced In Eng¬ 
land. It is bfgiuiiiiig to he re-cclmed in a 
proper and legal niHuncr iu Ireland. The 
accuuipU..hnienc of inv prophecy is last ap¬ 
proaching. I) 1 shall be perinitted to do iny 
duty iu Parliaiuent this Session, I hope thar 
this must important rc'^ult will he advanced ; 
but, after all, it only by the repeal of the 
Union that we can look with certainty fur the 
tufll aholitiou of tithes. 

This is one oi the great reasons why I insist 
upon that repeal. Indeed, the Repeal of the 
Union Is the great and really healing measure 
which alone is calculated to lunii the havis, 
aod raise the su)ierstructnre ol prosperity in 
Ireland. Witlioiii it, distress must accuniu- 
late; poverty must increase ^ famine and pes- 
tileuce, which are yonrly taking a wider range, 
must becouic almost universal; and Ireland 
must become ti solitude or a slaughier-huuse. 
1 bay this advisedly. 

Rut the Repeal of the Uiiioii terrifies the 
sordid aristocratic absentees, and especially 
the bloated plnralUts of the Established 
Church, who shudder lest vre Radical Reform¬ 
ers and auti'Uuioiiists should realnec our plan, 
of the pay meut by the State of all such of the 
Protestant Clergy as really perform 'spiritual 
functions, in an ample pr(>|M>rtiua to their real 
labours, and not paying at all those who do no 
work. 

Ik is, however, thought wise and prudent to 
keep me out of the House of Coamiojis this 
Session, ami, accordingly, this strange prose, 
cutiou has heeii gut up against me. 

I feel it my duty to give you this outline of 
the niutivgg that have, i am convinced, insti¬ 
gated the advisert ui this prosecution. Let 
me remind you that it requires nut only a Re¬ 
former hut a Lawyer, to speak iu the House 
with effect on the subject of the late Proclania- 
tioui, and, in particular, to expose the illegal

late ^dtnfnistration declared that they

to be beliped. It would be impossible to 
give the same cttd(t to the Whrgs. Accord¬ 


ingly I do anticipate, that in myabscucefrom 
the House there will be some new, and pro¬ 
bably more severe Algerine acts (as they hai'e 
been called) introtluPed by the Whi^s. Mark 
me qjell, recollect my praphecy—jou will 
h-iVe the Whigs Introduce some delusive mea¬ 
sure—Sfine tiibbling at the Sahle'.tingact—• 
it will, pg|babty, be suiue agnavjition tube 
styled ah amendmenti There unit be an altera- 
ilou iu'ihe Vestry Bill; that probably will 
make it worse than it now |s. There will be 
some little peddliug about corporation mono¬ 
polies, and a grand inquiry, bi last three 
years longer, uito foils and customs—and 
these mighty boons will be c^msaiiiiiiated by 
some law creating a Dictatorship, or sonie- 
tliing of tiiat kind, in Irdand. Believe me I 
.shall prove a trtie prophet. 

Presene this piopliecy—and you will find 
that ii)j words will prove true, nr, if not quite 
accurate, it is only because 1 pyftbably un¬ 
derrate the baseness of some of the Whigs. 

If 1 am prevented from attending in my 
place ill parimiiient—if the voice xf almost 
universal Ireland be, imiiy^iersoiJ, su)>prussed 
—do not, indeed you caiiuot, blame me. 

But 1 should he to hlanis* if 1 in anywise 
transgressed the law. 1 am a lawyer ol great 
experience in the Criminal Law, and never 
wav there a man more determined not to 
transgress that law than 1 was and am. My 
constant adiicc to the piople tor the last 
tweiity-Hie years always was, as it still is, 
nut to' violate (be law in any one particular. 1 
should, therefore, be both abs|ird and i nminal 
i( I violated it myself iutenlioual y; and if it 
he said that I have violated it uniiitentioiially, 
then, indetd, there is a deinonstration of the 
eiiurmous absurdity of our Penal Code—of its 
uiiiuteUigibility, of its capariciousness, when 
a lawyer of :i0 years’ st'imhug, deterimued not 
to violate the law, and knowing bis every 
action to be watched, has yet, in presiiice of < 
his etieiiiies, put himself into their power. 

What'a happy elucidation It would be, of 
that which I have so often complained of and 
exposed—under the title given to it by the 
illustrious and immortal Bcntliam—of Judge- 
ihade Law. 

[tut, iny friends, 1 can assure you, that, 
without the must violent coiitortimi of every- 
tldiig that has hitherto been considered as 
fixed law, and stated to be vuch by the most 
yenerable auibontics aniungst the English 
Judges, if is utterly impossible to sustaiu this 
prosecution. 

There must be, 1 assure you, the most au- 
jdacious perversion of fact, and a still more 
fiagraut violation of law—things, the happen¬ 
ing of which f certniiily do not at all antici¬ 
pate—if this prosecution doe* not totally and 
ludicronsly fail. I teil you as a lawyer and 
as a mau, that I am entitled to au acquittal, 
iiven ou this Showing of myeneutiefi them- 
selve*. 

1 owe it to you, my constituent*, to show 
you tbal 1 bhve not in anyone.resptot violated 
the taw ; nay, that, in fact, am not even 
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accused of ati) -things which can Justly iecnlla 
a violation of the law. 

The charge against me «u the sjUy warram 
is split into two parts. They arc, as usual 
with absutd charts, contradictury of each 
other, 'I'he fits! is for having dmbeifed the 
Proclamations 11 There hi a charge Fur you 
OB which to arrest the man who ba| the high 
honour of heioji the chosen Representative of 
your county. The second is fur having evaded 
the same Ppoclaniatlous. Now, if 1 disobeyed 
the Proclamations, )t is clear that 1 did noi 
evade them t aud if I only evaded the Pro 
clatnaiious, it ia equally clear 1 did not disobey 
them. 

This contr^iction is, to be biire, rather a 
glaring one; hut ato matter. The entire 
may serve the purpose of keeping me from 
exposing, lu my ^ace in Parliaincnt, the 
fatal aud foolish proceedings of some of our 
rulers. • 

But I proceed to show you the futility oi 
those charges 

The first is, that I disobeyed a Prociama. 
tion. 1 have two answers to this charge. 

1 he first is, that it ts quite untrue. It is 
rjuite false that 1 disobeyed all, or any of 
them. There is nut the least foundation of 
f.ict m this charge, 

The second answer is, that even if I had 
disobeyed any or alt of the Pioclaiiiatioiis, I 
should not have been guilty of any oflenre, 
unless I came within the terms of the act, 
called the Algerine Act—winch, observe, it is 
not pretended or alleged that 1 have done. 

Thus, my friends, I tell you, that this 
prusccutioij IS unfoutidul in two respects— 
first, III point of fact; aud, secondly, in point 
of law. 

The fact is for a Jury—all I could desire, if 
it were to go to a Jury, would he a fair aud 
impartial Jury—that is, I should desire—aud 

wPh SLub a Jury—-- 

The law, however, is so plainly with ntd, 
that it will be intelligible to everybody. 

1 utterly deny that it is any crime or offence 
to oppose or disobey even a lawful Proclaiua- 

tiOD. 

I know that the reverse was oner decided— 
hut it w.is derided—where, think you? In 
the Star'Chainber. 

That decision has, until a very modern 
time, and, indeed, witli the single ciirept^n 
of one briefless English Barrister, ,been held 
in utter contempt. 1 would wager any man a 
thousand pounds to a shilling, that one of. 
the leg<il advisers of the Crown ferretted out a 
passage in the work of a modern Barrister— 
and without examining its slender foiiDdattoo, 
nor the palpable manner in which this Bai'- 
ristcr croutradicts lifuiself-rtbey iiave insti¬ 
tuted the present prosecution upon no better 
authority, with the lippe of reviving NoTniNu 

LESS TUAN THE StAR CBiAM«ea LaIV. 

1 (liiiik I know the Calibre pf some that 
underhand advised this pfdceeding, and f 
cannot coucehe any-tblttg idoire likely to 


fascinate suih persons os even a chance of 
reviving an obsuirte tles[tbtlsiu. 

It is indeed part Of history, and a remark* 
able fact, that Lord Cuko, when Chief Jus* 
ticc, was cAnie<.tly urgwd by the Crown to 
give an opiniuu in favour of the validity of 
Proclamations. 'I'he conduct, nn Chat bc«a- 
sion, of the then Solicitor General, the tho» 
celebrated Lord Bacon— 

•« -- — .... - Who shmed, 

The msett, briyktest, meanest, of maokiod 
is well known for hi* servility nnd audacity. 
He endeavoured to cable, bribe, or terriiy 
Lord Coke into a deciaration that the law 
justified the infliiction of puuishment fbr 
liulatiiig a Proctaaiatiou ; Hiit, aUhungh the 
Judges were then removeable at pleasure. 
Lord Coke, to his eternal honour, resisted. 

This Is not the place to quote passages of 
law, bur I cannot resist nuoititg here the ab¬ 
stract of Lord Coke's opinion, as gtveii in a 
work of the highest authority, called ComyiCs 
Digest, Here is the passage ' 

“ The King cannot create an orVEWCu by 
“ Proclamation ; and, therefore, imthing'^ll 
“ he pumshable after a Proclanuthon vmkk 
" was not so btfoie," 

1 need not say any mure to show that is 
cannot he puui*hahle as an offence to disobey 
a Proclam itiuii. 1.therefore laugh to scorn 
the charge against me of “ disobeying a Pro¬ 
clamation ; ” and 1 could defy ^be powers 
of human ingenuity to create a scrap of 
“ JcLce-MiuB Law ” to suit this uccasioo. 
But really tins i< not all. The act wiiicli 
tiabics a Lord Lieutenant to use arbitrary, 
and, indeed, despotic power over all meetings, 
IS in Its nature sufficientiy severe and gufli. 
cicutly uuconstitutioiml not to have it extend¬ 
ed one iota by construction. It is really most 
monstrous to talk of txtci.ding its effects by 
aii> construction; and I trust that the day 
wifi shortly aiiiic when the ical advisers of 
III* prubtciition, and of the Proclamations, 
will meet the pnnishiniMit they so justly merit. 

In fhe quaint language and latiuity of Lord 
Joke, it is said “ tliot all iudictinents conclude 
eontia Itgein et conmetudwetn, or contra leges 
et stntuta. But never was seep any indict¬ 
ment to conclude—confra regtam proeta- 
maliontm." , 

We are, I suppose, soon to see suib an iu- 
dieftnent—anouiei* bad pre(edent»to be added 
0 those already fqriii$heJ*by the Whigs when 
ill office. 

Leaving this first charge to shift for itself 
.midst the monstrous novelties of Whig li¬ 
berality—a liberal, wide, and universal ex¬ 
tension of a most peuai and restrictive statute 
—a species of Whig anomaly in our law— 
Leavtug it to siii/P for itself, J icunie to the 
second charge. 

It is no less than this—“ of a con<piraeyi» 
evade the Ptoclnmatien t There is a cri¬ 
minal charge in a country calling itself free- 
evading a Proclamatiun ! I I 
I did think' badly of the Whrgs, hut really 
tliii'ixceeds all tlicir 
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spiracy to cviulc a Pi-i'clarrtalion. Wby^ if I 
(li&ohey«(l it, surelj 1 did not evade 
then rtiiiie<; tins ndinirable ie^ldifemina. The

this— 

A Proclamatiou issdes — I ^isohcy it — 
putijshiiu'ut lor that. W«il» I do not disobey 
It. Wliy, then, 1 evade it'i-puiiishnient for 
that again. 'J'hus, whether it he disobeyed 
or not, the only thin^certain istliepuuishineiit. 

Tor committmif what is ealU-a a criine-<- 
puiiibhiueut—tor not cotfiinittiu^ that crime— 
puiiishmeiit aj|;&ui« Really, really, this is a 
little too bad. 

1 will pat tills matter for one moment iu 
another point of view. T<> esade a I’roclama 
tioQ is to avoid obeying It; but for avoiding 
to disobey it there is to be an indictment— 
that is, for not perpetrating what is called a 
crime. Who ever yet heard of an indictment 
for evading to steal a horse f But this is a 
ludicrous mockery. 

I'licrc is, however, one curious eoiiictdence 
between the charge o( a conspiracy to evade 
tlieT'rurlamation and the aceusatitm brought 
in Ileleiuin against the celebrated l)e Potter. 

Dc Putter is well known to have been an 
ardent enemy to the oppressions whicii ids 
eoiiiitry siipered from the nefarious union with 
IJoiiand, ami fnim the grinding and insulting 
natme <>1 the Dutch superiority. He struggled 
strongly and perseveriogly against the griev¬ 
ances wliicli bis native country sustained from 
the insolent doiDitiation oi strangers. He 
was closely watched. The law of libel, the 
sedition law, were both excessively set ere— 
as severe as with us—but De Potter, who 
sought ameliuratiunsouly by peaceable means, 
took care not to violate the law. Yet it was 
doteriniiied to auiiiliilate him one way or the 
Other. 

Whenever power is determined to crush a 
man “ at all luizaids,'* it never wants a pre¬ 
text. They could not, it is true, indict Dc 
Putter upon any known law. What did the 
lawycrliiigs of the Dutch King do.* Will yon 
believe it, reader.* They actually indicted 
him for a conspiracy to evade the laws of libel 
and sedition, cw to that etfect. TlicUench was 
packed; he was tried and sentenced to banish- 
ment. 

1 he coiacidence is only in the charge. 1 
have not the talents nor the nseful patriotism 
of De Potter, but f rival him in three things. 
First, in the enthiisiattic love 1 bear to my 
ntihappy native land: secondly, in the ever- 
living detestation 1 bear to the oppressions 
cad grievances under which she labours pand 
tbirs^t^in the rancorous and laallgnaut batre 1 
boroirbivvants hie by the enemies of my native 

Vbero the cnotparifioP ends. De Potter was 
itOt long in ban^hment. The men whoaf- 
Aiccted his couhtry became too oiBrageuuaiy 
tyrannical, and were expelled-. He returned; 
bat, to his immortal honour be it smiken, he 
forgot; tbf injury Win, and forgave ail 
bis enemies. 


This trumping up of a ridicuhms charge of 
conspiracy is therefore nut new. The case of 
De Potter is, as we lawyers s.iy, quite in 
point; hut its results are widely different. 

1 camiot, my friends, conjecture why this 
De Potter charge sfaouhl be brought agaiiivt 
me. • I wilt not do the legal advisers of Lord 
Anglesey the gross iujustice to suppose that 
tliey BpeculateiF either on tjia Cou.-t or the. 
Jury. That would be an injustice of which I 
would not dii'Octiy or iuditectiy accuse them ; 
hut, if they had so speculated, they would 
speculate badly, 

it is quite true that a former Court of 
King's Hcurli decided that the word “pre¬ 
tence ” in a criminal statute was perfectly 
synonymous with “piirpilfec.” That certainly 
was a wrong mcttstire, hut one which took 
place in angrjr times, and will never be quoted 
as a prsv Client fur i.iiitulioii. 

i h.-ive now, my friends, exposed to you 
llie nature of the '•barges against rue—their 
cuntradiciuin, and thti, total absuidity. 

i am not accused of any imnuir.il offence, 
of seditious speech or lihelioui language—stilt 
less am I accused of provokiii ; to outrage or 
breach of the peace. The fact simply is, that 
Lord Anglesey does not like dihcnssioii, and 
having made up his iirtid that there sliatl not 
be any, in any sliajie, that he dislikes—on he 
goes—that is all. 

Hut thii would he cruel, if it were not 
laughable. Here I-am striving for three 
tilings.—First, to abolish Tithes. Second, to 
lic'ktroy Coiporate Mono|>uhes. Third, to 
rt peal the IJuion- 

And endcavoming to do these things hy 
peaceable, legal, and coiisticiitioual means, 
and none other, 1 am set on and assailed as if 
It were a ctiiiie to love one’s ccyiitry, and to 
struggle honestly, faithfully, and disinterest¬ 
edly to serve her. and to seek peace, comfort, 
prosperi'y, and liberty for her mbabitants. 

My conaitueiits—my friends—he not dis¬ 
couraged. Patience— obedience to the l.iws— 
no illegal oaths—no sreret so(,ieties~no tur- 
bu’euce—DO violence—but at the same time 
peacedhle, legal, and constitmioual agit.ition. 
Let every parish, nay let every village meet. 
Lei there be a peutiori from every village, 
p’lrKh, town, and district.

Let them state that frelaud is an agricultural 
country, in a most depres«ed state, and, there¬ 
fore, requires that the agricultural produce 
should be relieved from all ecclesiastical 
burdens. 

l^et yonr ^leUtions stateihese three facts 

Fifst, That Ireland js Rie must fertile 
country in the work!—the mast productive fur 
her extent—(be best situate for industry and 
commerce, and yettbat'hbe is Ihe country in 
the world deriviog least benefit from these 
advantages. 

SecoDoly, That Ireland produces more of 
all the prima-nerefeBaries af life ^an any other 
oouniry under the sup, and that there Is no 
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o|her cmntey in iTbicIt the peuple receive so 
little of the liecessttries of life fur their use as 
Ireland. 

. Thirdly, That Ireland ha«, at one and the 
SR«ie time, die richest SsUblished Church in 
the world, and the poorest {wpulation, with 
the smallest Butaber uf votaries of the religioo 
of the State. 

Do not ask why tdl this is so. We do not 
govtri) ourselves. W« are g;t>veTOed and ma¬ 
naged by others. We are a province, when 
we ought to be a mition. 

Do not, th«ref(*re, ask why there ia so 
much misery and wne in Ireland, but seek \a(» 
amelioration through the only chauuel by 
which It can be obtainedr-thal of the Law 
•and Constitution ; alYd if I have any influence 
with you, now, at my instance, and for my 
sake, redouble your exertions, multiply your 
petitions, and determine never to relax until 
Ireland regains her Legislative tudepeiidence.

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Rkpkal op thk Union ; and, Irish 
Tithks. —Every word that is said upon 
these two important subjects becomes 
every day of more and more importance; 
and, therefore, men should read atten¬ 
tively all that they can spare time to 
read on both. 

Lord King had a Petition to present to 
their Lordships, on a very important subject, 
respecting which his opinions were quite at 
variance with those^ of tlie Petitioners. Wtien 
the measure of which they complaliictl—the 
Uuiou of Great Britain and Ireland, was under 
the consideration of the British Legislature^ 
be was opposed to it; because he did not wish 
the corruptions of England to be increased by 
those of Ireland. But he now feared that it 
wooid be a mischievous experiment to repeal 
that measure after such a lapse of time. He 
believed that Ireland would suffer greatly 
flrom the separRtion of the two cbuntiies, the 
snore to as they cotpdd be separaied only by 
means of w’ar», and to ^at k repeal of the 
Union woold .eertftiniy leaih If bhwere an 
irishman, be might perhaps be fndueed to 


consult his imtioual fveiiug, in opposition to 
hi* jndgmeur. But, although he knew little 
of Ireland iiiinsclf, aud from wliat lie did 
know, he believed its ruildltiou to be very 
wretched; yet be had heard that there had 
recently apjwarcd there some signs at ini- 
provement, to which Uip Repeal, desireil by 
petUiojters, would put a stop, by iinmediat^y 
checking the intruduetioii of English capital. 
Ills Lo^ship concluded by presenting Feti<; 
lions from the Papar-stuiuers, Carpet-weavers, 
and other Trades of tbe City of Kilkenny, 
praying for the Re(>eal of the Cuioti. 

[ Earl Darnlev concurred hilly in the opini¬ 
ons expressed by tii« noble Lord who had Just 
addressed their Lordships •, but he had dtifrred 
Irom that noble Lord when the Act of Ihuun 
was passed, for he (Earl DarnleJ') had advo¬ 
cated that measure, in the expectation tiiat 
beneflts to Ireland would result frotn ii,Ml)ich 
he hml not yet had the happiness to wiiuess. 
However, he Ijclieved that the good efFcct* 
would now be soon observed, us the healing 
measure which the Legislature h»d niuvt 
u iscly adopted in the last Session bad remOyed 
the ehief obstacles to tbe iniproveineut of that 
country. He was convinced that the repeal 
of the Uniuu wonld annihilate the iiicipiciit 
prosperity of Ireland. The individual who at 
present agitated that question had derived his 
importance from the injudicious attempt which 
had been made lo exclude him from the other 
House of Pdrlianient. No calamity could ho 
more destructive to the country.oi that indi- 
viduiil than bis efforts, should they be success' 
fill in repealing tbe Union. 

TITHES. — Lord Faknham moved foi'Re¬ 
turns respecting the Cotripusition orTithe.s iii 
Ireland, under tlie late Act of Farliament on 
tliat subject. Hp explained that tiie operatiou 
of that Act was greatly impeded I 13 ' the inunner 
in which the Select Vestries for scctling tlie 
compositicM) of tithes were constituted. The 
land of many parishes in Ireland was occupied 
principally in pasture, and in the cultivation 
of potatoes. Upon the hitter the whole burdeii 
of the tithes was thrown; so that the very 
poorest parishioners, to whom the putatoe laud 
chiefly belonged, paid the must purt of the 
tithes, from which tlie pasture hinds, always 
ill the hands of the richest parishioners, were 
wholly exempt. Hence it becanic^tbe interest 
of tbe Select Vestries, whiRb consisted of only 
twenty.five persons (they being of course the 
richest inhabitants), to oppose the composi¬ 
tion ; because that would equalize tlie biiideu 
betweeu them and their lelloiv-inbabifauts. 
To enable tbe pour of Ireland, whose advaiiiuge 
the Act was chiefly calculated to pruuiotc, to 
t>enefit by its provisions, it was iieccisary to 
enlarge the Vestries. Tie would intioduce a 
Bill to increase tbem to fifty parishioners, iu 
the course of the Session ; unless tlie Gpvera- 
meat, iu^bose bands, be would prefer to leRve 
the matllr, should themselves iulfoduce 
ainendioent. He would take that opportunity 
of statiog that, in. those caseitwbere ^he opera¬ 
tion of the Act was prcvchied bf tlthp-

owners, the oppusitinn was more frequently 
on the part ol' lay improprintors thnU' of the 
clergy. , 

Lord King had tto doiibt|^ that If tHbe'CAm* 
position were carried into id ,Irelnud 

upon fair terms, it would operate greatly to 
the advantage of the poorer eiasses $u Ireland, 
who would f get rid of tithe-gatfaeriog and 
proctors, and the whole harassing and ex¬ 
pensive machinery for the recovery of those 
vexatious claims. He held' in bis hands do¬ 
cuments respecting the tithes in six parishes 
of the county hf'Wicklow, of which the 
names were to him ntipronouoceable, occupy¬ 
ing a surface of upwards of 40,000 acres. In 
those parishes a meeting of 4,000 farmers was 
assembted to make a con>pusitioii with Arch¬ 
deacon Magee. The venerable Archdeacon 
not agreeing with the parishioners, resorted 
nut to the Consistory Court, but to the Court 
of Exchequer, as anording the most ex]>en' 
sive process for the recovery of bis tithes. 
His Lordship then read the following account 
furnished by the Archdeacon to one of those 
fanners

I instantly wrote a 
Hegisier, dated from Long Island, in 
which I proved its wickedness and its 
evil tendency. I was not listened to. 
And now I am to be quiet, am I, and 
hear it said in that same House of 
Commons that" passeil it, that it is 
unconstitutional,’’“ preposterous,’’and 
repugnant to “ common sense! ” Why 
was this not known then. 1 Why was 
this not. said ihm 1 The same snan 
' wlnaii^its and calls it by these namts 
noW^a^'fiti the House when it was 
pnssedd^md why did not he say these 
thin^^r{ll"#Aei» ? 

M^OBiidptlt pr^ented upet^n, which 
he’^nad tu stat^ *wlix most npnwrtmsiy and 
respectably sjgm^d—It WW from the rree- 
' holders (^tbd piri|h#..9t.<fMnea» in tbeciQi 
of West'ndastart ft-eomplalned of a great 


grievance—it complained of the deprivatina - 

an important national right—tba loss of which 
had nccationed much and serions discontent 
throtighddt many parishes of the Metropolis, 
and in various parts of the cottUtty. The 
grievance of which thepetiftoners- eOmplalned 
was the existence in their parish of, a self- 
elected Vestry. He was anxiu'us to take’, the 
earliest opportunity of stating, that on the 
very first day after the recess he n^eant to bring 
in a bill, the object of which would be to 
remedy the IfWls which formed the aubject of 
the present cbihplatnt. The hUt be intended 
m bring in would he modelledlipoo the former 
bill, or rathpr would be an exact counterpart 
of it, in the form it had bden presented before 
it underwent the amendnireats of a committee. 

He wished in an especial manner to call the 
attention of the House to the prayer of the 
present ,'>et)tion, for speb was the indignation 
which Select Vestries bad excited, that hp 
could not answer Cor the tranquillity of pa¬ 
rishes, if something speedy and decisive were 
not done' with a view to the modification of 
the present system. He was informed that 
many of the parishioners of St. James’s had 
expressed their determination not to pay rates 
unless the Select Vestry were abolished. 

Sir F. IluRDkrr said that Select Vestries 
were one of the practical grievances of the 
present day, constituting not only a grass via- 
lation of ecery constitutional prmcipte, (mi of 
every principle of common sense. There was 
soinuthing in them so preposterous, that an 
English House of Commons was calleduponto 
get rid of them at mce, and the mode of doing 
so was perfectly simple : it was by a. recur¬ 
rence to the ancient courtitutioaal principle, 
that no man was to be taxed without his owu 
consent. 

The petition was then ordered to be printed 

BoRoticrti OF Everuau.— -I noticu this 
in order to put sham-refornicrs upon 
record. Corruption is clearly proved; 
but/>»ccet/e«f.s prevent Reform. What 
can we expect from Reformers like 
Lord Jolm Russell. 

The Marquess of CiiANnos, in rising to 
make a motion on this subject, said, that the 
Committee appointed by the House had un¬ 
seated the Members that were returned, ou 
the ground of bribery t and with this clmrge ^ 
before the House, he certaihly thought that 
they were bound to consider whether a new 
election- sbofild be allowed to take place. The 
avideuce before the Cuminlttee bad not yet 
.been printed; but, at all events, it was known 
^that the Committee had decided against the 
two Members,gm tb^'ground of corruption; 
and tbiSj.he'contended, wm euough to call for 
the Intd^areuce of tbe.'|Hlouse, wheu it wan 
proposed td’eUtruat ,the borough again with, 
the rigbt of fetaraihg members. All that he 
at, present asked was, that a short time should 
(m alloWeil for the pri'nling'of the eyidebce, in 
Older'tlikt the House might Judge fox-itself; 
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and he tbould theref»re move, that tho Shaker 
dQ|»t|ie his warraut to fbe Clerk of the Crowa, 
to make out a tvpersedeat to the Writ that had 
beau issued for the eieotioa of two Members 
for the Borou^ of Evesham* 

Lord Geoana Lknhox secouded the motioo, 
and called the atteution of the House to a 
paper. si|;acd Edward protheroCt JuD.,'in 
which that sentlpiaan moile the following 
statementI plaioly acknowledge my de¬ 
sire to renew our connexion. There is no in¬ 
consistency ill this. With you, Gentleineuy 
1 never Uiid the slightest cause of dissatisfac¬ 
tion ; it is with the old system of your borough, 
with that unjust system which, after faitbtui 
and diligen^ services, accompanies by manly 
independence and disiuterestediicss iu every 
speech and eveiy vote, left me no hope of 
being le-elected, unless I condescended to 
traffic for my seat with those who bartered 
your privileges."—Wheu such a declaration 
as this was made by a gentleman who was 
well acquainted with the transactions of the 
borough, he thought that the House had 
pretty good evidence before it of what was 
the leal state of the case; and he therefore 
trusted that Lvcsliam would be disfrandiiscd, 
and the repiesentatiun given to some more 
worthy place. He begged, however, to say, 
that he himself personally knew nothing of 
Evesham, nor had he any acquaintance with 
the two gentlemen against whom the Com¬ 
mittee had decided. 

Mr. Ross said, that the sitting of jiaitkular 
Members, and ulterior procicdings ngairist a 
borougli for bribery, were two questions of a 
totally distinct character. 'I'hc honourable 
Meoilicr rcisirid to the ca'^cs of i’eiirhyii and 
Camelliird, as preti-ely similar cases, lii 
them linbeiy was pioved, and the House was 
called oil nut only to suspend the Wilts, but to 
disfianchisc the boiouglis. In Rveshaiu tlicre 
was 4'2(i voters, and of course they did not all 
votefor the sitting members ; but it had been 
proved tliat every one of the nou-icsideiit 
voters who did vote were bribed. Every one 
of them actually received a bribe. On these 
grounds he would support the motion of 
his nohle Fnend for superseding the writ, 
which would give the House an opportunity to 
inquire. 

Lord John Rus$cll meant, in the few 
words he -h uid address to the House, to con¬ 
fine himselfto the narrowest limits. Hesbould 
nutenter into the general question of Reform, 
nor assert that it would he improper to assent 
to the motion, because the House had already 
ordered the writ to issue. There were many 
rights to be cousiderCd before the House re¬ 
solved to suspend the writ. Au inquiry should 
be instituted, and evidence received, to avcer. 
tain it the Borough of Evesham were as cor* 
rapt as it vvas represented to be. There were , 
many points which the House ourht to inves¬ 
tigate ; fur be had always been of opinion that 
the Greuville Act, by the inquiries it instituted 
through Couimittfge, fr^queufy screened 
cases of bribery, afid preveoteu them from 


bdog so frequently brought lieforethe House, 
w they were before that Aetwas passed. The 
opinions of Election Cotntnittec.s were often, 
be thought, ao obstacle to those inquiries 
which the'House was bound to make intir 
cases of Corruptioii, The question, however, 
before' the House was wot vvhether an iuquky 
should npw lake place into tiie corrujaion of 
(he Borough of Evesham, but whether the 
issuing of the writ ahuuhl be suspended or 
not? The circumstances of the case were 
these That after an inquiry by a Coiiiinittee, 
that Committee had uul given the Chairinau 
instructions to propose that no new writ 
should issue. The first tluhg the House 
to look at muss be its own precedents. He had 
looked at the precedents quoted by the 
Honourable Member opposite (Mr. Ros^), and 
that Honourable Gentleman could uot deny 
that there were iiUmeroiia preceilents of the 
allegation of bribery made, against Members, 
and yet tlie writs for those places bad issued. 
There was no instance of a Committee re¬ 
porting merely against the Sitting Members, 
and on that re|iort the House suspending th« 
writ. To justify that, there must be some 
special report aganst the electors. It was 
only said uy some of the Mciubeis who com¬ 
posed the Election Committee that the <-a«e 
implied further corruption ; but that should 
be made a matter of special report before tiie 
House could be able to ait upon it. 'i'hc pre¬ 
cedents, then, were many in favour of issuing 
the writ. 

Lord Ai.'tiiOKS* agreed with his nubia 
Piicnd and the iiglit lioii. Guitleiiian, that 
till-, question was to be dei ided on the nairow 
ground of precedent; but that pricidents 
were not to be slavishly followed. '1 he House 
mustdciuie if precedents aiithuii'-ul the sus¬ 
pension of the writ, .and it was i matter of 
some importance that the House should not 
make a new precedent without due eoiisidcK- 
utioii. He did not think that the precodeiita 
quoted Iiy the right hon. Geiiikinau ju-titied 
the suspension of tlie writ. He dillciid from 
htui, because, in the two precedents he had 
quoted, both the Committees had reported 
against t he election. Iu the pn sent case, thu 
Repoit of the Committee was confined to 
censuring the Members. 'I’he right hoii'. 
Uentlemau saul, that Members of the Com¬ 
mittee complaincil of the aorruptibn being 
cxleiided to the Electors, but that was only 
the opinion of individual Members, as tiie 
Coinmiltee decided against a special Report. 
In the other rases quoted by the right hon. 
Gentleman, the Coininittecs bad made Special 
ReiHirts; but in those cases where Special 
Reports were nut made, and only the sitting 
Meinhers were unseated, the House bad never 
thought to suspend the writ. It was not ne¬ 
cessary for him to quote precedents of the 
kind from the Journals ; they weie so uume- 
rolls, that every Member roust know it wag 
continually customary for sitting Meiuberg 
to be unseated by the Report of the Coin- 
mittee, without the writ oeiug attt^udtd. 
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He did not coiisider it of an3r consf^ence I 
whether the wru were eu^peuded or not} * 
«ud if It wvrr the opiuiim of the House Hiat it 
bhuuld l>e suspended, lie fur ooe sbouhl not 
oppo'^e tlie su^pensiotu Xn (loih|f eer- 
taiiily it Wits his opioioa that they «^ld act 
against precedents, ati^ it was aeitber desir^ 
able uor necessary that the House should 
make any uew'precedeiits.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 

Tub Labourers. — Mr. Curteis, in 
preventings a petitiuii from Sussex, took 
occasion to make some observations on tlie 
state of tlie labouring poor, and decl.ircd he 
tied eon versed with many farmers, who one 
and all asserted timt ttiey never paid less than 
twelve shiitiiigs a week to any descriptiuH of 
labourers, whether maniedor single. For his 
part, rdthoogli it had been stated that he paid 
to his own labourers is. yrf. a flay, he iuvaria- 
bly pairl 3s., with tbh option of their taking 
piece work if they pleased. The agricultural 
interests were, howeser, in such a state of 
destitution, that fiiey must, would, and should 
be protected. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Bkiscor, iu alluding to the condition of 
the lahoureis, said be was satisfied the only 
remedy lor their distress would bo found in 
the exteiisiou of the system of spaile labour in 
ibe ^Itivatiun of ground allotted to tbcm for 
‘that puipose. 

Mr. Lonq WcLtESLEY bore testimony to 
the efficacy of this system. In a part of the 
county of Essex, near Tilbury Fort, six or 
seven hundred of the labourers who had been 
in a elate of insurrection were reduced to 
•quietiidir and t^nuparative comfort, by the 
immediate adoption of the system of spade 
lahoiir. ile deprecated, hpwever, the discus¬ 
sion of these and other vitally impoctant sub¬ 
jects on the mere pre«eaiatiqn of a petition, 
and iu the presence of so small a aumber of 
^embers, 

Si^ir John SFaniciiT said he bad devoted a 
good ucal nf his attention to the sumect of 
apade labour, and Ofi^tually allotted •gardens to 
persons in his own parish, who were hy no 
^jg^hs connected with hU property. He 
howevgr, that all prolcata of that kind 

lied ( and he was ronviuced, from bis own 
I* experience, apd i|rom conversation with some 
oC the I Bbost gil^rieiiced of the class of la- 
* bourefs, that if they possessad sqiipiuch land 


os they could cultivate by spade labour they 
could not earu sixpence a day. He should be 
very happy himsHf to give land to the la¬ 
bourers of his own parish without the payment 
of rent, if there was a hope of their being able 
to subsist upon it; for he would gain much 
more fnnn the relief afforded to the rates, 
than from the rent of the laud. 

Mr, Alderman WaiThman observed, that it 
was not merely the agricultural interest that 
was distressed-; alt tlm interests iu the country 
were in the same condition; leasehold pro¬ 
perty, especially in London, waa utterly de¬ 
stroyed. No partia.l measure would be suffi¬ 
cient to meet the necessities of the time. 
Either taxation must be greatly broughtdown, 
or prices tniist lie raised. He begged to give 
notice that on the 15ib of February he would 
submit to the House a string of Resolutums, 
showftig tlie destructive tendency of the [»rc- 
sent geueral depreciation of propdi ty. 

Mr. Hume, afier this, objected to the 

mtist, would, and should be pro¬ 
tected ” of Mr. Curteifl; because he 
thought that the honourable Member 
wished to protect the agricultural inte¬ 
rest at the expense of other interests. 
IIow jealous ! Mr. Hume will be con¬ 
vinced that they will be protected, and 
we shall not quarrel about mmt and

“ who hml not preohmsln yivea good 
proof of his deootioH to their viem, 
“ and to their will. Tlic instant auy- 
thing like a sense of duig was seen to 
" oppose itself to intrigue andjobhing, 
and to side with the public, the of- 
“ fender becor|^*s a marked man. The 
“ case of Mr. Sedgwick, the cliairman 
’ of the lute Stamp Board, whose let¬ 
ters to Lord WAT.r.AtB appeared in 
our paper, is a case in point. To act 
uprightfg, wa.s to act against all tlie 
received notions of oflieial subordina¬ 
tion. Individuals, whose integrity 
and t.'ileiits would be duly valued by 
“ an adininistr.ition like the present, 
" would, under its predecessors, have 
** ensured annoyance of every kind, and 
ultimate dismissal. Goi erimicnt is 
“• happily composed at present of men 
“ who give an example of integrity in 
“ their own persons, instead of visiting 
•** it on Olivers with odium and resent- 
“ ment; and no better plctlge than this 
“ can or need be given of their deter- 
“ minatiolf t»i act up to the principles 
“ they have so nobly proclaimed.”

but; at any rate, it must necessarily 
have a Lkadbr in vie v, and that leader 
must be the Duke of Wellington. Now, 
then, let that subject rest for a minute, 
till 1 have observed on the ittUer part 
of the extract froi^ the Morning Chro- 
i nic/e, which relates to Mr, S&pgwick, 
[the late president, or head commis- 
' sioner, of the Board of Slumps* 

\ Mr. Sedowick was dismissed from 
his ofiice; the Board, was broken up to 
get rid of him ; a large sum in retired 
allowances was thro\^ as a, charge 
, iij)on the people, (fhly because Mr. 
.Sboowick did his duty towards that, 
people. He was a most clever, a most 
indu^itrious, a mo-^t intelligent, public 
jofficer; he was civil and conciliating, 

I and made it a pleasure to have to 
transact business with him. No charge 
could be brought ag.iinst him; but he 
wjis known to be a man who deles!cd 
abuses; and he made strenuous ell'orts 
to put a .‘Stop to those abuses. 'Ihese 
were his crimes ; and for the.se crime* 
every olTort was made to inflict on him 
degr-idalion and pecuniary ruin. A go¬ 
vernment ^vould deserve overthrow for 
nothing else tlum tolerating the abo¬ 
minable proceetlings ag:iinst this gentle¬ 
man. Mr. Skogwick is ;iow in the 
h.andS of Lor<l fiaEV and Lortl Af>- 
TiioBc; iind if they do not do him 
justice* it will, to .Inc, be surprising 
indeed. 

Now, as to the combination, it is .said 
that the nssociators have got two 
hundred and sixty voles to oppose 
the ministers, if they propose to 
make a real refttrm of the Comtuons’ 
House, and that they are resolved to 
vote them into a minority. I can hardly 
believe this. To be .“jure, a combina¬ 
tion with the Duke of Wbm.incton at 
its hejid may very well be supf'osed to 
be extremely bitter against the re¬ 
formers, and not to be, by any means, 
overburdened with wisdom. Such 
a cuniinnation one may easily con¬ 
ceive to be so blinded by their resent¬ 
ment against the [leoplc; by their 
habitual contempt of the pen^e, and 
by the flatfering falsehoods to which 
they incessantly listen: they have seen 
the nation bo long submti to such 
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nionslratis abuses; they bare beard It 
grumble so long, and still submit so 
dodlely, that otie can cdneeire It pos¬ 
sible for them to believe that they can 
aour, ill opposition-to both ministry and 
people; a midtstry fbll of talent, and 
art intelligent people, perfectly unani¬ 
mous; that they^ can, in spite of both 
these, carry nn j^e same system that 
has at last plUbged the country into 
utter confbsion, and made it an object 
of contempt throughout the world. 

1 do ' not, lh#et'ore. look upon it as 
at-all incredible thU such ah opposition 
is to be attempted. Nay, 1 think it 
likely that IC will be attempted. If it 
be, and 11 there be any-thing like a 
formidable opposition, one of two things 
will take place; tl»e parliament will be 
dltsotttd^ or the King will refuse to 
dd that, and then the ministers will go 
oUt, and have the people at their back, 
'riie King will hardly*wunt to get back 
into the hands of those who imd to 
advise him not to fulfil his promise oF 
dining at the Guild-Hall with the 
Queen. We can hardly contemplate 
the possibility of the King's listening j 
to the advice of those who would 
throw him back into these hands ; and, 
therefore, we are to proceed upon the 
supposition, that, if the ministers meet 
with a formidable opposition, they will 
distolve the parliameHt. The conse¬ 
quence of that would be that not a man 
who had voted against them would dare 
to show his face in any part of the coun¬ 
try. A hundred of ,thcm would be 
chased out of counties and of boroughs 
that are half rotten ; and then the mi¬ 
nisters might do the thing that the 
people want done. But, for the minis¬ 
ters to dissolve the parliament^ with 
such prospe‘'t before them,-they must 
first propose, and distinctly propose, to 
make such a reform as will satisfy the 
people; and, nothing short of an ex¬ 
extension of the sulfrage to all house¬ 
holders paying scot and lot, and of 
voting by ballot, will satisfy the {)eople. 

I shall always contend, that every man 
liable to be called on to serve in the 
militia has a Hght to vote, and that a 
man’s pdt^rty ought to be no bar to the 
eitercise of Hus right, hoiVdver ex¬ 


treme that poverty may be*; but, at thh’ 
other might, and 1 It , would, 

satisfy the nation, that might bbebdugli 
for the ministers to prolmai along, with 
the ballot. If they propose any^thii^f 
short of these, to dissolve the paflinu 
ment would be of no use; of no (lae&t 
all ;■ the people would say that oltte sal' 
was as good as another set, and that tid- 
reform would be better than a sUattt 
reform. But if they distinctly propose 
to do these, the whole country would bef 
in cummdtiun on their side; and the 
new ])arllament would enable them to 
make the reform, without any opposi'* 
tion at ail. 

If his Majesty were, unfortunately, to 
listen to advisers of another description, 
and to resolve not to dissolve the par¬ 
liament, the present ministers would, of 
course, quit their places, and be suc¬ 
ceeded by their predecessors with the 
Duke at their head; but how long 
could this last } Back would come ail 
the scenes and all the angry passio ns 
of the month of Noveriiber ; but theso 
latter with tenfold force : and as to the 
former, they would appear with great 
improvements and additions. The rage 
against the ministers would then be 
extended to other quarters; and the 
matt must be blind who dues not foresee ' 
terrible convulsion as the result. The *. 
barq circumstance of the Duke of Wel¬ 
lington coming back again into power 
would throw the whole kingdom into a * 
paroxysm of rage : despair of any good 
itom gentle means would seize upon 
the public, und all men woul8 make up 
their minds to a resort to the lost despe¬ 
rate means. 

For, with regard to theJlVlnce of 
.Waterloo, liow stands'the case ? Ho 
made a declaration against parliament¬ 
ary refotm : lie made it one week, and 
the next week the King had to subm it 
to tile humiliation of withdrawing liis 
promise to dine with his people in Guild- 
because he couhl not fiilfll the 
pmmi^ without Jbeing aecoenpanied by 
his prime-minister, or without openly 
pronouncing disgrace on his primes 
minister, and because he coofd not be 
accdtnpanied by that prfme-minister, 
without ^doDgerlng the p^lce df the City 
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and the lives of his people. After this 
it is notorious t)|pt that minister could 
neither ride nor walk the streets with- 
out insult^ not to say personal danger. 
The question is not,-whether these po¬ 
pular violences were right or wrong in 
themselves : if that were the question 
we should decide for the latter; but 
the question is, whether it must not be 
d.'ingerous to the whole community for 
a government to have at its head a 
man standing in such a light in the 
eyes of the people? The Fbinck ok 
Watebloo was, in fact, turned out of 
olhcc by (he people ; and that too be¬ 
cause he had so audaciously declared 
against a reform in Parliament. His 
successors came into power on the ex¬ 
press condition of making that reform 
against which the Prince had issued his 
declaration ; and the great fault which 
they immediately committed was, to 
»uffer it to appear as if they were not 
in their heat is hostile to him and his 
politics! They Avere so friendly with 
him ; they expressed so little disappro¬ 
bation of what he had done and said ; 
they so carefully avoided .nil censure on 
him and his measures ; they aj)peared 
to intend to do so little in the way of 
change; they removed from their 
places so few of his underlings; his ap¬ 
peared to be so much like an abdication 
d la Charles dix; Theirs seemed to be 
so much like an accession d la Louis- ; 
'Philippe ; tlie Houses, in one case, i 
seeiUed, in their anxiety to prevent any 
material change, so much like that ot 
the ChamHbrs in the other case, that 
the new ministry became shaken in the 
public opinion. In short, men still looked 
upon tlie Prince as being one of the 
principal lidvisors, and they became 
hesitating and suspicious accordingly. 
Tiiey thought that they saw his gounsel 
in the au.-'mentation of the army; they 
thought they traced him in the special 
commissions ; and, when they saw 
him, Avhom Loan Radnor had so dis- 
tittctly accused, in his^place in parlia¬ 
ment, only a few days before; when 
they saw him appointed to be one of 
the Special Commissioners, actually 
sitting upon the benffli in Hampshire ; 
MfheQ they $%w him, who wrote the let¬ 


ter, inserted in the Bi»ack Book, page 
360 ; when th^ saw him, and recol¬ 
lected numerous tilings which 1 shall 
not mention here ; when they saw him 
sitting in the judgment-seat, with life 
and death on his lips; when they saw 
these things, what were they to tlimk 
other than that his successors had re¬ 
tained his principles though they had 
supplanted him in point of form ? 

This has been the great cause, and^ 
indeed, the only qiiuse, of the suspicions 
with regard to the views of the present 
Ministers. They hmae lost character 
solely by their complaisance towards 
him. They have suffered in precisely 
the same way, .and from precisely a 
similar cause, with the renowned fund- 
holder, Lu'iis'Philippe. The accusa¬ 

tions against iiim arc, that he ha«idis- 
coveretl no sincere hostility to Charles 
dix and his crevv; that he has endea¬ 
voured to screen tiie prime agents of 
his predecessor; that he has done as 
little as possible in the way of making 
changes in the men in power; that he 
and his ministers have kept in force all 
the laws of Charles against Uie liberty 
■)f the press and of speech; that he has, 
n fact, taken off no taxes; that he is 
alking about an enlargement of the * 
right of voting at elections, but that 
he proposes to do very little in this 
•vay ; and that what he does comes 
Vom him like drops of blood from the 
icatt; that, in short, the abdication of 
l^harles, the accession of Philippe, his 
ailing iiimself a citizen-king ; that the 
.vhole has been contrived to cajole arid 
heat the people by a mere change of 
lames and symbols, but that it is really 
intended to tax them and oppress them, 
just as. much as they wgre taxed and 
oj)pres3ed before. 

The Englisli nation have thought that 
they discovered a Avonderful similarity 
between the conduct of the new minis¬ 
try anil that of Loiiis-Philippe. The 
French sum up the charges against him. 
in saying that he prevents the Itevolu^ 
tion from marching; and tlie charge 
against our new ministry is summed 
up in this, that they do not teem to be 
resolved on giving us a rea^reform ; 
and this has been inferred, not from any 
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declaration of theirs, ntu from any of 
their, acts, except from those which 
have led the people to suspect that 
they were acting in conjunction pri¬ 
vately with the Prince of Waterloo. 

Now, if they be sincerely disposed to 
give us a real reform, the open hostility 
of Waterloo would be the greatest ad¬ 
vantage they could possibly possess. 
The public will immediately say, that, 
now, all is clear and consistent; and as 
to ony chance that he will have of sur ■ 
ceeding against them, the absurdity is 
too gross to be cirtertaimd by any sen¬ 
sible man for a moment; the public 
now know him ; the pension list itself 
would havjj settled him in the minds of 
the people for ever, had there been 
nothing else. The one single item 
stated^ in the motto of this Register 
would have been quite sufficient. The 
present generation; the young men 
from twenty to thirty, are not the poor 
noodlcd creatures that shonted and 
bragged in the days of Waterloo they 
have looked into facts ; they know that 
a hundred and fifty millions of the debt 
were brought upon us by what were 
called his victories j they know that 
while this debt has been creating, while 
this industrious peojile have been be¬ 
coming miserable, while this great na¬ 
tion has been sinking into insignificance 
in the eyes of foreign states, the ])en- 
sioner Lady MoaNivaroN’s four sons 
have been puffed up into peers, loaded 
with pensions, sinecures, and grants. 
They know that this man himself has 
received far more than a million of the 
public money; and they know, too, 
that the pretended victor i«s for which 
he received it, have only tended to excite 
impjpcable enmity against us in foreigr^ 
breasts, at the same time that the debts 
arising from the purchase of those vic¬ 
tories have Iwsreft us of the means of 
protection against that hostility. 

It is impossible to look at the Con-' 
tinent of Europe without feeling shame 
that we have heaped millions upon this 
man and his family. I do not feel 
shame for myself, indeed; for, none of 
the presumptuous tribe ever had the 
grant of 4i|^nny which I did not op¬ 
pose to tlie Utmost of my power; and 


1 would, if I were in a situation to do 
it, move, before I slept, for a resump¬ 
tion of every one of the gmnts. Sevea 
hundred millions of money were given 
him for what were called the victory of 
Waterloo and tlie conquest of France. 
It was he that severed Belgium; it 
was Ac, great and glorious HE, who 
wfenclied from France tliat treble chain 
of impregnable fortresses ; it ii he who 
says, in his Peerage, printed in London 
and circulated throughout the world, 
that his w#e services such as the nation 
could not repay; but that it did itg 
best! And, wliile this monstrous in¬ 
stance of presumption is staring us in 
the face, wc see that very Belgium just 
upon the eve of being united to France, 
while another column of the same 
newspaper tells us that he is assem¬ 
bling, in the very house and on the 
very land given him by the people and 
paid for by the taxes, a knot of ad- 
iierents intended to contrive the means 
of preventing this very people from ob- 
tainiog a parliamentary reform. The very 
same newspaper that gives an account 
of the holding of this caucus, gives us 
the speech of M. Mamouiv, in the 
French Chamber of Deputies, who says: 
We*d(> not fear war, and if Belgium 
should offer herself, I would say, even 
at the risk of war—' Accept her' It 
wouhl be a deadly war, I know; but 
it\AOuld be to the honour and glory 
of France. And, besides, who would 
dare to attack us ? Wouhl it be in 
Kussia ? She hiis Poland and Turkey 
to contend with. Would it be Austria? 
She knows that witli 50,000 men wc 
should give her occupation in Italy. 
Would it be England i WUh steam¬ 
boats we could car rearms and bat¬ 
talions into Ireland [strong sensa¬ 
tion]. -I here speak upon the suppo- ' 
sition of war; but 1 speak onjy,\o 
induce Ministers to collect all their 
forces for the moment 8f danr|jer. 
Nations have their treacherous sleep; ' 
this "sleep is death j and death is |, 
foreign invasion and partition.” 

The sun at noon-day is not cleow 
than that Belgium will be reuHiia(|r^;’ 
to France in a very short 6pace''fi&... 
time. We have been intriguing to pre- 
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U; v/e have been endeavoaring, 
by alt the means that conscious Impo¬ 
tence resorts to, to obviate this dreadful 
hsinitiatioii the stock-jobbers of Paris 
have been co-operating for the purpose, 
with the stock-jobbers of London; | 
every effort has been tried to cajole 
the French people on ^e one side and 
the Belgi|ps on the other side; but 
all in vain ; the citizen-king and the 
citizan-Laiiite, and the citizen-bishop- 
prince Talleyrand, ail have faikd to pre¬ 
vent 'the consuniniation of tiiis great 
event: the two nations will rush toge¬ 
ther over the violets and the primroses, 
and leave the* desjiots, the borough- 
mongers and the loan-mongers, to gnaw 
their flesh with rage. 

IgC'Yet, when this event shall take place, 
will not every English eye be turned 
with iudignation towards the great 
brazen Achilles and Strathlieldsay ? 
But, in the meanwhile, what brass must 
the inan have, if, in this state of things 
even, when the disgrace brought on us 
by his pretended victories stares us in 
the face ; what brass must he have, if, 
even at such a time, he entertain the 
idea that he is able to turn out a minis¬ 
try 'and to take their places, too,*be- 
cause they propose to restore the people 
to the enjoyment of their riglits! I 
think, after all, that he is not fool enough 
to imagine that he can do this. I think 
that the opposition which is intended 
is not to go beyond this : VVe will let 
you remain in power, provided you do 
but very little in the* way of reform. 
We will sup])oi't you against the people, 
if they demand much. Thus to prevent 
a real reform, to keep all the bands of 
underlings'still ip office, and to prevent 
a dissolution at the same time. If the 
ministers fall into this trap, tljey will 
soon become as odious as any set of 
ministers ever were; they will be at 
once hatcd»and despised ; the country 
ii.will be kept in a state of constant 
commotion; all men will soon feel 
that no. good has been done ; their 
party foes may combine and turn 
them out at any time; the two par¬ 
ties will be confounded in the eyes of 
the publk:; Ireland will continue agi¬ 
tated to a height approaching rebellion; 


France will raarih on, consolidating her 
power with one hand, while with the 
other she {mints at us the Anger of scorn ; 
the army cannot be reduced; the debt 
cannot be diminished; the distress of 
the middle class must go on increasing ; 
the misery of the lower class must en> 
gender strife and violence; the fabric 
of paper-money will, in its totteringa 
backward and forward, continue to 
swell the magnitude of the troubles of 
the country; and, in veriflcfition of my 
old prophecy, publisl^d upon leaving 
England in 1817, in all human pro- 
“ Imbility, the whole of the interest 
“ of the debt, and all the ^necures 
“ and pensions and salaries, 'and also 
“ the expenses of a thundering standing 
“ army, will continue to be made up by 
“ taxes, by loans from the Bank, by 
“ Exchequer Bills, by every species of 
“ contrivance, to the latest possible 
“ moment, and until the whole of the 
“ paper system, amidst the war of 
“ opinions, of projects, of interests, and 
“ of passions, shall go to pieces like a 
“ ship upon the rocks.” 

This fatal result, this tragical end of 
the system, may be prevented, if Lord 
Grby choose to prevent it; but hq has 
but one way of preventing it, and that 
is by proposing at once, and explicitly, 
an effectual reform of the Parliament ; 
and if he ffnd a formidable opposition 
to his measure, by dissolving that Par¬ 
liament, which he will do, in such case, 
amidst the universal acclamation^ of 
the people. If the King were to be ad¬ 
vised not to follow the counsels of hia 
ministers, and were to follow'that ad¬ 
vice, a few? weeks would produce 
anarchy, or a recall of Lord GaBVk So 
that, if he stand firm, he is sure to fUc- 
ceed in the end. One county, or only 
one considerable town or city, refusing 
to pay the assessed taxes, for instance; 
offering no resistance, but suffering the 
law to take its course against the 
parties; this, which implies no vio¬ 
lence, no disobedience of the law, 
would bring the thing up to its bearings 
at once. And this was just upon the 
eve of taking place in Lot^n, when 
the last change of romistry;^}k .place 
and prevented it. Men then said, Let 
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vM'fice; let us wait: but if Waterloo'*- 
Prince bad continueil in power,, be 
would soon have’ received tbi* con* 
vinciiig'.species of adinonition. 

After tvlb I am inclmcd to thidlf tlj^at 
thi*^ tlircatened opposition will vanisli 
into air. No doubt, ilwt their hearts

M. Latitte is spoken 
of by some of even the most hones 
Journals, as fit for Minister of the In¬ 
terior, but others extol him now more 
than ever for his prc.seiit post. In the 
Journal du Commerce he is spoken of 
.(wliether ironically or not 1 am not 
sure) as the martyr of the revolution, 
and it paints the measure of retribution 
which he deserves in comparison with 
that deserved by any of tliose who lost 
their mere blood ! One is involuntarily 
drawn by such remarks as these to 
inquire after the disposal of the sub- 
scrifiliona for those who so lost their 
blood, and who are now called, from 
the commonness of their species of cou¬ 
rage, vulgar in France; and it is to be 
desired, that if these subsefiptions have 
been pressed into the service of public 
credit, that the consent to such an aj)- 
plication of them as would appear to be 
sanctioned by i\\c Journal dn Commerce, 
lias not been anticipated by those with 
whom they were entriifted. 

3. This Minister of Finance, with the 
facts which are now known, must en¬ 
lighten the world more than can be de¬ 
scribed, or than it might be safe to at¬ 
tempt.

4. Though M. Lafitte has announced 
a new bank, to be carried on in the 
name of his nephew, he docs not in hIs 
circular mention the name of M. 
Aguado, a well-known Spanish banker 
resident here, and who it is understood 
is a sleeping partner of the nephew, 
M. Lafitte, it is said and says, will now 
have all Ins time and all his ability to 
devote to his country; and 1 think, the 
destinies of that country may be imagin¬ 
ed, if he be allowed so to devote him¬

occasions endeavour to keep- the peacei 
that there have been divers diiturbance# 
directed particularly against* the taxes. 
At Nismes, a7ew days ago, theNationil 
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Ovanl and people vere ttoanitnous in 
pi»ferring a ]i«t of thirteen diatinct 
beiads of complaint, amongst whici 
ivere, the dismissal .or change of every 
person connected in vi hatever way witn 
the raising of tjpie taxes; one requesi 
was, an increase of the National Gqiird 
which is a desire which is universal, os 
well as that of the number of electors 
jHow great a proportion of the taxes is 
paid by the poor, ami how fidso is the 
pretence that the taxes are equal, wil 
he more manifest by this fact than any 
pther: namely, that the salt tax alom 
produces sixty-two millions, when the 
whole revenue is not more than nine 
hundred millions; of the sixty-two 
xuiUions, the sixty is tax ; ami of thi^ 
taxed article no poor ^mily can dis¬ 
pense with a quarter of a pound a-duy, 
which, at four sous or two-pence per 
pound, is eighteen francs a year The 
poorer the food of the family, the more 
they mast pay of 'tax, as potatoes or 
eabbage require salt more than meat or 
bread. 

6. So that, the helly is no friend to 
the system which is g<‘ing on, and ns 
this has grounds to be discontented, 
xvho would be either unfeeling or hyjm- 
crite enough, to pretend to find in this 
Government, or in any part of it which 
in any way leads to such a state of 
things, matter to applaud ?—But, leav¬ 
ing the belly out of the question; there 
is open war upon all the principles upon 
which the " best republft ” is now pro¬ 
ceeding, and with all its acts. With 
regard to the foreign affairs, as that 
relating to Belgium is the first at this 
moment, ft is impossible to say any¬ 
thing, from the changes which con¬ 
stantly take pln^e in the decisions made 
respecting it. Altogether, events come 
on with such huge strides, that one can¬ 
not imagine what degree of animosity 
wr disunion may not be shown about 
the foriegn policy, between the minis¬ 
try and their opponentsi

It 
roust seek to recruit its ranks from other 
quarters—from among those who were 
not Tories } that is to say, from the class 
of unattached, outlying, adventurers, 
unencumbered with principles or opi¬ 
nions of any kind,-.rwaiters upon Pro¬ 
vidence, or fortune. Recruits, how¬ 
ever, from such an ortRr of politicians 
would be caught up will) great difUculty 
by an administration, of whose tenets 
the fashion has gone by. Political ad¬ 
venturers are, for the most part, keen 
and shrewd fellows, watchful of the 
wind, sharp-sighted enough to know a 
** hawk from ,a hand-saw ” whenever 
their own interest is concerned. They 
are usually men of shifts and coin- 
pronii.ses, valuing the like qualities in 
others, and, above all things in the 
world,looking with instinctive contempt 
on people who will not bend to the force 
of circumstances, or swim with the 
current of the times. , 

Hopeless of extraneous succour, then, 
we see not how the ultra-Tory coterie 
(for to such dimensions does the party 
seem to us to be reduced) could carry 
on the Government for a single hour. 
Suppose w*e, therefore, the Whigs dis¬ 
missed, and the wild and unadulterated 
■ Tories disposed of, who would succeed 
to office i There remains no material

This trained, and, to the country, 
roqpt forniidable band, would,' it is 
greatly to be dreaded, become Ministers

A PARSON AND A PARSON’S WIFE 

'From the Jlndgnualer and SomirseUhire 
* Hei'uld.) 

Os Monday, the 17th instant, a man was 
«xainined before J. F. Lnttrell, Ksq., M. P., at 
Dunster, on a charge preferred against httn 
by the llcv. C. A. Verelst, Rector of Withy- 
comhe, of attempting to set fire to his house. 
From tiie evidence of Mrs. Verelst and servants 
it appeared that the man came to the* house 
and asked alms on the inorniiig of the pre¬ 
ceding day, and that soon after he left some 
matting, which had hern nailed up against 
the outside ,if the house to protect^omu 
shrubs from frost,'was discovered, to * on 
lire; that the man was instantly pursued aud 
searched, Imt nothing whatever was found 
upon him except twopence, which had been | 
given him by some oeople of the neighbour¬ 
hood. It was further proved that the man 
was only a short time on the premises. The 
"Stiorthy Magistrate dismissed the charge, but 
’committed the prisoner upon another, under 
the Vagrant Act, for one mouth to the tread¬ 
mill. 

On the Friday following, a young woman, 
svho had lived ahont three week* in Mrs. 
Verelst’s service, was brought before the same 
Maristrate by her master, charged with 
liavTng attempted to set fire to bis house on the 

£ receding day. The worthy and excellent 
lagistrate, before the several depositions 


were read, addressed the prisoner, a very mild, 
respectable-looking young woman, and told 
her he was sorry to see a person of her ap¬ 
pearance in such an awful situation. If,” 
said he, the evidence which shall he givOQ 
he such as shall oblige me to commit you,'anil 
you, in another and superior Court, be con¬ 
victed of the crime you arc charged wilR, your 
pun ishment will he death. Therefore 1 entreat 
you to pay every attention to the reading of 
the depositions, and put questions to the 
witnesses you may think "oper 
any-thiiig to me and I will do it fur you.” 
'I'he prisoner, making a low curtsey, said, 
“Thank your honour; I ain wholly innocent.” 
“ If you arc,” said he, “ still, should the evi¬ 
dence he strong enough to oblige me to com¬ 
mit, ami a Jury to convict jiou, your puntsh- 
tneiu will he as certain in tins world', as theirs 
will be in the next who may have falsely 
sworn against 'ou; therefore, pay strict at¬ 
tention to the cv' Jence of the dilfcrent wit¬ 
nesses, and if I sit here fur a week, 1 will 
exert all my power to do you justice.” 

The Rev. C. A. Verelst was then sworn. 
The substance of his evidence was, that the 
prisoner had lived in his service about three 
weeks as housemaid; that he had seen the 
prisoner at half-past two on the preceding 
day, near a door up stairs, the pulley of which 
he was acljusting; that about half past three 
he noticed a strong smell of lire ; that it was 
discovered to have J^een caused by a fire 
which liad been in a ^rt of cupboard under a 
wiiiduw'seat, iii an uufuriiished room in his 
hpuse, and that a piece of paper and a skip¬ 
ping-rope, partly hu^t (which he produced), 
were taken from it<% his gardener, George 
Liticy; and that he (Mr. Verelst) and his 

butler, -- Piiicombe, afterwards found, 

in the same place, a small piece of caudle, 
wrapped in a little hit of greasy newspaper 
(also produced); that he charged ihe pri¬ 
soner with havin' done it, and had her appre¬ 
hended. 

Mrs. Verelst was next sworn and examined. 
She said she saw the prisoner, about half-past 
twelve o’clock on the preceding day, searching 
'or a piece of soap in an unlocked closet ap¬ 
propriated to the housemaid, holding in her 
hand a bit of candle, without a candlestick, 
about two inches long, wrapped iu a piece of 
newspaper. On being asked by the Magis- 
, trate how she knew the paper was part of a 
: newspaper, she said, “ I was near enough to 
discover that it Was so; ” and she swore posi¬ 
tively that it was a piece of newspaper. This 
drew forth a reinitrk from Mr. Lnttrell; that 
in another place, if ilie charge went there, she 
(Mrs. Verelst) would undergo a most search¬ 
ing cross-examiiianoii. “ For how,” said that 
gcii4einan, rolling up a small piece of printed 
peper, printed with type about the size of that 
used for newspapers, “ can any person posi¬ 
tively swear, from looking at this paper in 
my hfiiid, that it is, or is nut, part of a news¬ 
paper ? ” Mrs. Verelst then said, she would 
swear it was a piece of newspaper to the best 
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of h«r. belief. “But you bavif already, Ma- 
daml" said the Magistrate, “t>Yicc sworn 
positively tliat it was a piece of newspaper.’* 
At tills period the,other witnesses were or 
dered out of the fooin. Mrs. Verelst then 
went.on to say, that the prisoner went up 
stairs about two u’cloek, though she bad no 
business theie, and described ttie discovery of 
the smell of fire, and her going into the room 
where the smoke was, when she iiistnntiy 
direct;ed Liltey, the gardener, to the wiir . w 
seat, aod cried, “4rherc is the (ire, tear down 
the boards.” On being asked what made her 
direct Littey to the window-seat, she replied 

1 saw the smoke issuing fn m it.” She ad 
mitted the rixim was full of smoke at the time. 
She was asked if any rooms in the house hai 
been washed or scrubbed that day, which it was 
the priaOHcr’s place to du when it was ne¬ 
cessary; She answered po.sitively, “No.* 
She further said, in answer to other questions 
that the prisoner had given her notice to leave 
her service at the end of the month, but that 
they had had no quarrel. 

The next person examined was her own 
maid, Harriet Merry, whose evidence was 
almost an echo of her mistress’s, except that 
she did not swear positively that the paper 
wrapped round the candle was a piece of news¬ 
paper; hut to the best of her belief it wa.->, 
and that the prisoner had the candle in a can¬ 
dlestick, instead of holding it in her hand 
vritliout one ; she also swore positively that 
no rooms bad been washed or scrubbed on 
that day. 

The Butler, Pincoinbe, was examinednext: 
be swore that he saw a candlestick, whiCh 
was produced, about tlie time mentioned by 
Mrs. Verelst, near the housemaid’s closet, with 
a piece of caudle in it about two inches long, 
but whether it was wrapped in pajicr or not 
be did not know. In answer to a question, iie 
said his room had been washed out that day. 
On iiearing this, Mrs- Verelst rose from her 
seat and said, “ she begged leave to say that 
the now recolitrUd that two rooms liavl been 
washed on the day of the supposed fire, from 
a remark which Mr>. Merry, her maid, hud 
made to her when she was about to enter them, 
‘Dou'tgo into them. Madam, as they are 
damp, and you will take cold,’ and which re- 
iSrk that muiiieut came to her recollection.” 

George Littey, the gardener, then swore 
that he was alarmed at the cry of “ fire”' 
that he cotcreibche house, ran up stairs, went 
with his master into the room, which was full 
uf smoke, and began to examine the cracks 
of the floor, when he w^s directed to the win¬ 
dow-seat by his mistress, who said, “ Look in 
the window-seat, took in the window^seal 
which he did, and fonad0>e piece of paper 
and skipping-rope partly burnt; tberc'was no 
fire there then, and those thing^ were cold. 

'I'be kitchen-maid was examined next, and 
in answer to questions put to her, said, that, 
when the prisoner went up stairs she was in 
the kitchen, and if she bad ^ lighted 
candle she must have seen i}, which she did 


not, and that the tinder-box was not out of 
the kitchen for the day, * 

The Magistrate directed the loom to be 
cleared, while he consulted his clerk, lu about 
five unnutes the prisoner and her accusers 
were, called in, and we were again admitted, 
when the worthy ami excellent Magistrate, 
addressing the prisoner, said, “ I feel great 
pleasure in saying that you arc discharged, 
•and that 1 believe you to be wholly iunorentt 
and that wheu you leave Ibis rouiii, you will do 
so as free from imputation of being guilty of 
the charge this day brought against you, asyott 
would have done bad you walked out of it a 
week ago. (.'ause for suspicion there was, and 
it is my belief that there was a fire to create 
an alarm, or some worse purpose, and that 
the fire originated with some one residing m 
the house, liut that person, I believe, was cer¬ 
tainly not you; and I heartily wish that the 
real criminal may yet be discovered and 
punished.” » 

It was a market-day at Dunster, and the 
room was filled by the yeomanry and trades¬ 
people of the town and neighbourhood, who 
licartdy congraUilated the pour girl (a stranger 
ill the lU'ighbuiirhood, and a native of Exeter) 
on her escape, and a .subscription was in¬ 
stantly made for her, which did as much 
honour to tiie siihscrihers ns did their sym¬ 
pathy uqi) anxiety during the examination. 

The expressiuiis of feviiug during the time 
»f Mrs. Verelst being examined were so strong 
that Mr. Luttrell was obliged to re.strairi them, 
and to declare, “ that, however unwilling to 
do so, he should order the room to be cleared 
if they were roiitinued.” At one time during 
ler examination, Mrs, Verelst was so annoyed 
hy the questions put to her, that she declared 
she would answer lui mure. Her husband 
and Mr. Luttrell, however, told her she musk 
du so.

health of ** liis Excellency Baron Dudon,” 
which was received with every testimony of 
latisfactiun. 

Tlic Baron returned his thanks in tlia 
i'reucb language, which not being generally 
nderslood, A 

Mr. VV'yuoRN ^lio accompanied bim) ad- 
ilressed the assembly as follows In rising 
:o interpret the sentiments of the eminent 
tatesraan whom you have Just honoured with 
uch cordial expressions of generous bospita- 
ity, I cauoot refrain from begging youtoac- 
'Cpt my own tbauk.s for your kindness towards 
bat distiug-uished iadividual-|g>ith whoah 
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coDfideDce, intimacy, and friendship, I have 
been bonijured for nearly twenty years, and hi 
whose present and future welfare and happi¬ 
ness 1 feel, as it is my duty, the warmest and 
sHust affectionate interest; and nothin;', I am 
sure, he begs me to state, has given him mure 
heartfelt delight /while it was quite unexpect¬ 
ed), than your friendly reception of him this 
evening—a reception which does honour to this 
society and to the Uritish nation. Geatiemen, 
I know and applittli those wise rules of this 
•orpqration, which exclude all politics fibm 
#ie8e convivial meetings; but this is a pe¬ 
culiar example of fortune, 1 trust that upon 
a question of purely foreign politics, and tlu 
consequences of whicb must, however, sooner 
or later, and t fear speedijy, come home to 
the business and bosom 0 f every gentleman 
present, ^u will indulge me with your pa' 
tkuce forwfew observations upon the recem 
revolution inTrance, and the present state ul 
the French capital. Upon that convulsion, 
which has occasioned the temporary retire- 
mei|t from his native country of the uobleinan 
who sits beside me—of a man who, having 
already in tender years endured the affliction 
of seeing bis father and grandfather perish 
upon the same scaffold, martyrs in the cause 
of loyalty to their King and the laws, is now, 
in bis turn, hintself an exile with the legiti¬ 
mate iuhoritors of that ancient monarchy—a 
man. who, 1 will now venture to assert, and 
giving full credit to the general principles of 
iayaity, patriotism, and talent in that gallant 
nation,bas not, on quittingFrauce, left behind 
him a truer Frenchman, a wiser or more ex.*| 
ipert statesman, a more sincere patrfut, a better 
friend of rational liberty, or a more enlight¬ 
ened and amiable member of society than 
himself, be he whom he may; and I speak 
from an intimate knowledge of the French 
capital for more than twenty years, up to 
within a very few weeks since, when 1 last 
visited France. Baron Ducton has a right 
to the title of a true Frenchman, and a patriot; 
his property was'coufiscaied by the Republic, 
and he served in the ranks of the republican 
armies, and rose* by his courage, merit, and 
genius, to the post of liiteiidaiit-Geiieral, or 
Viceroy, of the northern kingdoms of Spain, 
during the campaigns of the British armies in 
the Peninsula. 'Until Napoleon abdicated, he 
was faithful to him, as he has since proved 
himself to the restored dynasty, to whose 
Cabinet, he was called in the moment of dan¬ 
ger: atid that after the promulgation of the 
fatal Ordinances. He was therefore no party 
to, their promulgation, but he saw and felt 
the approaching necessity of a more vigorous 
system of internal policy. The icmpurary 
restriciion on the press would, if executed, 
liavc spared many evils j that wise (only be¬ 
cause .necessary) precaution was rendered 
abortive by the errors in its execution.

of France herself, in such a predicament, 
the history of all civilized nations, ancient 
and modern f^and of none murelhan the sus¬ 
pension of the Habeas Corpus act by Ml*. 

1 Pitt), has shown, and established as an axiom, 

I that it is the first duty and the chief virtud of 
a Minister to preserve the State at the risk of 
his own'responsibility for a violation of es¬ 
tablished laws. Gentlemen,—-it is ill vain to 
disguise the fact—the French people were 
impatient of their long re|>ose; and i am far

Ac¬ 
cordingly we see all Europe in conimo-' 
tion. Every-where the people are look¬ 
ing to France as thHr friend. Belgium 
was the, door, doubly and triply barri¬ 
caded, to shut the French out of the 
rest of Europe, and |)revent her from 
lending a hand to oppressed people. 'I'his 
event opens this door. It is, therefore, 
an event at which the people of all 
nations must rejoice, and at which the 
oppressors of all nations niust tremble. 

But how will this event affect us in 
particular? Why, as every man of 
sense saw that the Parisians, by their 
glorious deeds of July, actually produced 
the putting out of the Prince of Wa¬ 
ter r.oo, and the ministerial proposition 
to make that reform which had been 
scoffed at for so many years j so every 
man of sense must now see, that this 
event relating to Belgium will have a 
tendency to urge the Government on in 
the good work. For, it i.s another and 
a most striking proof that the stability 
of Governments now demand great con¬ 
cessions to the people, that the people 
are no longer to be ruled on' the princi¬ 
ple of fear. 1 ant aware that, taking 
into view the change that has been 
made by the discovery of steam-naviga- 
tiou, the power of France to invade Eng¬ 
land and Ireland will be greatly aug¬ 
mented by the re-union of Belgium with 
France. But 1 know, at the same time, 
fliat all the power of France, if it were 
four or even ten times what it is, would 
pre.sent nothing formidable to England 
and Ireland, if the people were cordial in 
theii love of the Government; this they 
would be, if they had meat to eat (as 
tie. ir great-grandfathers had) instead of 
the accursed |)otatoes ; and, if they have 
h ive not meat to eat, it signihes, in my 
view of the matter, not a single si -aw 
possesses, or what becomes of, the 
cmiiitry. 1 am happy, however, ip the 
thought, that they have again begun to 
eat meat. I trust that the Ministers 
ivill give us a real reform j and then 


we may safely set all foreign nations at 
defiance; for that will soon give us cheap 
Government, cheap religion, and will 
make us all, even the poorest of us, 
feel, that we have something to lose; 
that our lot mag be worse ; feelings that 
the millions of us have not had for many 
years past. 

For these reasons 1 hail with joy this 
great event. I look upon its accom¬ 
plishment as inevitable, though intrigue 
and bribery may cause it to be post¬ 
poned for a short time. The French 
nation burns with impatience to wipe 
out the stain of Waterloo; for, though 
they well know the treason by which 
they were ilefeated, yet the des|¥)ts, and 
their own amongst the rest, ivi||i the 
aid of an enslaved and mercenary 
press, have caused it to be regarded as 
a stain. They know well how false 
our Government’s pretensions are, rela¬ 
tive to the “ glory ” of that affair; but 
this knowledge does not tend to di¬ 
minish their resentment; and every 
Frenchman, except he be a downright 
sold traitor, absolutely /rics with eager¬ 
ness to regain the field of Waterloo" 
which, he feels, will bring back every¬ 
thing to where it stood before the first 
fall of Napoleon ! And what a triumph 
for THE PEOPLE of every country ! 
The great burden of the arguments 
against reform in England has, for the 
last 16 years, been this“ Look at 
' France ; only look at France: the 
* French made a radical reform ; and 
‘what have got by it? All their 
‘ victories ended in defeat; and there 
' they are, with the Bourbons back 
‘ again, with all tlieir line cuntiuests 
‘ taken away, with the white flag up 
‘ again, with the defeat at Waterloo 
‘ sticking to them, with a national debt, 
and taxed as heavily as ever : so that, 

‘ be silent about reform; for, it will do 
‘ you no good m the end ; you must, at 
' last, come back again to potatoes, or 
‘ BbnBtt’s Gallon loaf and 3d. a- 
‘ week for FOOD and CLOTHING.” 
This was the great burden of all the argu¬ 
ments against reform, for sixteen years, 
ending on the 9.9th day of July last! 
It is gone ! The brave Parisians put 
an end to it on that memorable dav, 
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and every good man on earth clapped 
his hands with joy on the occasion ; 
for every man felt tliat the victory had 
been won for the peojde of every conn* 
try. This union of Belgium, however, 
was necessary to make the tiling com¬ 
plete. Very much mistaken are those 
who imagine that this aggrandisement 
of Francf; is an injury, or can be an in¬ 
jury, to the EngUsli nation. An injury, 
indeed, it may be to the rulers of Hol¬ 
land, of Hanover, of Prussia, of the 
petty despots of Germany, of Russia 
and of Austria. T« theso rulers it may 
be an injury; but a benefit to the people 
of every country. An injury to domi¬ 
neering aristocracy every-where j but a 
benefi||||i|||d' the industrious classes of 
every immunity on earth. It is for 
our interest in all respects that Belgium 
should belong to France. I have a 
thousand good reasons for this; but, 
one is enoi^h, and that is, that it will 
enable the French to establish cheap 
Government, and will compel us to follow 
their example in that respect. All our 
dangers, all our miseries, arise from dear 
Gooeninient. Tlien; is no good reason 
why England should not be governed 
even cheaper than the United States of 
America, and maintain at the same 
time all her just rights and authority in 
the world. There is no reason why 
this should not be and to ttiis cheap 
government the example of France, 
and the immense increase of power 
that that cheap government will give 
to France, will, in the end, compel us 
to resort. 

War! Oh, no ! We shall not go to 
war to prevent the union of Belgium 
with France. The French now know 
(I have taken good care of that) all 
that I know about the means which 
this Government has of going to war j 
and they talk on the subject in a man¬ 
ner which shows that they know it 
well. They do know it well, and they 
leave us out of the question accordingly. 
And now is my day of triumph j now 
is my day of glory. When Napolisox 
had been put down ■, when Napoleon 
had been shipped off to St. Helena; 
when Castlereagh (who, soon .after¬ 
wards, cut bis own throat and killed 


himself at North Cray, in Kent), said, 
“He shall never quit that islMd;’* 
when that really greatest captain of the 
age fell because he had become an Em¬ 
peror, and had married an Austrian; 
when Napoleon wa.s sent off to that 
misemble island, where he at last died 
of an “ hereditary cancer ; ” then did I 
say to this very Castlereaou : “ You 
“ think you have triumphed, do you ? 
“ Your triumph will be of short dura- 
“ tion : the gallant French nation will 
“ speedily recover: the Bourbons them- 
“ selves must break your treaty, or be 
“ dethroned; France and Belgium wilt 
“ be together again: the debt con- 
“ tracted in consequence of the war 
“ will hung like a mill-stone about your 
“ necks: the gallant French nation will 
march where they please; England 
“ will be able to stir neither hand nor 
foot to retard their march, unless she 
“ free herself from her debt; and this 
“ she cannot do without - breaking up 
“ the church establishment, and, in 
“ great part, the whole body of ari.s- 
“ tocracy."— Political Register, 2Ath 
of September, 1814.—This, then, is the 
day of my triumph. It has not come 
so soon ns 1 expected, but it is come ; 
and, amongst all the millions upon 
millions of human beings, whose hearts 
leap with joy at contemplating this 
event, not one single soul feels the joy 
to a greater extent than I do, having 
the happiness to reflect, that my efforts 
may, in some small degree, have con¬ 
tributed towards the accomplishment of 
that event.

Wliat shall we 
do with the splendid quarto volume, 
the text by my old printer’s runner, 
Blagdon, and the plates by ©rme, of 
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Bond>atreet, intended to hand down to 
posterity, the History.of the immortal 
victory obtained over tfaie French and 
the Americans on the Serpentine River? 
What shall we do with the mound a 
hundred feet high, ond the brass lion

old laws of Eiif^land and none of the 
new ones; that, under that mild and 
gentle government, no standing army 
has been required, though it has carried 
on a trium pliant War, by sea as well as 
by land against the undivided power of 
this great country itself: when one 
reflects on these things, one is almost 
tempted to believe that the plain mimes 
of George Washington and of Andrew 
Jackson are worth all the titles, all the 
coronets, all the ribbons, stars and 
garters in the world. 

Leaving the Prince of Waterloo to 
the use of his titles, and to carry the 
Tri-coloubeo Flag to Windsor Castle 
every month 0 / June, or, rather, leaving 
bright Peel to discover what he shall 
do with him, let me now, in conclusion 
of this article, observe that we are not 
to talk of War, especially about Belyium, 
and shut our eyes to the circumstance 
that we are not to have such war as 
that without having something to do with 
Jonathan, who, lot it be remembered, 
carries a Long Tom in his stern. It 
was said of old Bingham of Philadel¬ 
phia (the father of Messrs. Alexander and 
Henry Baring), who had been a super¬ 
cargo, or something, on board a privateer, 
during the war of revolution, that he 
used to say, in the heat of the fight, 
“ Never mind, my lads, while the Long 
Tom remains unshipped.” It was said 
of him, or some other privateer’s man, 
that being fired at by an English se¬ 
verity-four, in order to bring him to and 
make him surrender, he returned the 
fire, but overloaded the Long Toin and 
got it unshipped. However he con¬ 
tinued the* fighjl, and got away j and 
■when he was asked, after he got into 
port, how he could have the auda¬ 
city to rptarn the fire, he swore that 
if he had not unshipped his Long Tom 
“ he would havp took her! ” I dare 
say that Bingham, who was a Yanl^ee, 
(that is, a New Englander,) wit.'like 
\he rest of his countrymen, as cool as a 
cucumber^ and m brave as a lion; and 
certain it is, at any rate, .that that cool 
race is now prepared for us; and that 
if our government were 50 unwise as to 


jnttcinpt an interference in Belgium and 
France, we should have to fight Jona¬ 
than as well us the French and Belgians; 
and, let it be remembered that / now 
warn the Ministers, this danger. 
When the Wmos were in [lower before, 
they took up from their predecessors, 
extended, and carried on, a most vigor¬ 
ous paper-blockade.” That finally 
produced the war of 181^, followed up 
as it was by Canning and Castle- 
KEAGii, with the aid of their sublime 
negociators, of whom one was the 
younger Georoe RasK. The Ameri¬ 
cans began that war with (to use the 
expression of the flippant and saucy 
Canning) “ six fir frigates ws||pi bits of 
striped bunting at their m'uAhead.” 
'I'licy ended it with a stout fle^ some 
of them seventy-fours, which fleet has 
been augmen't'.ng from that day to this; 
such being the natural consequences of 
a people being truly representeil in 
their legislative assemblies, and of the 
savings of peace making provision for 
the expenses of war. 

Now, be it known to our ministers 
and to this bothered people, that long¬ 
sighted Jonathan has taken a wonder¬ 
ful interest in the recent Revolution in 
France.. Without a moment’s hesita¬ 
tion, his Ambassador at Paris acknow¬ 
ledged the new order of things. Jn the 
United States, joy at that event has 
been expressed in all sorts of ways. In 
the last Register, f inserted an account 
of the rejoicings at New York, to which. 
1 beg leave to refer my readers, if by 
chance they have overlooked it. Jona¬ 
than is even a cooler follow than his 
ancestors. Show, for show’s sake, is al¬ 
together contrary to his taste. There 
was not, be you well assured, a proces¬ 
sion Mree miles long” with all the 
display of the tri-coloured flag entwined 
wi^ that of America, and will all the 
other demonstrations of joy and ap¬ 
plause, without something more than 
mere enthusiasm being at the bottom! 
Jonathan never moves and never speaks 
without first duly thinking of the con¬ 
sequences. He did not make ^I that 
parade with La Fayette, and heap 
upon the old general such marks of his 
gratitude (aU AWjiicb, however, he 
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merited), without having an eye to the 
future. He knew what effect those 
marks of liis gratitude would have upon 
a nation so enthusiastic as the French. 
There is nothing false in this conduct 
of the Americans: it is wisdom. 
They sec their own safety; the preser¬ 
vation of their own precious liberties 
and happiness, likely to be secured by 
the extension of their principles ; and 
they act with justice and humanity, it 
well as witli wisdom, in emleavouring 
to extend those principles. 

The aiil of tfic 'Americins, in case 
of war with England, is relied on 
in France ; and it may be safely re¬ 
lied on j because it is utterly intpos- 
sible fo^us to carry on an efficient war 
against France for a month, without 
one of two things; abandoning our 
right of search, the exercise of which, 
in all its plenitude, is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to the efficiency of our arms, or, 
without lighting the Ainerirans for the 
maintenance of that right; and, in this 
case, whence are to come the resnurees 
for the carrying on of sucli a war ? In 
fill jiarts of the world wc should be in¬ 
stantly assailed ; a hundred millions a 
year of the present money would not 
provide for the expenses of such a war 
No : our wise way is, to make an effi¬ 
cient reform of the Rirliament; then 
to reduce the expenses of every descrip¬ 
tion ; then to prepare for efficient war 
without hastily or unjustly provoking it; 
and the best preparation of all would 
be, causing the working people to have 
a belly-full of bretid and meat instead 
of the all-accursed potatoes ; then we 
should be safe at home • and then 
that Englishman who would surrender 
the right of search, or any particle of 
our ancient pretensions to the dominion 
of the seas, ought to be stripped, not 
only of his shirt but of his skin. We| 
might then let the French go where | 
they pleased upon land, except upon! 
the land of England and Ireland. The' 
Americans might be told, “ Thus far 
shall you go and no farther! ” But 
while we are in our present miserable 
state of debt, discontent, and half 
revolution, we must speak to foreign 
powers in a tone of timid anxiety, and 


must go on gradually sinking into a 
state of humility aud insigniticance, 
until of this proud, and justly proud, 
England, there will be left noth inff but 
the name ■, and that, apparently, solely 
for the purpose of reminding us of the 
glory of our fathers and our own de¬ 
generacy.

:iave rejecte'’ niy advice : reject it still: 
io what you like with your own con- 
■ern; but, Benett, if I can prevent it, 
the labourers of Englaiul, SHALL NOT 
LIVE UrON POl’ATOES. This is my 
resolution ; and from this all the abuse 
in the world shall never drive nte one 
single inch. I dare not make an at¬ 
tempt to bring your Hou.se into con¬ 
tempt; but any expression containing 
respect, either for you or for it, shall 
never be wrung from the lips or pen of

LETTER FROM MR. W, COBBETF, 
AT PARIS. 

To the Editor of the Register. 

Pat it, !«/ f'eh., IfOl. 

Tub news from all (luarters received 
here is of the most perplexing descrip¬ 
tion. That of the resignation of the 
dictator in Poland, of the finding of the 
bill against Mr. O’Connell and the pelt¬ 
ing of the Lord Lieutenant in Ireland, 
and of the contested election between 
the Duke de Nemours and the Duke de 
Leuchtenberg for the kingdom of Bel¬ 
gium, arrived altogether, on Sunday; 
and it puzzles ail the learning and civi¬ 
lization of Paris to divine what is to he 
the course of events. Some of the 
■ rumours which are afloat to-day, arc re¬ 
specting the destination of the. vesse's of 
war Jilted oat recently from Portsmouth; 
a!)d, conjointly with the intelligence, 
which some believe, of the final election 
of the Duke de Nemours, it is supposed 
that there v:ill be war between France 
and England. At the same time, peo¬ 
ple are prone to believe that the Ameri¬ 
cans are eager to abet France in such a 
war. The same persons believe that 
General Lj^fayette is probably engaging 
himself with this object. This is the 
chat of the common people, and I men¬ 
tion it to show that they are thinking of 
activity, .'Mid that their minds are pro¬ 
bably going before that of the govern¬ 
ment. They cannot see why their 
kingdom should not be extended, and 
^hy Louis-Philippe might not be Em¬ 
peror of the french and King of the 
Belgians, as Napoleon w.is of Italy. 
They are totally incapable of under¬ 
standing the arguments of prudence 
which afe come into vogue; aye, and 


that so much more influence now even 
than with the other Bourbons. 

In their comments on the late debate 
(of Thursday and Friday) in the Chamber 
of Deputies, the Qaolidienne, and the 
other journals which are devoted to 
the Duke de Bordeaux, openly say, that 
if Charles X. had remained, he would 
have set at nought the treaties of lbl4 
and 1815, in the case which has hap¬ 
pened with regard to Poland ; and that, 
whatever may be said on the score of 
liberalism, the Bouri>on3 cannot be ac¬ 
cused of so base an abandonment of the 
glory, honour, and tlic prosperity which 
is linked to them, of France, as this 
government of Itbeials. Thoy observe 
that, notwithstanding the cliarges of 
subjection to the English ministry, the 
government which was so charged 
made the brilliant conquest of Algiers 
ill defiance of that iniiiislry; and that 
duringdifferent ininistrics, the Bourbons 
conquered Spain in spite of the English, 
who by French prowess were reduced 
to prayers as the only means of oppos¬ 
ing it. So much for a hint as to the 
tone the royalists take, and 1 think any 
one must allow tlicy have the best of 
argument iiiion this question brougm 
on by Pohiiul anil also by Belgium. 
They even exceed in boldness the op- 
po.sition in the Chamber, who, somehow 
or other, seem to rest much upon the 
faitli and spirit of treaties, which they 
say are in favour of tlie independence of 
Poland : they have not the courage to 
open their eyes to the change in the 
situation of mankind produced by 
revolutions ; and it is unwelcome to the 
people for M. Lafiyette to cite the 
policy or opinions of that tyrant, Fre¬ 
derick the Great, as his argument for 
supporting the Poles against the Rus¬ 
sians. The people view the matter 
wholly independent of treaties, in which 
they never took part, and which were 
never made but to keep them down, as 
the first object, and as forming the 
whole basis of treating. Now, since 
the Revolution, a <Uffsreitt nation 4.4a 
existence from that whielt treated. You, 
Sir, always maint^oed that even the 
government of legithnacy had French 
blood in their veins, and that they felt 
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the oppressors, Hespuilers and degraders 
of France, to be their natural enemies, 
and that in that character they would 
persevere against England; and that 
which is now urged by the royalists is 
perfectly in unison with all your argu* 
ments on this point, at the time when 
this nation bei^an to lift its head under 
the Bourbons, m 1322. M. de Chateau¬ 
briand, who was the vigorous Minister 
of Foreign Affairs then, still adheres to 
the Bourbons, and appears to be now 
occupied in the tutorship of the Duke 
de Bordeaux; a thing which shows, 1 
think, something of the spirit in which 
that familjr sustain their hopes. 

As to ‘laughing at the possibility of 
the Duke de Bordeaux ever coining to 
the throne, it would be exceedingly 
thoughtless; and to affect to do it would 
argue, in a Frenchman, a carelessness 
upon the subject. Notiiing would have 
been more absurd, three months ago; 
but that spirit which either dies, or 
becomes so scattered, in the people, as 
to be of no avail, cannot make head 
against the persevering and unanimous 
iiy'cteracy of the royalists. If one were 
^ enumerate the acts of the Chambers 
and of the government, it would not he 
surprising if the spirit of the people be 
totally dumped, as for the enthusiasm 
which was so general soon after th» 
Revolution. 

One great change has certainly been 
made for tlie better, on the score of 
religion, or rather of yiriest-craft; and 
it is a very remarkable thing, that 
society of Catholic priests is established, 
who perform the mass in, French, and 
who are totally unpaid, excejit by volun¬ 
tary contributions. This society fur¬ 
nishes priests to any commune which 
chooses to apply to it, and many com¬ 
munes, dissatisfied with the political 
antipathies of their priests, have so 
done. They avoid politics, except that^ 
they really surd sincerely join the people! 
in this respect. The first mass was 
performed the Sunday before last,' in 
Paris, and, the house (a private one) was 
crowded, and even the street was 
crowded. On the other imnd, the 
churches may be said to be empty.»| 
Notwithstanding the dilapidation of 


cathedrals and churches during the first 
revolution, and the increase of popula¬ 
tion since, there is now a great profu¬ 
sion of space in the churches. In short, 
the revolutions have, I think, been 
complete in this respect, at any rate, of 
freeing the people from the domination 
of priests and hypocrites. These are 
treated with the most ineffable contempt; 
but it docs not follow that it is from 
either atheism or deism, but from a pure 
and simple detestation of priestcraft. 
It is observed that, since the Revolution, 
there has not been any murder of that 
atrocious and unaccountable kind so 
frequently heard of during the reign of 
the Bourbons, and all which have in¬ 
contestably been ascribed, in some way 
or other, to the [iriests or to the effects 
of their operations. Viewed in con¬ 
nection with the priests, the Bourbons 
are completely detested, and Louis- 
Philippe, who, t believe, never goes to 
Church, is very much admired. No¬ 
thing, as far as J can perceive, are the 
French so in dread of, as the influence 
of the old priesthood ; and, when they 
are once completely hors dt. combat, the 
nation may be said to be in a pretty 
happy state. The importance of this 
matter has made me deprive myself of 
room to notice many other things 
which are also important. The rapidity 
with which events now arise, and the' 
confusion in which, renllj, the world 
seems ready to be lost, will make it ne¬ 
cessary for me, in order to keep you 
informed oL the most interesting facts; 
to send you my diary, or daily account 
of what passes; which will be more 
than you may find worthy of inserting 
in the Register, entire, butirom which, 
r shall leave you to mahre those extracts 
which you think proper. 

The ^'intiense'’ state of Ireland p^i- 
iates the absentees; no smjsll number of 
whom aeem to have abandoned Ireland, 
ami even England, for France.

According 
to any rational view of the .subject, the duty 
of a magistrate appears to he two fold. He 
may act in a double capacity upon ditfereiit 
occasions; namely, as a minister, and as an 
individual member of parlmmei’t. There 
was no minister who had nut acted so occa¬ 
sionally. If, indeed, it were culpable to 
pursue the course some extravagant writers 
now maiutain, Mr. Pitt’s conduct ufion the 
slave trade and parliamentary refnrtn would 
have been highly censurable; for ttail dts~ i 
tinguished statesman, iu both these in- j 
stances, brought forward the propositions as 
an individual member of parliament. The 
coBstitiitional distinction which, in concur- 
reuce with my culleagiics, I take between 
the duty of a minister in the one case and 
the other, is this; that when a minister! 
brings‘forward any motion as a measure of 
governmmt which has undergone any dis-, 
cussion in tiie cabinet, be violates his duty 
unless such measure shall have receiced 
the sanction of that authority.

tion oath when he had actuatty cotueuletl to 
the raeaiure o/<er ad its details had been ex¬ 
plained to Aim; and he had had no ohjection 
to it, and no thouf,-ht of cliaugins the ministry, 
till the Princess/Areatewfrf Ai»i with the pub- 
/tca/ton o/fAe book! 

8.1. These transactions, however, disgrace¬ 
ful as they were to the factious, and little 
creditaiile as the temporary delusion might 
be to the understandings of the people, did a 
great deal df good in the end, by opening the 
eyes of the people with regani to the true cha¬ 
racter of the factions, and of the House of Com¬ 
mons. The people saw Ministers bring in a 
bill; they saw the House approve of it; they 
law the same Miuilters withdrew the hill 
without a word from the Mouse against this 
step; they heard the Ministers declare that 
they held it to be their duty to have the King’s 
fireviotis content to every hill that they brought 
in; they heard them declare that the bill had 
been withdrawn because the King had changed 
his nninl relative to it; they saw one Par¬ 
liament dissolved, at four years old, to suit 
one Ministry; they saw another dissolved at 
four m»n>hs, to soil another ministry. They 
could not see all this without great disgust 
being excited in their minds with regard to 
the tactions and the Mouse also. Great dis¬ 
gust was excited; and from the pcrioil of these 
striking transactions the factions dale their 
fall. From this time the main body of the 
people began to see that there was no differ¬ 
ence in the factions; that both sought the 
puliiic money; that all their proressions and 
promises were false; and that, of every quarrel 
between them, the people became the only 
sulferers. .So that from tlii t affair of the poor 
ill-treated Prniceis, arose this great good to 
the nation, that it nvver, sinre that tiuie, has 
been the sport of any faction; but, as we shall 
see 111 the sequel, this was only a small part of 
the good which ought to endear her memory 
to the people of England.

THE FIRES. 

The week before last I addre.ssed the 
Ministers, and in the inosUrespectfiil, 
though ill the most urgent manner ,40 
do certain things to put an end to thetec 
calamitous and disgru-cful conflagra¬ 
tions; and I never was more certain 
of any thing than 1 am, that the measures 
which I recommended Would, if adopted, 
have haii that effect. Those measures 
would,!os I then ob.served, not have 
taken three days in adojiting; would 
have interfered with no man’s property, 
would have been no innovation, cOuld 
have given offence reasonably to no 
man; would have been agreeable to the 
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cordial wishes of ninety*nine hundreths 
of the people, and would have brought 
blessings on the head of their royal 
master from miUions of lips. They 
have not listened to my advice } and, 1 
do iu)r. say the coniefjumcet are before 
usj ijut, at any rate, tlie terrible 
disgraee has not been removed, I 
understand that the country news* 
jiapers, which are almost wholly under 
awe of the aristocracy, the clergy 
and the magistrates, have been, in many 
places, actually forbidden to publish ac¬ 
counts of tlie fires as they occur. At 
any nite, that they do occur is certain, 
and I am informeci that in Hampshire 
and Wiltshire, where the “ cjrposilion of 
the law " has, (iod knows, been pretty 
an)|>le, they are occurring with more 
violence than ever. 1 have been told 
that fifteen fires have taken place in the 
vicinage of one single niarlvet-town in 
Hampsliiie, and seven of them since 
the conclusion of the Special Commis¬ 
sion ; and five of them since the hang- ' 
iiig of COOPER and COOK. Hutj 
tliough I could state particulars, 1 shall j 
not do it here ; but in these cases 1 shall' 
confine myself, as far as particulars go, 
to what I find in the newspapers, or 
other ]iulilications. In the Morning 
Chronicle of the }>lh inst., I find the 
first of the following paragraphs : the 
second paragraph I take from the Min¬ 
ing Ckronieie of the 10th instant. 

“ A mesnenger arrived yesterday at 
the town residence of A. Harmg, 

“ and stated that a valuable farm upon 
“ that gcutlemanS estate in Hampshire 
‘ had, at a Kite hour on Monday night, 

‘ been discovered on fire. Every ex- 
‘ ertion was used by the servants and 
* others to supjiress tiie flames, but 
‘ without effect, and the whole was 
‘ consmiicd. The fire is supposed to 
‘ be the work of an incendiary^ which is 
“ rather extraordinary, as Mr. Baring 
“ not only refused to appear against 
Mi Cook, who attempted his life, but had, 

“ together with the whole of tfle mern- 
“ bet s of his family, signed the petitions 
in favour of the convicted." 

“ ^^'^e regret to have to state that fires 
“ are vetommencing in several parts of 
” the country. On Monday night last 


j “ there was a very extensive fire be - 
“ tween Papham-lam and Winchester, 
There was also a fire atFarehnm, near 
“ Gosport, on Thursday last. One rick 
“ in the middle of a row of 1.3 was on 
fire, but from the snow on the roofs 
“ of others, they were untouched when 
“ assistance arrived. A farm-yard of 
*’ Michefdevei' has also been eonsumed." 

With regard to the fire on Alexan¬ 
der Baring's estate, as mentioneil in 
the first paragraph, it is probably the 
same as the first fi^e mentiuned in the 
second paragraph, and it is probably 
bir Thomas Baking’s farm, and not 
that of Alexander ; because the estate 
of the former, and his hoiSe also^ lie 
between Popham-lane and Winchester. 
The farm mentioned, in the latter part 
of the second p.aragraph, as lying at 
Micheldever, must belong to Sir 
Thomas Baring; because he is not 
only the owner of all the land, but lay 
impropriator of all the tithe. It is 
curious that these two line jnirishes of 
■Stratton and Micheldever were the 
private proverfy of King Alfred the 
Great, who bequeatheil them as an en¬ 
dowment to the monastery which he 
j founded at Winchester, and in which 
he was buried. They were seized by 
the ruthless Henry the Eighth, and 
I given to Wriothesly, one of his tools, 
j who was made Earl of Southampton. 
From him they passed by inarri.igc into 
the hands of the Russels ; and from 
the jirescnt Duke of Bedford they passed 
into the hands of these Bakings. But 
where did the Morning Chronicle get 
its information, that it is “ rather exit a- 
ordinary" that this should be the work 
of an incendiary ? Where did Dr. Black 
learn that these Barings petitioned to 
save the life of Cook ? And how came 
the Doctor to connect Cook’s name 
with this fire ? And who told him to 
s.ay that Baring refused to appear 
iigaint Cook, who was hanged ? And 
who told tlie Doctor that Cook c£- 
tempted Baring’s life ? Did the Doctor 
dream all this, or did somebody write 
it to him that he might publish it ? As 
lead men tell no tales, dead men can 
set no fires; and, therefore, Cook could 
not have set this fire. Does the Doctor 
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mean to say that this fire was set by 
some of poor Cook's relations or 
friends, and that, therefore, it is extra. 
ordinary, seeing that the Harings were 
so very kind in the case of this poor 
Cook ? However, in the case of the 
farm at Micheldever, we come nearer 
to tlie remains of this poor young man, 
who was only nineteen years of age. 
In that village he was born j in that 
village he had been bred and hud al¬ 
ways lived ; to that village his poor, 
lionest, ami broken-hearted parents 
took his dead body; and there they 
paid the parson yixlem shiliingfi, as 1 
am told, for leave to bury it in the 
church-yard In this very village, and 
necessarily’(for I know the village and 
the farms very well) within about a 
hundred and fifty yards from the spot 
where the dead body of Cook lies, this 
farm-yard, as the Chronicle tells us, has { 
been consumed, and that, too, since; 
the hanging and the hurial of Cook ! 

Will not these facts speak ? Will not 
these facts produce conviction ? Will 
not these facts urge the ministers to re¬ 
flect, and induce them to adopt mea¬ 
sures to tranquillize the minds of the 
]>eople, and to remove from them that 
bitterness, that vengeful feeling, which 
is so manifestly at work ! The Attorney- 
General said, the other night, in a 
speech that he made in consequence of 
the motion of Hun't, that, “ throiigh- 
“ out the country neither life nor pro- 
“ perty was safe for a single hour ; but 
“ what was the change wrought by the 
“ simple announcement that the law 
“ was to take its course ? The mischief 
“ emsed, with n single exafpiioH, to 
“ which I shall advert presently.” I do 
not perceive, by the report, that the 
lefirned gentleman did at all advert to 
this exception ; but I suppose him to 
have meaned the fees to form the ex¬ 
ception ; and then all that the special 
commissions had dune was to secure 
the commodite, as the French people 
call it, while the house was more ex¬ 
posed to destruction tham ever. For, 
what were oil the rest of the dangers 
compared to that of the iires ! It was 
the fires that kept the country in a state 
of alarm; and, if the learned gentle* 


man would but go to a pretty large 
farm-house, any-where, either in Haiinp> 
shire or U’^iltshire or Berkshire, and 
pass two or three dark evenings and 
nights there, he would discover, I be¬ 
lieve, that the dangers have not ceased ; 
that peace is ^ot restored ; that all is 
suspicion, dislru><t, fear, alarm, agita¬ 
tion, and crnistant racking nnxietv ; fa¬ 
milies going to bed with their clothes 
half on and half off; lights burning all 
night; servants watched to tin ir beds; 
every creature approaching the house, 
or coming to speak to a servant, watch¬ 
ed as if suspectctl. In short, turning 
the most happy of all the (Iwellings 
upon earth into dwellings of the deep¬ 
est misery. Afraid to speak an angry 
word to a servant: afraid to turn a ser¬ 
vant off: afraid to hire a new one. .And 
this is what English farm-houses have 
been brought to, in consequence of a 
series of measures that have at last re¬ 
duced the labourers to live upon po¬ 
tatoes.

I picked up the 
other day a small paiiiphtet, sold lor twopeuce, 
entitled “Two.pesny Tka.sii,'' by Mr. Colt- 
heit j m it 1 found the whole history of the 
origin aiJU perver&ioa of tithes ; iliey were 
formerly intended to keep the poor, and to 
repair the churches and hospitals. Now, lutw 
has it happened that all this was not known till 
now ? Why was it left for M r. Cohhett In the 
“ History of the Protestant, Jlefor^piation,” 
as he calls it, to tell us what our historians 
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ought to have hU u^? There scen« to me to 
have b'eeiV some studied fdan on the part of cer¬ 
tain persons interested in tithes to keep u» in 
ignorance-, 1 cannot help surmUinj that the 
fuoitbh cry of JVo Poperp was one of those 
means, iiy iiiaintaiiiiiis an unchristian ani 
mosity towards our Catholic fellow.creatures, 
tlie church iiiouupnly was kept up aa4 inquiry 
stifled, and the real ineaiiiu^f titlics which 
hfga.n with the Catliolics was kept out of 
si^ht; nor shouldu'« hare knowK much about 
the matter had not Mr, Cohbett enlightened us 
a bit bp his tvrtluigt. I do ii«t to 
the length that lie docs, nor agree with 
him ill all things, but in this I do agree, 
that the old story about Cny I'awkcs and 
the fire of Loudon, anrl all the rest of the 
lies trumped up against Roman Catholics, are 
mere fudge, and were invented to keep up an 
animosity towards the party who were really 
in possession of the secrets of the church, and

tithes which is at present ruifiitii; the farmer, 
and reuderiug him unable to do justice to 
the labourer. 1 am no radical, and God pro¬ 
tect me from any wish to encourage feelings 
of discontent among the farmers, but as a 
loyal and patriotic suliject ot tlio«e realms, 
and one who loves his country, and its valua¬ 
ble constitution, 1 feel it to be mj duty to 
urge those who have better ineans, and 
more learniTig than 1 can pretend to pos¬ 
sess, to iiistituic i temperate but prompt in¬ 
quiry into some means of relief, including, if 
possible, a lull restoration of tithes to tbeiV 
original use.

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tithes.—L ord King said, teeing several 
right rev. Prelates in their places,he would take 
the opportunity of pr^enting several pctitiuiis 
agiiinst Tithes, which he should not have 
tliuuglit it fair to present in their absence. 
The first petition be should present was from 
a place in Somersetshire, and it was very nu¬ 
merously signed—being signed, indeed, by 
several thousand persons. They saM that 
their petition was ilirected against the per¬ 
nicious tithe system. They stated that they 
were in great distress; that the farmers 
could get no profit, and the labourers no em¬ 
ployment, on account of the tithe. They 
stated that tithes, in their origin', were in¬ 
tended to answer very diflerent purposes from 
that to whith they were applied at present; 
that oiiginally the tithes were, divided into 
three portions—one went to the clergyman, 
another to repair the church, and the third to 
maintain tUe poor. But the.se petitioners 
stated, that they had now to maintain all 
the poor, and keep the church in repair, 
and that the whole of the tithe went to the 
minister. The tithes they described os a bar¬ 
rier against improvement, and he must say 
tliat there was great truth in the seutinieuts 
that of the petition. He knew it was said that 
tithes were property; and so they were, but 
very different from individual property. It 
was said that tithes were the property of the 
church, and it was asked if it were nut as 
sacred as other property ? But the property 
of the church stood upon a different footing 
from individual property. The church esta¬ 
blishment was the creature of the state; it 
was paid for, and in such a manner as the 
state pleased. In that respect, then, it was 
perfectly different from individual property. 
A rev. Prelate had stated, on a former evening, 
that church property was more ancient than 
other property : it might be more ancient than 
some' other property, but it was at all times 
the creature of the state, and public property ; 
it was conferred by the state, and it was held 
as public property, intended for the beiiefit of 
the state, 'it was different from private pro¬ 
perty, which was necessary fur the good of 
society. Without private property, we should 
have nothing but the spontaneous produce of 
the earth ; but, without tithe, we should have 
a great deal more of saleable produce of art 
and skill than at present. Tithes, then, and 
private property, operate in different ways. 
The institution of private property in reased 

produceoi^tbe institution of tithes lessened 
it. They were e, tax on production; they 
hindered capital from being applied to the 
land; and, but for them, more capital would 
be apidied, and more produce obtained. It i 
was now necessary to pay fltbe on the gross. 

E roduce'of the lan4> ox capital, and la-; 
our, which prevented the employment of' 


capital, and prevented the employment of 
ia^ur. Nothing was more prejudicial tliau 
a tax on the gross produce of laud ; and it 
was one which any prudent rulers of the 
church would now try to have commuted. 
He said commuted, because the time for 
composition war gone hy. Nothing short 
of coinnmtation measured in a fixed coru 
rent, not liable to alteration, and which 
would not give a great?r than a fixed 
share of the produce to the tithe-owner, nut 
increasing with the capital employed. He 
believed that, a few years ago, when the 
church proposed composition, it might have 
' done ; but now nothing short ofeonunutatiou 
would do. The right rev. Prelates would now 
find it prudent to coifie to some moderate 
' commutation. His Lordship concluded by pre¬ 
senting apetitioR from Somersetshire, praying 
I for a commutation of tithes. 

The Bishop of Lincoln made! a few obser- 
i vatiOHS in reply to his Lordship, which were 
j nearly tuav'lihlc below ihe Bar. We Under- 
! stood the rigti*- Rev, 1‘rel.ate to say, that not- 
I withstanding the confidence with which the 
I noble Baron made his assertions, he would 
find it difficult to piove them. He must 
maintain that tithes were not established by 
the state for a State service. In many cases 
. they were granted by individuals who hail 
! the power, in order to provide for the due 
performance of religious service in every pa- 
j rish in the kingdom. I'lic individuals who 
j granted tithes did nut intend them to be the 
; property of the State. The question was, 
what was property ? The law gave power to 
men to appropriate and use certain thing.s. It 
gave a power to tlie tithe'Owner, a property in 
the tithes, as it gave to the land-owner a pro¬ 
perty ill his land. Tithes, therefore, stood 
upon the same footing as other property. He 
retnetnbered that at the {leriod of tlic French 
revolution, the people who argued against 
tithes also contended that the landlords were 
nothing more than the stewards for the peo¬ 
ple, and that rent was the salary which was 
paid to them for distributing the produce of 
the land. He did not know why the Church 
property should be subject to attacks more 
than other properly, unless it could be shown 
that it weighed heavier than other property on 
the springs of national industry. Was that 
the case? He believed not. Was land free 
froih tithes better cultivated than land subject 
to tithes. (Hear, hear.) Was that the case? 
He denied that it. was. The right Rev. Pre-. 
late -then quoted a communication from a 
clergyman, to show *' that the tithes were 
only in his parish l-fith of the rent. The 
clergyman stated that he had- had several 
communications with iand-surveyors and other 
persons, who assured him that, generally, the 
clergymen took from 20 to 30 per cent, less 
than their due claim for tithes, llie agri¬ 
culturists, the clergyman stated, were not 
injured by tithes; fur, generally, litbe-free 
land was not better, or so well, cultivated as 
land subject to tithes. In those parishes, too. 
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be stated, wbich were exempted fruin titbes, 
the i^r-rates were higher than in parishes 
which bad tithes, though be did upt state that 
the high rates were connected witli the ex» 
emption of tithes." For hiotself, bp doubted 
therefore that the tithe system was so noxious 
as the uobfe Rarou descrii)ed it. He wished 
it, however, to be understood, that he was nut 
opposed to a coinmutatiun of titbm on a fail 
principle. It was necessary, be believed, tha 
the church should make some sacridee, eni 
every coinmutatioQ must involve a sacrifice, 
but on that account be should not object to a 
commutation. On the whole, he denied tha 
tithes vrere public property, or were the cause 
of distress. 

The Bishop of BATH#ad WaLaB, asthe pe¬ 
titions came from Somersetshire, had made 
some inquiry into the circumstances of thi 
petitioners, and be had found that there wa 
nothing peculiar in their situation which 
could justify them in coming forward to peti¬ 
tion against tithes. He did not wish to maki 
any observations then on the question oi 
tithes or the presentation of petitions, hui 
whenever the noble Lord brought it forward 
he should be prepared to give him an answer. 
Fur himself, he would say, that he was aiuious 
fur a fair commutation of tithes. In the 
first living be bad be had commuted the 
tithes, and the plan had given the greatest sa< 
tisfaction. It had been productive of advan¬ 
tage to him aud of benefit to the parish. 

Lord Kino wished to express nis satisfac¬ 
tion at hearing that the rev. prelates had now 
come to a coinmutatiun of tithes, which was 
something very diflerent from the composi¬ 
tion of tithes proposed by the right rev. pre¬ 
late. A commutation was very diifereiu from 
a composition, such as was proposed by the 
bill of the right rev. Prelate, which went to 
give a power to the tithe-owner to lease his 
tithes for twenty-one years. Commutation 
must be ^by a fixed rent—a certain amount of 
corn not subject to vary—a payment totally 
different from tithe. He was glad to under¬ 
stand that now commutation and not com¬ 
position was agreed to, and commutation was 
not the plan of the right rev. Prelate. The 
right rev. Prelate who spoke last said that 
there was nothing peculiar in the situation of 
the people of Somersetshire.-—That was true. 
The evils were eveiy-whcre the same, and 
were not confined to Somersetshire. There 
was nothing peculiar in the hardships they 
suffered. They were common, unfortunately, 
to ail the land. The right r«v. Prelate who 
spoke first, said, he (Lord King) would have 
great difficulty in making out that tithes werr 
public property} he proved, hewever, what 
was the origlQ of tithes. The ppreater part of 
the livings of thc-couutry were in the handi of 
the church or the crown, and these were nn- 
doubtedly public property. The adyowsoui 
belonging to individuals were of a different 
nature, but the edvoWsom belonging to the 
church or the orowu were public property. 

It wa* said tltat tithes were given to secure 


the services of ths clergy. Had they had tliat 
effect ? He was surprised at that argument} 
for were not, he would ask, all piqraUties and 
non-residents the iltsgrace ol' the- church? 
Iberewere, he believed, about 10,500 bene¬ 
fices in England, and in these there wore only 
about 0,000 residents. If the grant were in¬ 
tended to secure the services of the clergyJTit 
had failed in its effect. Hardly ope half of 
the parishes under the church of England 
bad resident incumbents} they might reside 
iu other benefices, but nearly half the parishes 
of England were destitute of resident incum¬ 
bents. This was one of the great and crying 
sins of the church of England, from which the 
church of Scotland was entirely free. Ho 
would use this circumstance as the argument 
Oil vmdmdiam. With all the tithes ami emo- 
lumeuta belonging to the EqglUb church it 
could not procure residents, but tlie Scotch 
church obtained residents without tithes. 
We bad l>isbop> and nun-resUieuts ; iu Scot¬ 
land they had residents and no bishops. Our 
faierarchji, our costly hierarchy, could not 
effect that which was done in Scotland with¬ 
out a hierarchy. This was the arf^umeat ad 
wrecundiam. The hierarchy bad no poiver to 
prevent pluralities, or, if it had the power, it 
did not exercise it. As to tithes being pro¬ 
perty, he must repeat, they were very different 
from private proverty. Private properly was 
beneficial, and it was necessary that there 
•hoiild be private property. Was it necessary 
bat there should be a tax on the gross )>ro- 
ducc } Tithes were a pernicious sort of pro¬ 
perty. Under the present cici iiinstances of 
the union, it would be well in our statesmen 
to make a change respecting the life interest 
if those who now tiauned them, hut making 
an alteratiou that would get rid uf tithes, 
['hey were pernicious j all oil er property was 
leneficial. He thought it was not very wise 
II the right rev. Prelate to refer to the I'rencb 
evolution. Their lordship, might depend on 
t that in tithes there must be an alteration 
—that they would not be much lunger suffered 
o exist} and that by placing them on the 
>ame footing as property in laud, the laud- 
iwuers might expect that tlieir property too 
must be altered.”

HOUSE or LORDS. ' 

TITHES.-^Lord King said, that having 
ome other petitions to present on tlie' subject 
if tithes, be must renew that to some persons 
inconvenient discussion, but to ottiers most 
ODvonicQt. Yesterday be had brought tbe 
iomersetshira militia into the field; tu-day 
le came down with the militia from Glouces- 
ershlr*. was happy to say that all per- 
OQS appeared now to agree that some altera- 
iott was nepeBBaryy and it only remained to 
nd out what alteration. Une of the right 
ev. Prelates had yesterday asked him if he 
ad any plan fur making tbe change. Me 
ad; he bad three plans, all veiy goou ones, 
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and all simple plans. The first, which was 
perhaps the most simple and the best, was to 
charge the laud with a proportion of the rent 
for the maintenance of the clergy; or he 
would propose that an amount of rent equal 
to the annual revenues of the clergy should 
he paid to them, and they should he entitled 
to that sum in all times to come. His second 
plan was to give them a corn-rent equal to 
the tithes, or to fix a quantity of corn equal 
to their present tithes, and they always to ha>e 
the same quantity of corn, or the value of it, 
acceording to market rate. He was willing 
too to admit that the quantity of corn should 
be determined by the actual receipt of the 
clergy during the last seven years. After as¬ 
certaining the amount, he wotiltl by this means 
lix the claims of the clergy f<ir ever. Another 
and his third plan was to take the whole of 
the tithes and the church property and sell 
them, and pay the prficeeds into the hands of 
the Govern nieiit, who should take upon itself to 
provide a due iiiaiutenanee Cor the clergy; and 
the overplus, if any (and he was sure there 
would lie a great deal), should go to the pub¬ 
lic *, or a part of tlie overplus might be em¬ 
ployed to provide better for the working 
clergy. One thing, liowever, was needful, 
let it he done as it might, and that was 
to abolish that most impolitic tax, the tax on 
the gross produce of the land. It was necessary 
to do this, tp make property beneficial. 'J'o 
secure private property, promote the increase 
of the produce—hut tithes curtail the produce 
of the land. It was said that there was no 
diifereuce between church property and other 
property. Hut sometimes the clergy said that 
there was a great diifereuce between the church 
property and other property. The clergy 
knew very well that maxim of law, nullum 
tefnms, and on that they acted. Nothing they 
said could bar the right of the church ; 
their claims went hack to the days of Richard 
II., and no other property was on the same 
footing. This was a difference then between 
church property and other property, on which 
the clergy were ready enough to insist when 
they had any claims. Then they said the 
church property was ditfereiit from ottier pro- 
pertyl Now he said that it was. One of the 
right rev. Prelates yesterday stated, that the 
■shops bad brought forward a measure, or a 
ill, he did uotf know which, and he wished 
the right rev. Prelate had lieen more explicit; 
hut the rev. Prelate said the hierarchy wished 
for a measure strictly to enforce residence, 
and thut this measure was defeated by the 
lay impropriators, or the lay owners of ad- 
vowsODS. They had defeated the measure be¬ 
cause they thought it would dimmish the 
value of their advowsons to enforce residence. 
He knew not what measure was meant, or 
what object the Bishops had soughtto accom¬ 
plish; but he was disposed to assert, that the 
non-residence was caused, in a great measure, 
by the Bishops themselves. The greatest 
numhen of non-residents, he believed, was to : 
be found iu the parishes of the Bishops theia> i 


selves. Thus the name of Prettyman was 
synonymous with tliat of pluralist. The name 
of Sparke too was synonymous with that of 
pluralist. In fact, the names of half the 
Bench were synonymes of pluralist. He 
would take the liberty of reading a letter on 
this subject, which he had cut out of a news¬ 
paper—it was addressed to the f.a>rd Bishop of 
Bath and Wells, and was signed Francis 
Giliett. It was dated from Knight’s Farm, 
Musbury, Devon, and was as follows 
Mv L.OKD,-*My duty to myself and my 
country at the present crisis impels me to in¬ 
trude on your Lordship’s most serious con¬ 
sideration concerning the manner in which 
you have dbposed of some of tlie Dignities 
and Benefices belongi.ig to the See of Wells 
since you succeeded the late worthy and highly 
respected Bishop, Dr. Readon; and also on 
your future Church government. 

On the vacancy in the living of West 
Camel, your Lordship instituted'your son : to 
this tio one objected ; a deserving young cler¬ 
gyman IS •'ertainly every way qualified 
for a country rectory; hut when lie be¬ 
came the Archdeacon, 1 must say that, taking 
his age into consideration, and his title of 
“ Venerable,” I blushed; yes, my Lord, I 
even blushed! is it consistent, my Lord, to 
see so young a man have rule over so many 
elders of the church ? But to proceed ;—On 
Mr. Beadou’s resignation of the Chancelior- 
ship, this office also went with the Arclidea- 
coury !—Further, 1 have been told that at an 
election for a Canon of the Cathedral, the 
Chapter did elect some other candidate; 
thinking, no doubt, as 1 did, that the thing 
was already overdone w ith res{>ect to your son; 
although I hear since be has obtained this 
situation also! 

These proceedings passed on, but not, 1 
assure your Lordship, without giving me 
great uneasiness; yet I never should, must 
probably, have drawn your attention to them, 
nad I not, lastly, and rather recently, seen by 
the papers that, at the death of that highly 
respected gentleman, the late Rev. 'P. H. 
Whally, the living of Yeovilton was also 
swallowed up by the same overwhelming 
flood: or, in plain words, was joined to the 
Archdeaconry, Chancellorship, Canunry, aud 
Living befurementioned. At the same time 
it certainly might not have given your Lord¬ 
ship macli trouble to have found within your 
diocese some truly respectable clergymen, ad¬ 
vanced iu years, with families, and who are 
not beneficed, to one of whom this small but 
comfortable rectory might have been a source 
of the greatest happiness in their latter days. 
Besides, my Lord, how can you reconcile to 
yourself the idea of one clergyman holding 
two benefices or livings, whilst you are so 
strenuous an enforcer full duty within your 
diocese? and surely the duties of the parish, 
both with respect to tlie church and p^or, 
must be beyond all comparison betrer per¬ 
formed by a rector or vicar, as the case may 
be, than by a poor curate, however deserving. 
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**I am aware, my Lord, that it is possible 
some<—nay, even yourself, for a moment- 
may say it is arrogance in so humble an indi¬ 
vidual as I am, to trouble youe Lordship, in 
this public way; but as I now state lo your 
Lordship that the greatest dependence of my¬ 
self aud children consists of lauded property 
(however few the acres are), within your 
Lordship’s dioress, and that 1 liave no claim 
to the emoluments of the church to look up 
for, my apprehensions at once will l>e seen to 
arise from a firm conviction on my mind of 
the immediate necessity of a thorough refyrm 
in the church—that she might be brought 
once more to stand on that sacired basis—that 
only firm foundation on which she stood in 
the primitive ages.” « 

The letter had been published iu the papers 
—he did nut vouch fur its correctness, but it 
bait never been contradicted, be believed, 
though he should be glad to hear it contra¬ 
dicted. Here there was another pluralist, not 
a layman. The rev. Prelates said they wished 
to prevent pluralities; and as he had given 
them a plan to commute tithes, he would also 
give them a plan to secure residence. In fact 
nothing was more simple. It was only necea 
sary to make the fact of non-residence a legal 
receipt for the tithes and the other sinecures. 
That would do the business effectually, far 
better than all the bishops. He would say no 
more on presenting his petition, except to re¬ 
commend the right rev. Prelate, who proposed 
to bring in a moderate bill, to the words used, 
he believed, by Mr. Pitt during a great part of 
the late war, “ give up a part to preserve the 
remainder.” The noble Lord concluded by 
presenting several petitions from parishes iu 
Gloucestershire, praying for thecoinmutatiuu 
of tithes. • 

The Bishop of BATH and WELLS did not 
know that he had given any cause for such an 
attack. The fact <certainly was that his son 
had two living#, but they were so close to each 
other that he could well do the duty of both. 
They were not a walk from each other. In 
his first living he bad been a loser, as he had 
given up all his Income for the Church. He 
had certainly taken a second living, hut he 
had also employed a curate in each. In one 
he did the duty himself in the morning, aud 
iu the other in the afternoon, while his curate 
performed the duty in the other part of the 
day. The first preferment which his son pos¬ 
sessed was not given by him, but on account 
of his son’s merit, by the reverend Prelate 
behind him. [We could not see which Mem¬ 
ber of the bench the revereud Prelate pointed 
to.] The other was bestowed on him by the 
Earl of Eldon, out of respect for his sou's 
character. His son had accepted, at his re¬ 
quest, the duties of Chancellor of his Uiucesc; 
and lie had certainly given him the best thing 
in bis gift, iu his diocese. He had brought 
him from college for that purpose, where he 
was earning a deal more than the value of hi.s 
church preferments. He believed, so ex¬ 
emplary was his excellent son’s conduct, that 


if inquiry were made in his parishes, the 
noble Lord would not And one buiuaii being 
not disimsed to speak higli|y in his favour. 
He had been compelled to make this state¬ 
ment, and he hoped it had been satisfactory 
to their Lordships. (Cheers.) His son was a, 
person of great merit, and he certainly had 
' conferred some favours on him in his diocesej 
and when the noble Lord stated his prefer¬ 
ment, he ought to inquire if the duties were 
well discharged. He must say that he did not 
think it possible that the duties could be^tter 
discharged than' they were discharged by hU 
excdlent son, the Archdeacon of Wells. He 
trusted the noble Lord would be ashamed 
and sorry for having brought forward such an 
attack. 

Lord King feit neither ashamed nor sorry. 
He had only asked if there were not pluralities 
among the bishops, who said they wanted to 
put them down, and he found out'that it was 
so. The letter be had read stated that the 
rev. Prelate’s son was a deserving young 
man, aud he had made no attack upon him ; 
he bad only stated that there were pluralities 
ill that gentleman's possession, and he found 
that he was correct. He brought the circum¬ 
stance forward because others—be meant the 
bisliops— said that laymen were the cause of 
the existence of pluralities in the church. 
The bishops were not right, therefore, in lay- 
ingtbe blame of pluralities on laymen, and it 
was quite plain, if they had resisted the bill 
alluded to, the bishops had prolited by it. 

The Earl of Radnor said, that it had been 
asserted by a right rev. Prelate that a bill or 
measure enforciiig residence, and putting an 
end to pluralities, had been opposed by lay 
impropriators, and be had been asked when that 
lill was proposed but he had made no answer. 
He understood the right rev. Prelate to say, 
hat the bishop^ were not the cause of non¬ 
residence ; that this was not owing to the 
aieraichy but the lay impropriators. The 
right rev. Prelate had stated, that on some 
occasion a bill to en force residence bad been 
proposed, and that its powers had been cur¬ 
tailed by the lay impropriators, who bad 
opposed the bill, as injuring the advowsuus 
ji which they were the owners. He had* 
asked his recollectiou to find out what bill 
the right rev. Prelate alluded to. elle had 
searched, too, tiiose records whiAl) were usual¬ 
ly preserved of parliamentary proceediqgs, to 
find out what ai t the lay impropriators had 
opposed, but he regretted that he was disap- 
pt^iuted. He hoped, therefore, that the right 
rev. Prelate would explain what he meant by 
his assertion hist night, that a bill had been 
brought iu to gise a right, or power, to the 
bishops to enforce residence, and that by lay 
inipropriaturti this bill bad beeu turned from 
its purpose. 

The Bishop of London was reluctatit to 
take part in this discussion, which was the 
reason why he hail not ri.seri to answer the 
question put by the nohle Baron. Thci;p was 
little occasion, he believed, to do so, because 
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their T^rdships would, be hoped, recollect 
what he etated the iiis^'ht before. The uuble 
Lord had not repeated hi« words correctly, 
and he should ouly endeavour to re-state 
them. What he said was this. lu accounting 
for non-residcuco, he bad nut said that the 
lay impropriators solely were the cause of it, 
but that It was chiefly osving to lay iniproprin- 
tiouK that it was in many cases impossible for 
the clergy to reside at their beneflees. The 
chief part of the property belonging to the 
ciiurch had, in many cases, been taken away 
and appropriated by laymen, and the revenue 
left was ihsuHicient to pay the performance 
of the duties of the clcrgynian, unless by 
uniting more benefices than one. If their 
Lordships wished to ohtain accurate iafoniia 
tioii oil the subject of lay impropriations, ha 
would beg leave to rccomiueiid to their peru¬ 
sal a book of bisboj) Keuiiet, written upwards 
of a century ago. By what he said last night, 
he intended no redections ou the lay impropri¬ 
ators, and had no intention of attributiug to 
them any inipropets motives, lie bad but an 
imperCect recollection of the measure for en¬ 
forcing residence, as he was then a young 
mail, and had not the honour of a seat in their 
Lordship’s House, nor bad he meant to iin- 
j)uie any-thing improper to those who opposed 
that measure. The bill he had alluded to was 
the ,Vid Geo. Ill, that was brought in by the 
Bishops to enforce the residence of the parish 
clergy. He had always considered that act, 
or rather that bill, was intended to invest the 
Bishops with a greater power to enforce resi¬ 
lience and prevent pluralities, as he had al¬ 
ways iiiide/stood that the hill was rendered 
less cflicicut in its progress by the interference 
of lay holders of advowsons. He did not mean 
to say, however, that any undue influence had 
been used by the holders of those advowsons 
to stop the measure. He must add, that it 
was not possible for the Bishops always to en 
force residence ; indeed, in the larger number 
of benefices, this was impossible without ruiii- 
iug tlic clergymen. As to the patronage, he 
wished to say that it was his intention, on the 
first opportunity, to bring in a measure to 
s'rengthen the provisions of the 7th of his late 
Majesty, without which that statute could not 
6e carried into effect. 

'I’he Duke of Wellington felt himself 
called on lo sa^Y» justice to the clergy, that 
during the tiiu$ lie was in office he bad occa¬ 
sion to promote the issuing a Comniissioii to 
inquire into the state of Ecclesiastical affairs, 
and the utate of the Ecclesiastical Law } and 
be invariably found that the Right Rev. Pre- 
Jaikts pressed ou him the necessity of giving 
them more power to enforce residence 
amongst the inferior clergy. 

The Earl of Carnarvon deprecated in strong 
terms the practice of his lioble Friend making, 
night after bight, in these times of troubles 
and disturbances, such attacks ua the church, 
He regretted thai bis noble friend should think 
it was hit duty to make those attacks. He 
was convincedo-and he was sure that the 


great Iwdy of the people were of the same 
opinion—that a mure estimable body uf meu 
than the clergymen of the Church of England 
could not exist. There was no class of meu 
iu the country wlio distributed so large a part 
of their revenue in charity, or were so devoted 
to good works, and no class of men who cou> 
terred so much benefit on the country at large. 
If bo had sumetiines differed fruin the mem¬ 
bers of the church, it was on questions of reli¬ 
gious' liberty, in which i-hey thought their 
security was iuvoivetl, aitd which be thought 
they ought to have conceded for their own 
safety. Now thatno such questions existed, he 
was bound to say that it was must itn]K>rtaut to 
uphold the Established Church as it at present 
existed iu this coun|ry. In looking at the 
question of tithes, it was necessary to con¬ 
sider other Interests than those of the clergy ; 
and he was sure that most of the Right 
Rev. Prelates must desire to have their reve¬ 
nues collected by some other means, and not 
he exposed to the odium and ill blood wliicu 
now crea%''d dissent iu their parishes, and ban¬ 
ished their parishioners from the parish church, 
in reference to the measure of the right rev. 
Prelate for the cninposidou of tithes, the noble 
Earl recommended that a commutation should 
be at once acconaplisbrd, as it would lie most 
iiicouvenicut to open up the tithe question 
again at tlie end of twenty-one years. With 
respect to residence, he thought, that if that 
were to be strictly enforced to the injury of the 
exemplary body uf curates who bad grown 
up within the last ten or fifteen years, it would 
probably do the church a great injury. To 
compel residence might deprive these curatos 
of ciuployment, and substitute fur them in¬ 
cumbents who were not so competent to the 
performance of the duties. His Lordship also 
eulogised the ch&rch establishmeut, aud said 
that this excellent institution had made the 
greatest improvements within the last few 
years. He concluded by apologising for tres¬ 
passing on their Lordships’ time; but wheu 
they were exposeilto hear the church attacked, 
they would probably put up with the minor in¬ 
convenience of having their time taken up, 
than of allowing such attacks to go abroad 
uuuuticed. 

Lord King wished only to set himself right ' 
with his noble P'riend. He had not made any 
attack ou the church or on the clergy ; he had 
not said one word against either. He ad¬ 
mitted that the great body uf the clergy were 
aa exemplary body of men, and he wished to 
make them more efficient. Pluralities were 
acknowledged to be an abuse—iion-residence 
was acknowledged to be an abuse, and ha 
wanted to remove these abuses. 'I'he same 
object was proposed by his noble Friend. He 
was not disposed to take their property from 
the clergy, and had proposed t<> grant them a 
corn rent equal to their revenue ou the average 
of the last seven years. WitU respect to what 
the right rev. Prelate said of IHsfaop Kennet, 
and a book written one hundred years ago, that 
would give very imperfect information as to 
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the preseat 'time; for since that period, 
many parliamentary grants bad been made 
to the church. Tiiere was JJueen Auue’s 
Bounty, which had now been iu operation for 
many years, and iucreascd the value of many 
Vicarages. Wishing to put bis right rev. 
Friends at their ease, as to the petitions he 
had yet to present, he should imitate the 
church in old tiroes, which established what 
waa called “ the peace of the church ,'* from 
Friday to Monday. In presenting petitions, 
he should follow this example, and should add 
Wednesday; so thatou Wednesday, Saturday, 
and Sunday, there would be peace to the 
church front the war of {>eiitious.—Adjourned

I have seen and heard these 
things, and many, many others, within 
tile last twenty-seven years, and 1 have 
seen the Lanpowners the very foremost 
in calling for or defending them ail. 

Therefore the defeat which you have 
now experienced gives me delight 
which it would be impossible for me 
adequately to deseribc. . Look, now, at 
the sever'al sentences-^vlncff I have 
chosen for my motto. You will see, 
from the second of those sentences, that 
1 foresaw what you would bring it to 
so long us twenty-seven years agoj 
which was before the doing of those 
things which have displeased me so 
much, and some of which I imve men¬ 
tioned above. It was, too, at a time 
wl)en tlm debt was not more than 
three-fourths of what it is now, and 
when a revenue of about thirty-five 
millions a year was deemed amply suffi¬ 
cient. Wliat is your case now, then ? 
Why, it is just what f said it would be 
■when, in 1822,1 published the Register 
from which the extracts are made. I 
aball now, when I have bestowed a few 
short remarks on the taxes to be taken 
off, proceed to remark on the grand 
question, the intended tax on the funds. 
The Uix to be tai^ off from the news¬ 
papers, though I'myself, and for my 
own interest^ care not a straw about 
the matter; though I know that it will 
be neiiher gain nor loss tp me, I see 
this reduction of the tax with pleasure 
because, in the first place, there ought 
to be no such tax, .and, in the next 
pkee, because it will give a famous 
blow to that newspaper monopoly 
•which has been such a disgrace to the-i 
country, and has tlone it so much mis¬ 
chief. The Sloody Old Times winces 
under it; and well it may ; for it lops 
off a good half of the value of that 


standing advocate for blood. If the 
old thing were worth twenty thousand 
IKUihds last week, it is not worth teu 
thousand pounds this week. If the Go¬ 
vernment find, as I am satisfied it will, 
that it gains in amount of revenue by 
reducing the amount of the atatrtp to 
tVro-pence; and if it sec, as I am sure 
it will, that it would gain still more by 
reducing it to a penny, and by reducing 
the advertisement doty another half; if 
it see that, as I am sure It will sec if, 
and if it act agreeably to its nianifebt in¬ 
terests, the bloody dlfl thing may shut 
up its shop. I always said, take away 
the tax, and this horrible thing falls at 
once, and the Government is*freed from 
the dread which it justly entertains of 
provoking the hostility of bands of 
mercenary wretches who employ this 
powerful instrument, the press, fur the 
worst of all possible purpftscs, 'J lie 
Government will soon find how much 
it will gain in the tux upon paper, even 
from this measure. As to advertise¬ 
ments, they will increase protligiously 
in number. I have no ((ues\ion, for 
my part, of the greM gain in ])Qint‘<)f 
the revenue ; and in point of atUuntage. 
to the country, from the speed that it 
will give to the coinmmiications be¬ 
tween persons in trade, and of the 
encouragement which it will give to 
honest and able writers, the effect will 
be prodigious; .and, therefore, tlmngli 
the measure will not affect me in the 
smallest degree in the world, 1 think 
the Ministers are entitled to great 
praise for this mcasiire. It was ;{1 m> 
wise and just to change the tax from 
cotton gootls to raw cotton ; l)ecau.'je, 
in the former .shape, it was savagely 
unjust towards (he working people, 
and gave rise to frauds enormous. 
The conscientious manufacturer paid 
the duty honestly; those of a contiary 
character did not pay a tenth j>art of 
what they ought to have paid.

Even from 
Long Island I wrote nothing hostile to

Who 
the devil was to believe that a set of 
fellows having estates that producj^ 
corn and cattle and hides and wool and 
timber, would give two trees and two 
every-things for one that they had bor¬ 
rowed ! Who the devil could believe 
that a set of fellows Having fine estates 
in land would let a parcel ofiia&del Jews, 
or pretended ChristTans, take away thesa 
estates bit by bit, but In 'tho most open 
and flhgrant manner, under the itnpu* 
dent pretence, the audacious the in¬ 
famous presence, “ that the takhig away 
was required by NATIONAti FAITH )" 
Thus, up to 181D, I was always on 
your side; even after that j though you 
had chuckled and were so delighted when 
acts had been passed which yoU 
thought would not only chop oB* my 
fingers but silence my tongue. Twoof 
the .Six Acts wer#. manifestly passed 
expressly for me. Mr. Hume Skid so at 
the time, and he repeated his assertion 
the other day in the city, a.s to one of 
those acts especially. One act banished 
me if I said any-thing having a ten¬ 
dency to bring either House of parlia¬ 
ment into contempt. Another act 
compelled me to give bail beforehand 
if I published any-thing with a stamp. 
If I published any-thingwithouta stamp 
oftener than once a month, it compelled 
me to sell it for not less than sixpence, 
ill order to make the number of my 
readers small •, and, in order that I 
might get nothing by the publication, 
it compelled me to have two sheets and 
a quarter of paper all printed over, and 
compelled me to have paper eaeh sheet 
of which should be twenty-owe inehe$ 
long and seventeen inches wide. Another 
act forbade me to speak in any rooj», 
yard, garden, ^eld, or place, upon the 
subject pf politics, to any number of 
persona, if money were taken for their 
entrance thereinto. 

Notwithstanding all your triumphing, 
all your chuckling, all your indecent 
and umuanly exultations, even at these 
attempts 5 .these low, these shameful 


attempts against one man j notwith¬ 
standing all this, 1 still eoatinued your 
friend j and, throughout the years 18*20, 
IS^l, and, Until June I pleaded 
your cause against the mohstet’ of 
Change-alley with an came^tnesk'hnd a 
force equalled only by yom* stupid in¬ 
gratitude.

At this meeting a petition 
was brought forward by those who are 
called the Whigs, XjOrq DA«M>ar, 
XtOBo Tbaxet and others, praying foe 
a feduetien of faxes. 1 said that it 
Was unreasonable to call upon the Mi¬ 
nisters to take off taxes, unless we were 
prepared to support them in taking of 
part of the Interest c f the debt, and I 
moved that the\ following words be 
added to the petition i “ And your peti¬ 
tioners further pray that thetei may 
be a reform of your honourable House, 
and that your honourable House will 
be pleased to make a JUST reduction 
in the interest of the national debt.'* 
After a long opp^ion from Louis 
Darxiby, and the froip Knatch- 
BULC, both of whom 
liking the Reform part more than the 
other, the ‘Meeting (a very large one) 
divided, and there were only seven 
Aatuls held up against the motion, two 
of which were the hands of Knatcbbull 
and Lord Darriley, We, the speechifiers, 
were standing in wagons: and just

HOUSE OF tORDS.

T1THKS.~-Lcm'<1 Kino, on presetnia; soine 
more Tithe petitions, wished to suggest to the 
right reverend Prelates, that they would act 
prudently, under the excited state of publie 
seeling, if they would tuform the country, aot 
his Lordship, what was the plan they intetiiled 
to propose. That would tend to allay the ir¬ 
ritation of the people and th« country would 
know what it bad to look to, tie sumahted 
that to the Consideration of the right reverend 
prelates. When he first presented, a petition 
tb their Lordshijps on the subject dt tithes^ oh 
Monday, be believed he statm that he would 
argue the question solely as a simple political 
economist, and be had not made a single ob- 
serration on many of the qaettions which had 
attracted atteution. He had apt said, one 
word about pluralities, nor one word about 
noQ-resldetipe-—the whole of those subjects 
had beer br\)pgbt forward by the ovcr-«^l of 
a right rcverei^d prelate (n defending the 
church. That right reverend Prelate had 
charged the lay patrons Willi being the eattse 
of non-rraii^ience, and htul provoked thO whole 
discussion. The right reverend Prelate said 
that jhry had siaotoered a Ml for preventing 
B 9 »-residcticc; but when his nome Friend 
.Ahe Earl of Radnor) asked the right ivvenod 
drrelata to specify the MU, he bad not given a 
very satisfptory account.' He be%v^ that 
he could give a better account than was ipyen 
by the light reverend Prelato. He wa? old 
cBuugh to‘remember, that about Iwsmty-Rve 
y^rs ago an' attorney excited a'gteaf sehsa^ 
#n by the number of jni tam actions he 
>rougUi: to recover the penalties of a great 


number of clergymen for oon-residenre. It 
was necessary to check these actions; they 
were an attack on the church in the tenderest 
part. Chancellors and lawyers, and civilians 
and clergymen, were all cuusolted how to 
prevent these jui tarn actions. The iuforma* 
tious were laid, Bo doubt, fbr th# penalties, 
and the informer had law then equally against 
persons who were altogether absent from their 
parishes, and Against those who resided in 
the^r MrUhes^ but did not live in the parson- 
8g«. This W«ian error. The learned lawyers, 
civlUant, and chanoeliors, smote their fore¬ 
heads m dad out how they might relieve the 
church from the terror of these procrediogs, 
and they Suggested the means. Sir William 
Scott, he believed, brought a bill into the 
Other House by which the tarns were to be 
put an end to. The MU w^ sent down to Ox¬ 
ford to revive the suggestions of that learned 
body for its improvement, lu ofder to render 
the bill more effeemai. The MU purported 
to be a bill make the clergy reside; the 
real object of U <.af to allow them to he nori- 
resideDt; and no bill, he believed, had ever 
more «dl^.tuaUy answered its real purpose. 
The lay patrons were accused of causing the 
Uon-revidenee, but there was no reason to be- 
heve fhiHn the qwi taut actions that only their 
incombeiitsfailed tU reside. He believed that 
it was found, that as many non-resideDts were 
among the dignitaries of the church as among 
the incumbents who derive their situations 
from lay patrons. He remembered that the 
biU he bad alluded to was opposed veiy much 
by a noble Karl, then in the other House, who 
was as much distinguished for his zeal agaiust 
the Curates’ Bill, as he was since distin¬ 
guished in that House for his zealous sup¬ 
port of aU measures of reforming corrupt 
Doret<ghs< That noble Earl hod then fought 
with him in the good cause night after night, 
and hit hard at abuses—very hard—htinlcr 
than he now hit tbe reformer^., thougli he 
bad snapped at his (Lord King’s) fingers the 
other night. He did not now hit so hard as 
formerly. The right reverend Prelate had 
charged tbe laymen with being the cause ot 
non-resideBce, and be hoped, therefore, that 
tbe right revavead Prelate would agree to a 
itttnm of all pertone boldUug pluralities, dis- 
tinguisbiBg whether they were held uuder lay 
or eoclesb^cel patronage, including eccle- 
tiasdOal corporations. Such a return would 
show whether more jduralities were held 
under ley or under eemesiustical patronage, 
and their Lordships would see which clasa 
wee moet deserving of die accusation of caus- 
thg. noit-reeldenee. It was said, as a sort of 
excuse for plorali'daSt ^Bt they would greatly 
inevease tbe number of curates. The curates 
resided, and «mt the iUcumlients. It was 
said, too, thtftth* 4 M^ates did the duty as well 
as the liteiRaoents.' But what lesson did that 
teach the pubtief It was admitted that the 
duty was at weU done by the curatej for one 
quarter of the salary. The public would be 
apt tp apply to ecclesiastical offices the prla-^ 
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cipl« that was now acted on in civil ofl^ces, 
wtiere it was found that the d^vty did all th< 
dnty, namely, to aboitsb the principal olElce, 
and retain only depaty* It vrasadan- 
gerous lesson to tntoh tb« pnl^O, that the 
curates did the datiia nl the church better 
than the incumben^v nit’ nne«fburth of tbe 
salary. With rasped tn MHideoee, he mnat 
sny mat be iili^ly approved of tbe 
the Bkbop of Wincliester, who spoke of B he< 
Dcflce wUbont a resident fncninwhitt Mim ee< 
clrsiastlcad solOcisinv The charge of ^ rifbl 
rev. Predate dttd him ^at credit. He o)^ei.t- 
ed to tithes as a ipone of paying the 4er|7. 
They were Institoted 'in a barharotte ej** 
when tbe state of socie^ was diffhteut from 
its present state, and^h^gb tithes be 
suitaiile then, they efere uni;nii|able now.

perty more prejudicial tlmn (i tax on frost 
produce. No Jury of twdhre men wonfa say 
that any greater benefit confd bn <Wnferrea 
on the country than a comoaatotkMI bf fHhet« 
He nouid read to their {.ordshipl #|t opthiim 
ol a gentleman, a very seUSible uten, as to 
property; he was a Repitbllcan, nad tfacn?- 
foie his opinion on some s«ib|ento wou^ 
not he much valued by their JCiordships. His 
Lord>,hip accordingly read a sbtWt extract 
from the works of Jefie;rson, stafingf^ that the 
earth was the great capital stock, ahd Wat 
only inherited by individuals that thn Moduco 
(night be increased. That waa Jdiwsrsott's 
opinion. He had placed property on a true 
foiiiidatioii. He objected to tithes, that they 
diminished the produce, and dimhlttb^dj^a 
bcnchcial effects of the light of prO](«ifty. 'fhe 
noble Lord cuuciuded by presenting a peti, 
tion from a plare in Cambridgeshire, fpr an 
alteration in the Uthe system. 

The Duke of RoCKtlitoHAAi rflijnilred that 
the peiition should be read.

Lord Kitio required tbattitopetitlda should

The Earl of ^Vl.ec:aH.#ll** Wpa dfefpoeed 
readily to extend to othiw nolda Lords that 
indulgence for any dtflerettca oC Sentiinent 
which ha himself had hreuiBbhtly received at 
the bands of their i^ordahlps f but nff«h as 
such indulgence had been granted'to him, ha 
felt that he had no other cmlin to H than the 
sincerity with which he had diw^jd delivered 
his sentiments. Viewing the e<*Maet of Aa 
noble Baron, as it was shown by his attacks 
on tithes night after night, ana pat;tlcdinrly 
his observations on the estabKsbed Church m 
tbe cuuutry, be was coustnuned tn s^ diat he 
could not give him the credit of sincerity in 
the professions he continnafiy made of Inten-* 
ding, by his obsefvaikms^ to promote tbe id* 


terest of the cliurcb. (Hear, bear.) fn prevent¬ 
ing the petition, the noble Lditl bad permitted 
himself to make some onwarrautable personal 
attacks on some of the most resfwetablo Pre¬ 
lates of the church. (Hear, hear,} Ho had 
made repeatedly attacks on that ebufcb (hear,)r 
and had always spoken In tbe toost con- 
temptnous manner of the church estabUsb- 
iip4at since he had had a seht in tbe Mouse* 
'fhe nnble Baron, too. bad spoken eon- 
tettlptunusly of everythlbg connected with 
ren^oh, which made It doubtful whether, as 
the noble JSscron could tee nothing gtmd in tbe 
Eitablished CbUi'ch, he meant to eurreee 
abuses. WNteveif the noble Baron might 
say ol the effetto or religion, in b» humble 
jnugWient fhe clergy 'of tbe EstabUvbcd 
Cborch were a most respectable class of men ; 
and he nmmtained that religion was the only 
sure ground for private virtue and puhho 
honesty. It was a proper complaint of a right 
reverend nrelltte, fin the ether evening, that 
the noble Bemon brought forward no measure 
of bis own. He liad spoken of all sorts of 
abuses: of tHhcs,of non-residence^of plural¬ 
ities ; and had gone into ail sorts of questions 
connected with tkechordb, (Hear, hear.) Ic 
was high time that ‘the noble Lord's attacks,. 
Whlcb m%bt cause a peritleions effect if they 
remained noanswercdif should be noticed, and 
be, foe one, was detenmned mt to allow 
attacks to ha ongasWeml which he believed 
to be Oiost injurious to the best interests of 
the chutoh and the country, (fiear,bear.)

HOUSE OF LORDS. 

NATIONAL FAITH. The Dt'ixK 
of Buckingham asked the MinmU-r if 
It were still the intention of the Gu- 
veriiHient to lay a tax on the fumU, as 
he should consuler that a breacfi of na¬ 
tional faith, LohO Gilav was unckr 
the disagreeable necessity of at once 
announcing tliat the scheme as mooted 
by Loan Ai/riioRp in liis budget*speech 
was abaniloncil, artd of clearing his 
Ministry of the charge of dishonest in¬ 
tentions towards the ‘^public aeJitoi.’* 
Lo.to BnouQiiAM had to tki tlie same. 
Loro Cfiiysaid, that it appealod to 
“ him both i..'rand equitable and just, 
“ that the fundhohlers should bet/ia to 
“ contribure something to thetchefof 
the burtlens which pressed on tiicir 
“ fellow-subjects, and he couhl not 
“ agree that, in doing so, lie was giuUy 
“ of any breach of faith to one class 
“ more than to the other.” It is 
curious to hear this. The words 
“ effuitable and jw>t ’’ sotuid nionstroim- 
ly like equitable adjudraent there 
only wants the ment; and we slmll lictir 
it before long, but not Ull it is looch too 
late. Ijobo BaouoiiiM “ most posi* 
** tively dented that the tax on the 
transfer of stock would liavc been 
** any breach of public faith tosvards 
'• the fundholders, and it was not on 
** that giound that tt uas abandon- 
“ ed," “ Most positively denied !” \ tv, 
but there required a reason, Louo 
Brogoham; however, all Isay, i-, a-s 
Lumpkin says, in Goldsmith's play, 
” Stick to that, mother!'* Oh, how 
much gall would you have spared your¬ 
selves if you had abused me less! 
Lords WiNcjaiLSKA, Lomiondebrv, 
and Fa&hham, tetjrcUed that the mea¬ 
sure Iwul been abandoned: all thought 
that the fundholder should be compelled 
to contribute his share, 

TITHES. Ijoho Kino bids fair to 
become the real purifier of the church. 
Any disinterested and dispassionate man 
must be struck with the hypocrisy of 
those who charge Loan Kino with 
mahilesting irreligim in what he is 
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now flolnij. Thfit- he show<» a want ofl 
rS'^pect for religion in showing that! 
jMrsoiis al! over the country have neg- 
lecteil their religious duties, while that 
they have taken especial care not to aban¬ 
don their tithes ! The scanilaloas neg¬ 
lect of religion is one great cause of the 
people’s hatred to the church parstsna i 
atul the oniif ttatise of tl^e country bci jg 
overrun by all sorts of sectarians. 

Lord King rose to submit the motion of 
■wbiih he had given notice, for returns o( the 
resilient and m)n.resilient clergy, with an 
ai coDut distinguishing between the living of 
non-residents in lay, and thoae in ecclc'iidstiral 
patronage. Rctunis of such a kind had olteU 
been mJde th the Privy Cuunul, and «oine 
liine^ to pHrH.\racut, His motion was for an 
abstract of the last returns made on this sub¬ 
ject to the Privy Council. A Right Reverend 
Prelate had, on a former occasion, said tliat 
the HI eat cause ot non-residence was owing to 
the lay intpropriaturs of tithes having the pa- 
troiiiige ui livings, hecausc the incomes they 
alluwid to the clergyman who dut the duty 
was so small that he could not reside. That 
might be so if the non-rcsidence had heeu 
ootitilled to livings of small income, B'lt the 
great cause was pluralities; and he i>boulii 
say, that il theic was a oincere desire to put 
an end to noii-resideure, the best plan would 
be to prevent livings above a certain value 
from being held iu plurality. lu a rertain 
book to which he had been referred, he had 
found it stated, that rm an average the clinich 
livings were only 3ti5/, 8.». 44. each. But 
there were (3,000 livings whose average in¬ 
come was 64,'4. His main object, however, 
was (o show that non-residence vras not con- 
biifd to the livings in the patronage of lay ' 
iinjiropnators of tiilies, but extended to those ' 
in ecclesiastical patronage. He found it 
stated in a provincial publication of the 12th 
of the present month of February, that the 
rich living of Wisbeac h, estimated to be worth 
.‘>,12.1/. had been given to a near relation of 
the Bishop of Ely—a Mr. Farriday—and it 
was stated that this rev. Gciitleman was in 
pnssei.si<)n of several other ecclesiaatreat pre¬ 
ferments. ft was ahu stated that the rev. 
Gentleman was to resign a living in favour of 
a second son of the Bishop of Ely; but ho 
did not see how all this could be done without 
the concurrence of the Lord Ghancellur. 
[Lord Chancellors Farriday had not been 
ap}Miinted to the living of Wisbeacb.] The 
appointment had not then taken place. The 
rev. Gentleman, however, had five other ap¬ 
pointments. (No, no.) It hodi^been stated 
that he had, TlierS might ha conaidcra- 
ble difficulties in preventing pluralities; 
but it would appear that the incomes allowed 
to the odiciating Clergyman were as low in 
Ecclesiastical Livings as those where the pa¬ 
tronage was in the hands of lay-imjiropria- 


tor^. 'IIkio Wds iiti I'cclcsiastirill Livin' la 
Yoi'k'hiu' wiicic tile alloivaiu'e to llie olli'iaf • 
ing ( lerj;yii in was of,!\ tinny poiindw U n-ar ;

(Church, the iucomes of tlie oflinaMug Minis¬ 
ters Weie som-'times. wor-e than m livings 
where the pis'perty and patronaae were in the 
hahds III oiheis. Btit as to tlie absliattiun of 
properly fioin ihe t.hurch—the null? of tii.* 
Chun U to all the property which had ever ht- 
loiigbd to the Church, bad been put by the 
right rev Prelate tl'<* oilier night mi iniuh 
higher ground than he had ever heard it 
jilaced before by any of the most higli-tlyiiig 
of the High Church party. Even Bishop 
Hortiley, who, tt would be admitteil, was a 
great stickler for the hieiarthy and (he pro¬ 
perty of theChurrli, bad itoi placed (he claim 
on such high grounds, as he saw from looking 
at a charge of that light rev. Prelate to liis 
clergy. Bishop Hoisley’s views were moderate 
and re,isoiiuhlc, compared with those of the 
right reV. Prelate who Kpoke on the viibjeet 
the other niglit. Ho concluded by moving for 
an Abntraut fioni the last Returns made to 
the Pi ivy Comicil o( Resident aud Ni>»-rcsi- 
drnt f Clergy men, with an Acroiinl disiiii- 
guishiiig tltoue Livings which were in the 
gift of l.*y impropriators, ami those which 
were in the gift of Kcde-iastical (’orporatioiis. 

The llishiip of Lovnov did tuit mean to 
pfKJSe the nintiun of the noble Baron. He 
rose merely for the pmpose of baymg a few 
words in refereuec to the gross lui^rcpieseuta- 
tioiis which li.id been made on this subject in 
Sopie of (be public jiniits, aud more particu¬ 
larly >n a eel tarn book which liad l»een lately 
puhtwhed. NVben he ^pokc of lay unpropna- 
tious as bting a gre.at cause ut iioii-iesi<leius', 
he dill not inetui the remotest allusion to the 
present lav inipropii.itors. He sjioke only of 
the origi'iul lay itnfM'(ipriwiih,^--tlit> effnt of 
which htul been to make tlie iijcome of many 
livings .so sniiiil that ti furtne<t.i great obstacle 
to residence. He hoped, Iheiclore, that this 
would he held to he a com|date cvplanatioii 
once for all, aud that he would have no oc, a- 
Rton to trouble their Lordships iurthrr on tin- 
suhjeet. 'I here was another point on wlmlt 
he wisiierl to say a few woids. It hid butt 
sstid that lb«.average income of livings was 
from 35p/. to .ItiC/. OrSfi.'d. a year. He had 
investigafed the subject niinutfh silici' heh.nl 
adverted to it on a former occa>toii; and th« 
uoble Baron Iiiinself wou/d probably be surj 
prised at the le.uit; for, alter al! that bad 
been said about the emnnious propcily of the 
Cliiircli, he had loutid that, taking cv^ry thing 
into account, the value of the livings, ou au 
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avfimi'e, did not amount to more thaii 1^5/. a 
year. He had taken as. tlie basis of his eal- 
culathm the Returns ol 1811 -—a period of ^reat 
agrtcultiual piosperity lict-ides the tithes, 
he had taken into account the value of the 
^lehe lauds of Queen Anne’s bounty, .and the 
incomes of Ihshops and other fieclesiastical 
Coriioratioiis, aud the iucomes of iivinj^sdid 
not amount, in the svhole, to 2005 on an 
average. He stated this in ansvver to the 
gross and scandalous misrepreseotatious in 
some ot the puhUc priu^^ aud p.u‘ticiilarly In 
the honk to which he ' alluded, m wluch 
there was the givsscst HiisrepresentatioD on 
thi.s subject that could well be put forth. The 
incomes of Arcbdeaeime, for the discharge oi 
their important duties, were very sntall-^su 
small that they cnulil tint perform them at all 
without the aid ot livings held by them in ad- 
dilioM to their Archdeaconries. 

Lord Ki\(..—Jt would he easy to send the 
order to the Secretaries ot tiie RUhops, and to 
the Deans .aud Chapters, who could, without 
difficult), make out the nccouot of such livings 
as ivere in lay, and such as were in ecclcsiaS” 
tiral pdti'onage. As to what the right rcvercad 
Pi'elare had said as to his statement, he had 
nut Imd Ills information from the bluvk bmh to 
mIhcIi the riglit reverend Prelate allndetl, but 
from abm>k called 7'Ac Keventii^s of the CAureh 
Tin [iuidtn o» the PubltL'-~-o\iooV which wo* fa¬ 
vourable ro the Church Establislmient rather 
than otherwise. He should feel great ]>ain if 
the average income ot livings were So low as 
IH.'if. eaih. as the right reverend Prelate had 
slatei'; and liu hoped that the right rcvercml 
Prelate had fallen into some mistake in his 
calculutiun. 

Ikirl CJia.y did not sec how the Reiurns 
called for by his noble Priend could be pro¬ 
cured in the inanniT winch he bad proposed. 
He should have no objeoiicm to such Returns 
being b.id on their Lordships’ (able ; but hr 
ritpie-iUil his imblc I’riend to consider whe¬ 
ther 11 wuidd not be better to witlidriiw liis 
oiotion for the j/rescut, in order to see whether 
It ’otght not be aflerwaido brought torw.ird In 
a -iMpi uioie Cabiil.it.'d to attain the object. 
J ii-> own In lief wa*., that gie.il inconvenience 
re>u!Ud'(roiu lhi»,moctei‘f iucidentally.dl'Ouss- 
iiig particular parts of the sohjer t, on occa- 
I of f)rc'->eniyyr petitions. He did not mean 
to que-tion liis noble Pnend's sincerity j but 
be did «av. thifti the com*se winch ho bad 
adojii'l wn anj-thiiig but favourable to the 
at I fi 1 . 1 'lit. to, oi tlio. object wlucli his noble 
tmnil Inniself h.ul iu view. He was fully 
pi rsiiaik u tliat there existed amou" tbc hewls 
ot the t hu'th \ nioit sincere desire tors nedy

However, leaving theory, or general 
principles, out of the ipcfttion, let us 
come to the ptaetice. You have illus¬ 
trated your doctrine by cithag the Ei^- 
lish House of Commons, as constituting 
the best Government in the world j as 
having the Government absolutely in 
its hands; as having preserved the li¬ 
berties of (ho country j ns being worthy 
of the imitation of France; and as hav¬ 
ing been (irst established, and having 
iii-st begun its <«ireer, at the Revolution 
of l<jS8. Now, I agree that it did begin 
its career at the Revolution of 1^8 ; I 
agree that it has, in fact, had the Go¬ 
vernment essentially in it from that time 
to this ; hut I deny that it hae preservetl 
the liberties of England; and 1 deny 
that it ought to be an object of imita- 
ion with France. 

The liberties of England consisted 
most particularly in the certainty of 
'frial ky Jury, and in the administra¬ 
tion of the law by Jmlyes entirely in- 
fJependent of the iJrown and if its, 
Ministers, SlnCe the year 1688, laws 
have been passed to take avray the trial 
Injury, b(Uh in eriinioftl and pecuniary 
cases, in, 1 believe, nine instances out of 
ten. Men may now be imprisoned for 
long perioti#'“even, ami they may liave 
their j»rop( riy taken from them by fines, 
without any trial by Jury ; nay, in cer¬ 
tain cases, they may be transported for 
seven years wilJumt trial by Jury,. WUh 
j^egard to iho inih'pendeneeof the. Jt.dyes^ 
a thing so long mul so justly the boast 
of England, there are, in every county 
of the kingdom, men called ftstiws of 
the. peace, iii number without limit, 
'I'lio'c Justices are. Very frefjuently, and, 
I believe, most frccjueritly, llishops, 
De.auj, iVebends, Rectors, or

(Cheers.) We are of opinion lhat these io- 
stitutiuns rest, as they fiavc always hitherto 
done, upon the confidence and the love of Kng- 
Ji&bmen—that they must continue to rest on 
the same foundation; and while vre desire not 
to comply with extravagant demands, at the 
some time we are anxious to bring forwai^d' 
such a mea.sureaB every reasonable mala n^ay 
be sHtistled should pass into a ImV. We vi'isa 
to place ourselves between the two hostile 
parties—not agreeing with those wbo assert 
that no reform i« necessary—not following in 
the path with others, who declare that «0me 
particular reform will alone be satisfactory to 
the people, or wholesome In its eifect u]^ the 
state of the represeutatiou in this House ; but 
placing ourselves between both,' and betweeb 
the abuses we .wish to amend and .tlie con- 
vntsion wc hope to avert. (Cheew.) It will’ 
not be necessary, on this occasion, that' I

holders of teases for iimcteeo years, not re¬ 
newed williiti two years previous to tbe elec¬ 
tion at which they vote, and paying oOf. a year 
rent; for it is the custom in >Lotlaiid t<> give 
leases fur niocteeii years more gentrally than, 
for twenty-one, a# in England. We propose 
to make a new iirraugenieutuf the representa¬ 
tion of the whole country; giving to Ldiii- 
hiirgb two Members; to Glasgow, two; to 
Leith, Aberdeen, and Paisley, only oue each. 
The Fife district ot boroughs being disfran¬ 
chised, tbatcounty, like the otiiers, shall tc- 
turn one memberand, as we propose to do 
.in England, the towns to which the right is 
extended shall be taken out of the lepresenta- 
lioo of the counties. The electors in those 
towns wilt consist ol nil persons possessing 
property, nr occupying bouses of the value ot 
ten pounds a year. Scotlaud possesses some 
advantages in respect to registration. W'lth 
those alterations, therelure, Scotland will be 
represented in this House by fifty members, 
instead of the present forty-five. (Hear, hear, 
hear.) I u those districts the vote# at elections 
shall no longer be token as at present.

that kingdom. 

France, borne down by debts and 
taxef, arising from unnecessary wms, 
and. from U prath^al expenditure in 
every dep,artt|ieiit*of th^ state, found 
herself, in the year 1787^ in a stale of 
great, frnauchd embarnissnrent, witlr a 
people impatient of their burdens and 
resolved to endure tliem no longer. Half 
a dostervfinance mudateca succeeded each 
other, each with budget of tricka, 
but each failing in an attempt to 
aUevmte the burden of the* country. 
After tlivera eatpeilients, it was at last 
revived to call together, after a lapse 
of nearly ti%o oenturies, the ^ate$*Ge-

Their legislative bodies^ 
therefore, fell into disputes relative to 
their hmetions and riglits; but these 
disputes vvould have been of trifling im¬ 
portance, if the aristocracy had been 
sincere in favour of a reformation of 
abuses. For I appeal to Burkb, as I 
rcccMjlly have done, as complete autho¬ 
rity for saying, that, in the instiuclions 
which the people .sent to their repre¬ 
sentatives from every part of the kiug- 
doni, in those written and positive in¬ 
structions, not a single word was found 
to indicate a wish for the tlestructiou .of 
any institution of the country ; not a 
{single wish lo change the form of the 
(jovernincnt in the snudlest particular; 
not .a .single vvcjrd cxiircssivc of a vvisl> 
for an\-tliii)g but a rt‘finmaii(>n of 
abuses, and a taking from the aristocra¬ 
cy those powers which they had u.surped, 
contrary to flte ancient Ituvs ami usages 
of the kingdom.
